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Lincolniana in 1958

Collecting properly belongs in the 
category of the Fine Arts. Collect- 
ing and saving, as an instinct, has 
played an important role down 
through the ages as a matter of 
self-preservation. This pattern of be- 
havior has become so predominately 
a part of us that a majority of peo- 
ple practice saving and collecting 
without any other thought than that 
of preparing for the proverbial rai- 
ny-day. The recapitulation theory of 
education cites the collecting stage 
that all children go through as a 
part of their training and schooling. 
Such practice on the part of children 
is, of course, in compliance with the 
patterns of behavior which have be- 
come a part of our nature by long 
use. 

When the concept of self-preser- 
vation becomes less dominant, “the 
collector begins to use imagination 
and orderliness in collecting. He be- 
comes more selective in his acquisi- 
tions. Values other than utility be- 
gin to develop. Increased knowledge 
and a more delicate and_ refined 
group of appreciations appear to re- 
ward the collector and give him a 
broad and basic satisfaction that has 
much more than intrinsic worth. 

Collecting of Lincolniana is a case 
in point. Such inanimate objects, as 
books, bulletins, pictures, medals, 
stamps and souvenirs are interesting 
and the joy that comes from posses- 


sion is not to be overlooked. The Lin- 
coln collector will read and study his 
collections and formulate plans for 
future additions. It is almost manda- 
tory that this be done systematically 
and intelligently. With an increased 
knowledge of Lincoln and his many 
qualities and achievements, the collec- 
tion begins to take on character. 
Somehow, Lincoln becomes an invis- 
ible part of your collection. That 
same is true of the many Lincoln au- 
thors. Some of them, you will never 
know or see, but their styles, person- 
alities and other traits are so indel- 
ibly stamped in their books and other 
writings that you have captured and 
entrapped something of their charac- 
ters in your collection. With a col- 
lection possessed of the spirit of Lin- 
coln together with that of Sandburg, 
Thomas, Beveridge, Tarbell, Hern- 
don and a thousand other Lincoln 
authors, one has something touched 
with many values, 

Abstract thinkers, statisticians and 
research students who must have 
documentary evidence would scarcely 
subscribe to the foregoing concepts. 
Those who value highly self-expres- 
sion and creative achievements will 
most likely approve collecting as a 
Fine Art or will, at least, tolerate 
the idea. 

The collector of Lincolniana of a 
decade ago would probably be dis- 
appointed with the trend of writing 
in 1958. Ours is a changing social 
order and sooner or later, all things 
tend to align themselves in conform- 
ity with the changing order. Lincoln 
publications are no exception to this 
rule. In the early days Lincoln biog- 
raphies of one to ten volumes were 
the main contributions to Lincolnia- 
na. In recent years, the trend in 
writing about Lincoln has been dir- 
ected toward special phases of his 
life or about his associates and con- 
temporaries. This trend has appar- 
ently reached its peak but will prob- 
ably level off and continue until all 
of the important phases of Lincoln’s 
life have been explored and addi- 
tional resource material is not avail- 
able. 

At the present time, great inter- 
est is being manifested in Civil War 
literature. New books about both 
Northern and Confederate Cam- 
paigns are emerging from the press. 
Doubtless, much of this interest has 
been stimulated by the various Civil 
War Round Table Groups now to be 
found in all sections of the country. 
These groups have sought and se- 
cured the best thinkers and writers 
on the subject for their speakers and 
have printed many of the speeches 
in pamphlet form. The Civil War Pe- 
riod has come to the front so strong- 


ly in the field of study and discus. 
sion that many book sellers are now 
featuring the older Civil War books 
in their new catalogs. A well writ. 
ten and documented book on almost 
any phase of the Civil War is g 
ready seller at this writing. Only 
yesterday, there was no sale at all 
for many of these old books. 


If indeed, there appears to be af 
lack of interest in Lincoln in 1958) 
through the medium of printed ma.) 


terial, we should recognize the great

) Many of us do not have the histor- 
| ical background and have not done 
' the prerequisite reading to follow the 
© debates at all times. Paul Angle’s 
' introduction and editorial comment 
' of some thirty pages provides you 
' with a history of events just preced- 
' ing the debates and gives the reader 
| just the background needed for fully 
understanding the debator’s argu- 
ments, statements, and positions with 
relation to the subject. 

Apparently, the debates centered 
on three important points: Exten- 
sion of Slavery, Status of the Neagro 
and Rights of States to Regulate the 
Status of the Negro as they wished. 
Angle gives a good account.of the 
factors bearing on slavery. includ- 
ine the Omnibus Bill of 1850. An 
evaluation is made with respect to 
how the candidates, Lincoln and 
Douglas, fared after the debates. An- 
gle concludes in general, that neither 
won, although Douglas was success- 
ful in getting his seat in the Senate 
again, However, Lincoln through this 
medium became exceptionally well 
known and this together with his 
availability helped him greatly in be- 
ing selected as candidate for the 
Presidency in 1860.

Mister Lincoln’s Washington 
Stanley Kimmel - Coward-Mc- 
Cann, Inc., New York, 1957 


This volume is predominantly a 
picture book since it contains two 
hundred and sixty illustrations. The 
pictures are well balanced to show a 
great variety of persons, situations, 
functions and things to be found in 
Washington during the period, 1860- 
1865. Pictures of Belle Boyd and 
Mrs. Greenhow, the two most active 
Confederate female spies are shown. 
An illustration of the Presidential 
Party, February 5, 1862 and a Go- 
dey book picture of the gowns worn 
by Mrs. Lincoln and other ladies 
are of interest, but there are many 
other fine illustrations, all of which, 
implement the story and contribute 
toward the total result which the au- 
thor desires. 

Comparisons are sometimes odious 
and no attempt is made here to com- 
pare the pictures in this book with 
another book. The illustrations are 
acceptable and serve the author’s 
needs. They do not appear to be quite 
as clear and sharp as would be desir- 
able. We have seen whut we consider 
better reproductions in picture books. 

The pictures and the text that ac- 
compenies them complement each 
other very well. The reader ca: usu- 
ally discern why a picture was in- 
cluded. This is not always true of 
some books. Frequently, a picture is 
included because of its avuilability 
and no mention of it is made in the 
text. 

In Mr. Lincoln’s Washington, the 
reader could ignore the pictures and 
arrive at a fairly good notion of 
what Washington was really like. 
In addition to the well known histor- 
ical and recorded facts relating to 
Lincoln’s family life in Washington, 
the author gives us many interest- 
ing incidents not so well known, Few 
people realize the great changes that 
took place in Washington during the 
Civil War. Washington, always 
threatened and always near the scene 
of the war, was a city of great tur- 
moil and confusion. The quartering 
of troops in the city, hospitalization 
of wounded soldiers, the tremendous 
growth of the city without corres- 
ponding facilities for safety and san- 


= 


itation, the great group of politicans 
and job seekers converging on the 
city were physical problems to cope 
with. To add to the confusion and 
problems, were the rumors, treachery 
and vice that were so prevalent. All 
of this makes for a great story and 
the writer handles it very well. 

One of the great problems con- 
fronting the Lincoln family on their 
arrival in Washington was to make 
adjustment in a new city where the 
society and environment were totally 
different from that to which they had 
been accustomed. Lincoln met this 
challenge and made great strides 
toward making the necessary adap- 
tation; Mary Lincoln was less suc- 
cessful. 

Mr. Lincoln’s Washington does not 
supplant such excellent books as 
Margaret Leech’s Reveille In Wash- 
ington, Washington In_ Lincoln’s 
Time by Noah Brooks, but the au- 
thor has a different style and a dif- 
ferent approach, and of course, the 
many pictures in this volume are not 
to be found in the books of Brooks 
and Leech.

One could scarcely call this a Lin- 
coln book. yet much is said about 
Lincoln. Much of the story is de- 
voted to the changing conditions in 
Illinois, the nation, and more partic- 
ularly in Chicago during the years 
1892-1905. During those years, Alt- 
geld was Governor of Illinois a good 
portion of the time. The author ap- 
parently selects this period because 
of the great socio-economic changes 
that had their inception at about this 
time. 

Lincoln and his ideals are dis- 
cussed chiefly for comparative pur- 
poses. Lincoln’s thinking and ideals 
were deeply rooted in a rural situa- 
tion with self-government as the rul- 
ing concept. 

The very men, whom Lincoln had 
inspired by his ideals were now be- 
ginning to seek a way of life that 
would fit into a changing social or- 
der. Altgeld, Jane Addams, Clarence 
Darrow, John Dewey. George Pull- 
man and Frank Lloyd Wright were 
among those who thought changes 
were desirable. 

Taking their cue from such stal- 
warts and behind their influence, 
others with lower standards of liv- 
ing and of less integrity were willing 
to sacrifice Lincoln’s ideals by em- 
barking on a program of corrupt 
political machines and material suc- 
cess, 

Some of these changes were bound 
to come, and doubtless, Lincoln would 
have subscribed to changes had he 
lived. During Altgeld’s reign, men of 
competence and vision did succeed 
in creating new devices and making 
adaptations that were worthwhile 
and much needed, 

The Columbian Exposition in Chi- 
cago (1892-93), Pullman’s develop- 
ment and the work and influence of 
Palmer. Yerkes and Marshall Field

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ST. VALENTINE ... King of Hearts 


As the 14th of February rolls 
around, St. Valentine, Patron Saint 
of Lovers, summons Dan Cupid, his 


fleet-winged little messenger, and 
sends him forth with his bow and 
arrows. His instructions are to aim 
his darts hither and yon to all avail- 
able loving hearts. St. Valentine 
glories in the feast of young lovers, 
and on February 14, holds all hearts 
within his hands. He remembers that 
young lovers dedicated this date to 
his honor, away back in 270 A.D. 
As far back as 270 A.D., the Lu- 
percalia was still being celebrated 
among the pagans. There were 
games and feasting for all, but one 
of the entertainments for the young 
folks was the drawing of lots for 
partners for the coming year. Each 
young woman placed her name in an 
urn, and when withdrawn by a young 
man it was understood they were to 
be sweethearts for the coming year. 
About this time the Emperor Clau- 
dius II, who was constantly waging 
wars, issued an edict that no new 
marriages were to be entered into by 
the young people for he felt that 
married men would not be eager for 
war. Valentine believed that the 
mating of young people should be 
blessed by marriage and he continued 
to marry those who came to him.

When Claudius learned of this dis- 
obedience, he had Valentine impris- 
oned and later beheaded, supposedly 
on February 14. 

Now it was during this feast of 
Lupercalia that we first find the 
mention of “drawing of lots,” but 
after the Lupercalia became Christ- 
ianized new customs sprang up, and 
later these developed into the send- 
ing of love missives to the chosen 
one. Many people believe that the 
custom of sending valentines goes 
back not more than fifty or one hun- 
dred years, but it really had its in- 
ception back in that first drawing 
of lots for sweethearts, and for cen- 
turies there was a drawing of lots on 
that day. Later we find in Pepys 
diary in the mid-1600’s this notation. 
“Today a group gathered together, 
each placing his name in a box, and 
when the names’ were withdrawn 
each had two valentines. The one 
whose name he had drawn and the 
one who had drawn his name. And 
an expensive thing it is for a man,” 
says Samuel, “for he must now give 
two gifts.” 

There have been many customs 
surrounding the valentine. One was 
to tear a valentine in half, send one 
half to the chosen one with the mes- 
sage “Guess Who,” reta’n the other

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half, and the following day little 
groups met and matched halves. Of 
course there was some disappoirt- 
ment and much joy. 

Another custom was for the young 
man to steal up to the door of his 
sweetheart with his valentine, ring 
the door-bell or knocker, then run off 
to the shelter of a tree and wait for 
her to come to the door and gather 
her prize. He raced home then under 
the friendly darkness, his heart 
pounding with happiness. 

But one of the most popular cus- 
toms and one of easy remembrance, 
was the valentine box at school with 
the teacher playing Cupid. As each 
pupil arrived he stole quietly up to 
the box and deposited his treasure 
trove, hoping there were several wi- 
thin for him. And how the hours 
dragged until the afternoon when the 
box was to be opened. Then the ma- 
gic hour arrived, the teacher uncov- 
ered the box, gathered its contents 
and one by one called out the names 
amidst a flutter of hearts. No one 
was missed for Dan Cupid had seen 
to that. And the strange part was 
that Dan Cupid had received a gen- 
erous quota, for every pupil had 
brought a valentine for teacher. 

You and I know how happy teacher 
was, and how she treasured these 
little tokens from her pupils, for she 
had come to love each child. Many 
of these valentines were painstak- 
ingly hand made, and were a labor 
of love. 

I was the recipient of a teacher’s 
collection gathered over the years 
covering the turn of the century, and 
as I wrote last year, there was a 
resurge of cut-out valentines during 
that period. Among the various 
types in this little group are a num- 
ber of small cut-outs, mainly ar- 
rangements of hearts, for the heart 
motive was rife during that period. 
Under the cuttings were placed 
pieces of red waffle paper, which re- 
minds me very much of the colored 
mounts that Esther Howland used as 
a decorative finish to many of her 
valentines a half century earlier. I 
have found hearts in so many types 
of valentines, twin hearts made of 
red flannel, which we pin on our 
twins every year. Red hearts pierced 
by the arrow of Dan Cupid, large 
hearts of maple sugar, and red satin 
heart-shaped boxes filled with heart 
shaped candy. I am reminded of a 
heart shaped valentine that was leni 
to me for several lectures. It belong- 
ed to one of our Guild members, who 
had inherited it from her husband, a 
doctor. It had been willed to him by 
one of his patients, and had come 
down to this patient from an ances- 
tor who had worn it over his heart 
all during the Revolutionary War, 
and had come home to marry the girl 
who had sent it to him. It was made 
of red flannel, much faded, the lobes 
of the heart picked out in red satin 
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ribbon, and at the opening of the 
heart was a tiny quill pen. A gentle 
reminder that his valentine would 
look for word from him. In lieu of 
ink he often pricked his arm, and 
sent a short message, as a heart, or 
his initials, etc. This valentine is 
still preserved and safe for posterity 
for it was willed by its owner to a 
D.A.R. society where it is greatly 
treasured. 

1 am reminded of another heart 
valentine, hand drawn and colored, 
eignt by ten inches, that would per- 
haps come under the heading of com- 
ic. It portrays a lovelorn youth 
bending over a great heart as big as 
himself and issuing from his mouth 
the words, “I want a valentine for 
Ne'lie, the largest heart you have.” 
I could go on and on with the heart 
motif, but there are so many worthy 
types that I must get on. 

. particularly appealing small 
valentine is of a pair of baby “kew- 
pies” with the adorably expressive 
eyes and bewitching top knot with 
the words: 


I’se a wait’n Honey, 

An’ sumthin’s gwine drop 
If yo’ don’ hurry up now 
An’ p-o-p- pop!

Another, a target with a heart in 
the center aimed at by the doughty 
Dan with his trusty bow and arrows. 
We know the result. 

There are so many small valen- 
tines in this collection that really de- 
serve description. A few small 
creamy lace envelopes containing 
lacy edged cards, in the center an 
oblong of moire and a printed verse, 
lovely enough to frame . then 
several by Esther Howland of valen- 
tine fame . . New England Valentine 
Company. Studying these latter it 
is no wonder that her valentifes are 
being avidly collected for one and 
all show the touch of the idealist. 
When found these generally have a 
small H. on the reverse. Many of 
these are on delicate lacy English 
mounts with cut-out applied verses, 
and brilliant colored lozenges to off- 
set the decoration. 

The story of Esther Howland is 
/ worth repeating, for we might call 
her one of the early and very suc- 
cessful career girls, in a day when 
women were much in the background 
; She attended 
' Holyoke Academy, where she studied 
' the gentler arts. In about the year 
| 1849 she graduated and that same 
year received a beautiful lacy valen- 

tine from one of her father’s Eng- 
' lish friends. She could appreciate

this lovely valentine, but felt she 
could improve on it. Her father was 
in the publishing business at the time 
and she asked him for samples of 
lacy valentine blanks and other dec- 
orative material. He gave these to 
Esther, and she disappeared from 
the family group for several days, 
then brought her father the samples 
she had created. She asked that her 
brothers who traveled for the firm 
take these samples along on their 
trips. She expected a very small or- 
der, if any, but when the brothers 
returned they brought orders for five 
thousand, dollars worth of valentines. 
Esther was amazed and could not 
figure how she could ever fill such 
a vast order. But her father and 
brothers put their heads together 
and came up with the propesition 
that she call in a number of her 
friends who had studied with her, 
and several of the town girls, and 
work on the orders. The attic of the 
Howland home was turned into a 
workshop, with the girls sitting along 
a table very much like an assembly 
line, the valentines being passed from 
one to the other all along the line 
each adding a touch to the whole. 
From the first, the Esther Howland 
valentines were a success, and grew 
from the original $5000 to a busi- 
ness of $25,000 and on to $100,000 
per year. Several offers were made 
to Esther for the business, but she 
refused these until her father fell 
ill, and she felt that she should give 
up the business and devote her time 
to her father. So the business was 
sold to Whitney, a townsman, who 
held it until a few years ago, when 


paper as well as other shortages 
compelled him to retire. Whitney kept 
up the excellent designs and quality 
that Esther Howland had begun and 
they used a red “W” on the back 
of each valentine. Were it not for 
the “H” for Howland and the “W” 
for Whitney it would have been hard 
to tell these early valentines apart 
for often they were spoken of as the 
Worcester valentines. 

Another very important pubHsher 
was Louis Prang of Boston whose 
first cards and valentines were sold 
in England in 1874 by Ackerman. 
The following year Louis Prang sold 
his valentines, cards, etc., in the 
United States and popular they were. 
The greatest care was taken of these 
products and there were many styles 
and innovations, one of which was 
the silk fringed card which is still 
very much admired. Today, however, 
where fringes are used they are of 
nylon or one of the new imitations, 
while the fringe on the early cards 
and valentines was of real silk. 

From 1875 Prang cards and valen- 
tines, etc., carried the copyright date 
for each year and so are easily iden- 
tified. They were chromo-lithographs. 

Then in England, there was Mar- 
cus Ward and Co., for whom our be- 
loved Kate Greenaway designed val- 
entines, cards, etc. Miss Greenaway 
and Walter Crane also illustrated a 
valentine book. “The Quiver of Love,” 
for Marcus Ward and Co. Raphael 
Tuck, later Raphael Tuck and Sons 
were putting out splendid cards and 
valentines, too. 

Gibson of Cincinnati was early on

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POISONED DARTS FROM CUPID’Sp(

If there is any one man in Amer- 
ica who is directly responsible for 
more broken hearts than Charles J. 
Howard, he is yet to be found. Yet 
Howard’s name is virtually unknown 
today, though his pen has punctured 
the vanity and self esteem of mil- 
lions of more or less blameless men, 
women and children over a_ period 
of more than fifty years. 

Charles Howard conceived and 
drew almost all the comic valentines 
produced in America between 1880 
and 1910. During his lifetime over 
twenty mllion of these ugly carica- 
tures, with their garish blots of col- 
or and unkind doggerel verses, were 
sold annually, and it has been es- 
timated that the total number sold 
in all (they were reprinted year af- 
ter year for several more decades) 
was well over a billion. 


It all started back in the late 
1870’s when John McLoughlin was 
firmly establishing America’s largest 
manufactory of children’s books and 
toys. The dubious institution of the 
comic valentine had been a _profit- 
able one in England for a full cen- 
tury, and “comics” had been manu- 
factured in the U.S. in a small way 
since the iniddle 1800’s, but it took 
the McLoughlin brothers and Charles 
Howard to turn it into a booming 
business employing over 300 workers 
the year around, busily turning out 
those little billets-doux of hate to be 
mailed every February 14th. 

Human nature being what it is, 
there is small wonder that the ‘“com- 
ics” were so popular for so long. 
They were a sort of legalized insult; 
a means to get something off one’s 
chest — usually anonymously. Hap- 
pily, they have just about died out 
over the past twenty years, although 


our modern-day “studio” cards, with 
their modified “slams,” have taken 
their place, 

Back towards the end of the 19th 
century the old “comics” had become 
so abusive and lewd (in England at 
least) that St. Valentine’s day itself 
had almost fallen into disfavor. But 
when Howard joined forces with the 
McLoughlins he brought a new as 
pect to the old art, and over the 
thirty-odd years of his productivity 
he created many examples of clever 
caricature and humor of a high or 
der. Indeed, some of his later series 
have a wittiness that shows a real 
insight into human nature. 

It is doubtful that any of the re 
cipients of Howard’s comic valen- 
tines looked on them in that light, 
Many people wondered what kind of 
a monster could conceive and draw 
such ugly and (to them) cruel pic 
tures year after vear. This “mor 
ster” was, according to an interview

You're quite a decent looking girl

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of 1908, a stout, cheery, benevolent- 
looking family man of nearly sixty, 
with twinkling blue eyes. 

“Yes,” he was quoted, “I make 
nearly all the comic valentines in this 
country, or rather I design them. 
But it’s the public’s fault—not mine. 
Several times I’ve tried to give,them 
serious, pretty pictures. And once 
I persuaded my publishers to try 
something not so undignified in the 
way of a series of ‘“Don’ts.” The 
public wouldn’t have them... they 
did not sell at all. What the people 
wanted was the same old monstrosi- 
ties, so I have to give those to them.” 

Howard made a fortune from his 
“monstrosities,” but towards the end 
of his career he seemed ashamed of 
them. His earliest designs had been 
signed in full—“C, J. Howard”—but 
through the years he used just 
“C.J.H.”, and finally just “H”—or 
nothing at all. He had always 


dreamed of _ illustrating beautiful 
children’s books, but never fully rea- 
lized his ambition. His name was so 
firmly linked with the comic valen- 
tines that the few book illustrations 
he created were done anonymously. 
(He illustrated at least two of the 
famous Billy Whiskers books and a 
Mother Goose under the pseudonym 
of Constance White). 

Howard experimented with many 
varieties of comic valentines. Some 
series were narrow sheets nearly two 
feet long. in imitation of the old 
English “long Tom” comics; others 
were done in small format as post 
cards. But almost all his drawings 
can be identified by his characteristic 
“H” in one corner. Although not a 
master draftsman, Howard could in- 
dicate a type perfectly with a few 
deft strokes. He lampooned to per- 
fection the vain, the greedy, the 
mean, the foolish—every known hu-

FANNY ANITUA 





There are many opera lovers who, 
like me, often compare the _ tech- 
niques, interpretations and habits of 
present day singers to those of ar- 
tists of the so-called “Golden Age,” 


wondering what became of the ones: 


who used to be so famous. Among 
the many who were not equally often 
or long in the public eye as the 
handful of names we remember as 
operatic “greats,” some have faded 
from popularity, others are retired, 


and the rest are no longer with us. ° 


But there is one great, living artist 
I’d like to tell you about — Fanny 
Anitua. 


Wm. J. Wilson, Jr. is a young 
Texan of Mexican parentage, whose 
main interests and activities are cen- 
tered on music. Active in both the 
musical profession and music busi- 
ness, he is well known in San An- 
tonio as accompanist through his 
work with organizations such as the 
San Antonio Symphony, San Antonio 
Civic Opera, the Opera Guild, and 
as piano salesman at the Griffin 
Piano Co. A good friend and fervent 
admirer of Madame Anitua, Mr. Wil- 
son visits the famed contralto every 
year while on vacation in Mexico.

_ This indefatigable worker, who 
lives in Mexico, was one of the finest 
contraltos the world has ever known, 
and is, perhaps, the most famous and 
best loved teacher in that country to- 
day. Many of you, I’m sure, will 
agree with me in saying that it is 
professors like Fanny Anitua to 
whom we owe thanks for developing 
some of the excellent performers we 
have at present. Such a teacher can 
accomplish these results in only one 
way: by strict adherence to rules of 
proper voice production, full com- 
prehension of the student’s needs, a 
complete understanding of his char- 
acter, and - abundant love for each. 
Such is Fanny Anitua. 

She was born January 22, 1887 in 
Durango, Mexico, a descendant of 
Basque miners who, in the 16th cen- 
tury, went to the New Spain to ex- 
plore and develop the newly-found 
silver deposits in Zacatecas. She be- 
gan her study of music at the age of 
12 with Maria A. De Lille at Guana- 
cevi, in the State of Durango. A\l- 
though she had taken part in various 
vocal and choral activities during her 
school years, it was in 1901 that her 
voice training was begun — with 
Professor Gavilan de Samaniego of 
her home town. Later, she gave a 
series of concerts throughout the 
northern part of Mexico to raise 
enough funds to enter the National 
Conservatory of Mexico and continue 
her studies. 

Then in 1907, the Mexican Gov- 
ernment, headed by Porfirio Diaz, 
made the necessary arrangements for 
her to complete her training in Eur- 
ope, where she became a pupil of 
Aristide Franceschetti in Rome. 

Fanny Anitua made her European 
debut at the National Theatre of 
Rome in the title role of Gluck’s 
ORFEO, on May 12, 1909. The mas- 
tery with which she handled that part 
was a step toward further success, 
resulting in a contract with La Scala 
in Milan. On December 26, 1910, she 
made her initial appearance at La 
Seala as Erda in Wagner’s SIEG- 
FRIED. Her next role, Climene in 
Pacini’s SAFFO, was received with 
such great acclaim and given such 
enthusiastic reviews that the opera 
was repeated three days in a row. 

In South America, Fanny Anitua 
performed for the first time in Aug- 
ust, 1911, as Olga in Tchaikowsky’s 
EUGENE ONEGIN, and Pantalis in 
Boito’s MEFISTOFELE, at the Colon 
Theatre in Buenos Aires. Following 
this, she appeared before the Pari- 
sian public on January 20, 1912, giv- 
ing a concert at the Salle Pleyel. 

Having been accepted and enthusi- 


astically applauded by the very criti- memorable performances:

cal Eurepe, she returned to Mexico 
and toured her native country from 
September, 1912, through March, 
1913. In the meantime, this now 
well-known singer had married, and 
when she returned to Italy, her son, 
eo was born in Pavia on May 
Motherhood, however, didn’t ham- 
per her musical activity, for in Sep- 
tember, 1918, she joined Leoncaval- 
lo’s opera group and came_ to 
America to perform in Los Angeles 
and San Francisco. The next year 
found her alternating performances 
between three countries: in Buenos 
Aires, Madrid, and Italy’s La Scala. 

After having created the title role 
in Pizzetti’s FEDRA, in 1915 at La 
Seala, she received one of her life’s 
most memorable honors, for among 
all the contraltos in Italy Fanny Ani- 
tua was selected for the Centennial 
Anniversary of Rossini’s BARBER 
OF SEVILLE, to perform the opera 
as originally written - for mezzo- 
soprano. This took place February 
29, 1916, at the Argentina of Rome, 
the same theatre where it had first 
appeared 100 years before. Then 
followed a series of performances of 
this opera in Rome, Naples and 
Parma. One delighted Parma critic 
had this to say: 

March 11, 1916: “ ... Fanny Ani- 
tua, mezzo-soprano, as Rosina, is a 
singer and artist as yet unequaled.” 

She then joined a company of ar- 
tists selected to tour Uruguay, Chile 
and Argentina. Among these artists 
were the tenors Caruso and Gigli, 
soprano Rosa Raisa, baritone Carlo 
Galeffi, and the basso de Angelis. 
After this, she was chosen for the 
title role in Rossini’s LA CENER- 
ENTOLA, which was given in Rome, 
March, 25, 1920, and impressed the 
press as follows: 

“ |. . an unequaled success. Fanny 
Anitua, through her vocal abilities 
and interpretation of the role, was 
an excellent Cenerentola.” 

In 1921, she returned to Mexico 
with the company selected for the 
musical celebration of that country’s 
Independence Anniversary, and dur- 
ing the following years she toured 
the Mexican States. 

At the completion of these engage- 
ments, she returned to La Scala and 
scored a tremendous success in 
Gluck’s OrFEO, which Toscanini con- 
ducted; and then, in April, 1924, she 
triumphed again when chosen for the 
Italian premiére of Beethoven’s MIS- 
SA SOLEMNIS in Rome. 

In addition to the roles which made 
her famous, Fanny Anitua left for 
posterity the recollection of other 
Adalgisa

in NORMA, E£rda in SIEGFRIED 
and DAS RHEINGOLD, Ortrud in 
LOHENGRIN, Fricka in DIE WAL- 
KURE, Ulrica in THE MASKED 
BALL, her unforgettable Azucena@ in 
IL TROVATORE, and many, many 
more, 

Although Fanny withdrew from 
the international scene years ago, 
making her home in Mexico, she con- 
tinued singing in her native country. 

At present, she is dedicated to the 
teaching of her art to many of the 
new generation, in her classes at 
the National Conservatory in Mex- 
ico, DF, and at Mexico’s National 
Conservatory. Apart from this, she 
works for hours with her private stu- 
dents, often until late into the night. 
The indomitable Fanny also teaches 
diction, voice placement and~speech 
development at the Cinematographic 
Institute of Mexico. Here the fore- 
most actors, as well as the neophytes 
of stage and screen, come to her for 
advice and instruction on the details 
of how to speak or sing their roles. 

In addition to so much tireless 
activity, this small, vivacious lady 
finds time to work in and for nu- 
merous organizations such as_ the 
Royal Philharmonic Society of Rome, 
the Mexican Cultural Seminar, and 
a variety of other musical associa- 
tions, both in Europe and North 
America. 

These are just a few of the won- 
derful tangible things that Fanny 
Anitua has accomplished. However, 
it is the intangible benefits and far 
reaching influence that she has, exert- 
ed which will make her loved, ad- 
mired, and long remembered. Would 
that we had more like her!

The sixteenth record in the Rococo 
Famous Voices of the Past Series, 
12” Long Play R16, is a much need- 
ed one, containing some of Ruffo’s 
choice G&T, Pre-Dog and HMV re- 
ecordings. Aside from T'remin gl in- 
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sani, Urna fatale and Sei vendicata, 
which were made later, all the selec- 
tions display the matchless voice of 
the great baritone as it was when 
captured on his early, European lat- 
eral-cut discs. 

Brilliantly reproduced and set in 
pitch with care, this vocal phenome- 
non is advantageously presented by 
Rococo.

BOOK ABOUT PINZA 
EZIO PINZA - An Autobiography. With 

Robert Magidoff. Epilogue by Doris 

Pinza. 307 pages; illustrated. Published 

by Rinehart & Company, Inc., New 

York - Toronto. Price $4.95. 

It was only natural that a tribute 
consisting of a book should follow 
the passing of one of the best-loved 
contemporary figures both in the 
classical and popular entertainment 
circles—Ezio Pinza. And, a partic- 
ularly fitting tribute this is, for its 
material was supplied to Mr. Magi- 
doff by the celebrated basso himself, 
while he was recovering from the 
first signs of a heart ailment which 
was soon to rob him of his life. The 
results of this reminiscing are in- 
corporated in a fascinating story, 
told with a human touch and punc- 
tuated with humor and pathos. 

That the book is expertly laid-out 
and written is an accomplishment 
expected from an author of Mr. Ma- 
gidoff’s capabilities. But alas, also 
expected, and for good reasons, is 
the pastel-colored mantle with which 
Pinza chose to adorn his earthy mas- 
culine shoulders all throughout the 
narrative, But then, the reader is 
duly informed of ‘the subject’s in-

tentions by the writer in his “A Note 
from the Collaborator.” When de- 
scribing his first meeting with Pinza 
in connection with the basso’s auto- 
biography, Mr. Magidoff explains: 
. But once we had come to an 
understanding about the events in 
his life outside the scope of a pub- 
lished work, Ezio Pinza proved a 
frank and willing subject... .” 

It seems that books about musical 
personalities are seldom free from 
errors. Here, too, are some which 
cannot possibly be attributed to Pin- 
za. One is found in the paragraph 
referring to his first season at the 
Met. In it, Pinza is quoted as say- 
ing: “. .. Among my roles that year 
were those of Ramfis in Aida, Bar- 
naba in Gioconda, etc... .”” Heavens 
to Betsy no, the part of Barnaba is 
strictly baritone property. Pinza did 
Alvise, and oh, so magnificently, as 
I recall. Another mistake—this one 
among the illustrations—consists of 
the caption under a photograph of 
Pinza reading: “The title role in 
Verdi’s Simon Boccanegra.” Bocca- 
negra’s part also belongs to the bari- 
tone. It was as Jacopo Fiesco_that 
Pinza made history in the Met’s 
American premiére ‘of Verdi’s twen- 
tieth operatic opus, in 1932, along- 
side Tibbett’s superb Boccanegra. To 
be fair, however, it must be noted 
that these characters are given cor- 
rectly in the chapter “Operatic Rep- 
ertoire,’ at the end of the book. 
Many photographs lend added attrac- 
tion to the volume.

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Virtuosos of the Cornet 
Walter B. Rogers and Jules Levy 





At 5:20 P.M. on Christmas Eve 
of 1939, a 74-year-old musician died 
in his home at Brooklyn, N. Y. His 
passing created little attention, but 
the elderly man had been a prom- 
inent figure. He had been a_ band 
and orchestra leader, a composer, a 
musical director for talking machine 
companies and one of the great cor- 
net soloists of his time. He was Wal- 
ter Bowman Rogers. 

When a representative of the New 
York Department of Health’s Bureau 
of Vital Records and Statistics filled 
out a death certificate his informa- 
tion was somewhat meager. The cer- 
tificate gives Rogers’ full name and 
says he lived at 182—68th Street in 
Brooklyn. He was married and his 
wife’s first name was Florence. No 
children are mentioned. He was born 
October 14, 1865, and when he died 
was 74 years, two months and 10 
days of age. His profession was de- 
scribed as musical conductor and 
1929 was listed as the last year in 
which he worked at this occupation, 
which he had followed for 40 years. 

Rogers’ birthplace was given only 
as the United States, but Charles V. 
Foreman, of Aurora. Colo., who ha3 
compiled much information about 
band and _ orchestra _ personalities, 
says he was born in Delphi, Ind. He 
had lived in New York for 58 years. 
His father, William Rogers, was 
born in England, as was his mother, 
whose maiden. name was Nancy 
Bowman. He had been ill for three 
years with chronic myocarditis—in- 
flammation of the muscular area of 
the heart wal]. His body was re- 
duced to ashes in the crematory at 
Fresh Pond, Long Island, on Decem- 
ber 27, 1939. 

What a sad Christmas that must 
have been for Mrs. Florence Rogers! 


II Young Musician 

I know nothing of Walter Rogers’ 
earlier years, from his birth in Del- 
phi, Ind., until he went to New York, 
seemingly at the age of 15 or 16. 
His youthful musical activities were 
summed up in a biographical sketch 
which appeared in Victor record cat- 
alogs for a good many years: 


The career of this brilliant young 
conductor has been one of uninterrupt- 
ed success. After some years of study 
in the Cincinnati College of Music, he 
joined Cappa’s Seventh Regiment Band 
of New York as cornet soloist, and 
during the years that followed he was 
one of the great features of that fam- 
ous band. On the death of Bandmaster 
Cappa, Mr. Rogers became the leader 
of the band and served four years in 
that capacity. In 1899 John _ Philip 
Sousa made him a flattering offer and 
he became the cornet soloist of Sousa’s 
Band. After five successful years with 


Sousa, the Victor Company induced Mr. 
Rogers to leave the band and become 
its general director of music.

The foregoing seems to indicate 
Cappa died in 1895, but his death 
must have occurred a year or so 
earlier, I have a copy of the 1894-95 
catalog of the Phipps Musical and 
Lyceum Bureau, which represented 
many of the noted musicians of more 
than 60 years ago. A page is de- 
voted to advertising “Rogers’ Fa- 
mous Seventh Regiment Band and 
Orchestra . . . of New York City.” 
The advertisement said the Seventh 
Regiment Band had played for 15 
years “in Central Park, New York 
City, and at all the leading Exposi- 
tions, Fairs, Commencements, etc.” 
It added that all engagements were 
“under Mr. Rogers’ personal direc- 
tion.” Apparently, Rogers had as- 
sumed direction at some time before 
1894. An illustration shows him 
wearing a typically “Gay Nineties” 
mustache. He was then in his late 
twenties. 


III Rogers as a Recording Artist 

Probably Walter Rogers’ first rec- 
ords were made about the time he 
became Sousa’s cornet soloist. The 
bearded Mr. Sousa despised sound 
reproducing devices and may have 
originated the derisive term “canned 
music.” Although he permitted his 
band to make records he did not per- 
sonally conduct its phonograph en- 
gagements in the ’90’s and early 
1900’s. That menial job was left to 
his sub-conductor, Arthur’ Pryor, 
who founded his own band in 1904 
and entered into a warmly intimate 
relationship with the Victor Com- 
pany that lasted a generation. Sou- 
sa’s Band made many 17-inch Ber- 
liner discs, and I imagine Rogers 
also recorded Berliner cornet solos. 
However, I cannot recall any, off- 
hand. 

What cornet player, I wonder, did 
Sousa have in mind when he ap- 
peared in 1906 before the Joint Com- 
mittee on Patents ofthe U.S. Senate

House, which was considering a new 
copyright bill? Sousa made a savage 
attack on the phonograph companies 
because they were not paying royai- 
ties for the use of his Marches es 
well as the music of other com- 
posers, In an obvious jab at Victor, 
for whom his band was then actively 
recording, Sousa said “these talking 
machine managers will pay Caruso 
$3,000 to sing one song for them,” 
but would pay one of his best cornet 
players only $4 a record. 

Sousa’s statement must have been 
an exaggeration. It is hard to believe 
any famous musician would have ac- 
cepted a fee of $4 a record, especia'- 
ly from Victor, which was usually 
more generous in payment than the 
other companies. Edison’s standard 
fee for a solo cylinder, even in the 
earliest gold-moulded days, was $40, 
But what player was Sousa thinking 
of? I would suspect Rogers except 
that he had left Sousa two years 
before the Committee hearing to be- 
come Victor’s musical director. 

The Victor record catalog for Feb- 
ruary, 1902, listed Rogers as having 
signed an exclusive contract with the 
Victor Talking Machine Company, 
which Eldridge R. Johnson had or- 
ganized only the year before. In 
those days, single-faced seven-inch 
records were known as Victors and 
10-inch as Monarchs. Here is the 
list of Rogers’ 1902 cornet solos. 
Where an asterisk precedes the num- 
ber the record was made in both 
seven and 10-inch sizes. A “V” be- 
fore the number means it was issued 
solely in seven-inch, and an “M” that 
it was 10-inch only: 

*525, A Southern Dance. *524, A Sol- 
dier’s Dream. V375, Auld Lang Syne. 
M3241, Minne-ha-ha Waltz. V348, Sou- 
venir of Naples. M3262, When You 
Were Sweet Sixteen. 

The foregoing records were made 
with an accompaniment by Sousa’s 
Band. Two, “A Southern Dance” and 
“Minne-ha-ha Waltz,” were Rogers’ 
own compositions. Another list had 
piano accompaniments:

In 1903, Victor introduced its 
$1.50 De Luxe series, the first 12- 
inch discs ever made. There were 
three of the large size by Rogers. 
The catalog editor said: “Mr. Rogers 
is the Solo Cornetist of Sousa’s Band 
and undoubtedly the most brilliant 
player now before the public. His 
execution is at times so wonderful 
that it excites amazement in the 
mind of the listener. Mr. Rogers 
plays variations which have always 
been considered impossible.” His 12- 
inch records, all accompanied by 
Sousa’s Band, were 31110, “The 
Harp That Once Thro’ Tara’s 
Halls’; 31111, “Minne-ha-ha Waltz,” 
and 31112, “Lulle Waltz.” On 31114 
he and Pryor once more played 
“Nearer, My God, To Thee.” Levy 
was represented by 31176, “The Mer- 
ry Birds,” which Victor apparently 
considered the best of his records; 
Emil Kennecke (as_ the catalog 
spelled Keneke’s name) played 31178, 
“Remembrance of Prague,” accom- 
panied by the Victor Military Band; 
and on 31077, Clarke’s Providence’s 
Band played “The Bride of the 
Waves,” featuring a cornet solo by 
its leader, Herbert L. Clarke. 

It is not generally known that in 
19038 Victor also introduced a 14- 
inch single-faced record, the De 
Luxe Special. Only about two dozen 
titles were issued, and the series 
lasted only a year or so. However, 
two of these $2.00 offerings were by 
Jules Levy. On 41021 he played Ros- 
sini’s “Inflammatus” from “Stabat 
Mater” and on 41022, “The Lost 
Chord.” Apparently Rogers made no 
14-inch records. 

The 1904 Victor catalog marks 
the peak of Walter Rogers’ activ- 
ities as a cornet player. Like Harry 
Macdonough and S. H. Dudley, who 
became manager and assistant man- 
ager of the Victor Artist and Reper- 
toire Department and found they 
had Jess and less time for singing, 
Rogers’ duties as recording director 
soon occupied him so fully he laid 
his horn aside. By the time the 1909 
record catalog was issued, his num- 
ber of solos, with no new titles in- 
cluded, was down to six: “Absence 
Makes the Heart,” “Bonnie Sweet 
Bessie,” ‘German Sounds,” “Old 
Black Joe,” “War Songs” and “Yan- 
kee Doodle.” Meanwhile, Keneke, 
Clarke and Bohumir Kryl were rep- 
resented by two solos each. 

But Jules Levy, “the world’s great- 
est cornet soloist,” was down to only 
one, “The Merry Birds.” Even it 
was offered with a _ half-apologetic 
note which read:

The record remained in the cat- 
alog through 1919, its listing always 
accompanied by a slightly altered 
version of the foregoing:

Besides his solos, Rogers had two 
duets with Pryor in the 1909 catalog 
—the already familiar “Nearer, My 
God” and on 45138, the Miserere from 
“Trovatore.” There was also a cor- 
net duet with Keneke, No. 4780, 
“When Life Is Brightest,’ and a 
cornet trio by Clarke, Rogers and 
Herman Bellstedt, “The Three Soli- 
taires.” A description of the latter 
number, appeared in the October, 
1905, supplement: 

Seldom indeed has such a galaxy of 
talent been employed in the making of 
@ record. Here is a merry and rollick- 
ing cornet trio composed by Victor 
Herbert, played by the three foremost 
cornetists in the world, and accom- 
panied by Sousa’s Band. It is almost 
needless to state that this could only 
happen in the Victor Laboratory. The 
trio is a most delightful composition 
and makes a unique record. 

In December, 1905, the Rogers-Pry- 
or duet of the “Miserere” was thus 
described: 

A smooth and perfect record of a 
favorite operatic duet by two of the 
most famous players in the world. It 
is of great volume, yet the two instru- 
ments blend perfectly. 

Rogers’ talent for making unusual 
arrangements of popular songs was 
displayed in the February, 1906, 
Victor list, when he produced, on No. 
4577, a “musical burlesque” on 
“Everybody Works But Father”: 

A side-splitting instrumental descrip- 
tion of a few episodes in the daily life 
of father. The familiar melody is played 
in several different styles, including a 
ponderous treatment by the basses, and 
is followed by ‘“‘Bits of Other Father 
Songs,” ‘‘Father, Dear Father, Come 
Home,” ete. The scene suddenly shifts 
to 7 A.M., as father is soundly sleeping 
after a hilarious night out. The town 
clock strikes 7, the tuba plays a sol- 
emn lullaby, accompanied by melodious 
(?) snores from father’s bedroom. The 
entire family is gathered outside the 
door in a vain endeavor to make father 
wake up, but even the barking of the 
dog, the dinner-bell and terrific pound- 
ing on the door fail to interrupt the 
snores. Whatever father may or may 
not have done, it is certain that Mr. 
Rogers ‘‘worked’”’ in making this ar- 
rangement, which is a most clever one. 


Perhaps because the _ recording 
process through which his records 
were made had becon. outmoded, 
Rogers by 1910 was down to three 
solos: “Absence Makes the Heart 
Grow Fonder,” “Old Black Joe” and 
“Yankee Doodle’ — none of which 
gave much opportunity to display 
his virtuoso accomplishments. In the 
January, 1912, catalog, his repres- 
entation had dwindled to one rec- 
ord, No. 16794, on which the Mise- 
rere duet with Pryor had been cou- 
pled with “Chant Sans Paroles,” by 
the Vienna Quartet. The double- 
faced record stayed in the catalog 
through 1922—six years after Rog- 
ers’ association with the Victor com- 
pany had ended. 


V Activities as Musical Director 

I have often thought the late Cal- 
vin Child, who organized the Victor 
Red Seal department and brought 
most of the great opera singers into 
that company’s catalog, must have 
been one of the world’s most accom- 
plished diplomats. The nervous strain 
resulting from dealing with so many 
temperamental song birds, many of 
them with an imperfect knowledge 
of English, could only have been tre- 


mendous. What finesse must have 
been required to soothe the jealousies 
of sopranos who just knew they were 
being slighted in favor of Alda, 
Farrar or Galli-Curci, or to tame 
tenors who suspected their Victor 
royalties didn’t compare with those 
of McCormack or Caruso! 

Rogers, too, must have been a dip- 
lomat. Where Child restricted him- 
self to dealing with “celebrities” and 
snootily decried the “Coney Island” 
atmosphere of the “popular” artists, 
Rogers conducted recording sessions 
for all types. The Black, Purple and 
Blue Label performers perhaps were 
not quite so much stuck on them- 
selves as the “Red Sealers,” but their 
human frailties must have occasioned 
the recording director many tense 
moments. 

Whatever his powers as a diplo- 
mat, Rogers certainly was a_versa- 
tile arranger and many novelties in 
the Victor catalog were of his inven- 
tion. He arranged and directed most 
of the early dance records. It was 
he who thought of the idea of organ- 
izing a staff ensemble to sing “gems’”’ 
from musical comedies and grand 
opera. The group was called the Vic- 
tor Light Opera Company when it 
sang relatively light music and the 
Victor Opera Company when its ef- 
forts were move serious. The first 
record by this aggregation was No. 
16326, which came out in August, 
1909. It coupled “Hello, People” from 
“Havana” with Ada Jones’ version 
of “The Yama Yama Man.” This 
was the first and only ten-inch rec- 
ord by the Victor Light Opera Com- 
pany and the only one devoted to 
an entire song rather than a medley. 
Among the voices to be recognized 
in it are those of Frank C. Stanley 
and S. H. Dudley. A soprano is prob- 
ably Elizabeth Wheeler. The first 12- 
inch “Gems,” which followed short- 
ly afterward, were 31744, “Gems 
from Havana” and 31745, “Gems 
from ‘The Beauty Spot.’ ” 

The first photo of the Light Opera 
Company included Rogers as its di- 
rector. Members were Lucy Isabelle 
Marsh, Reinald Werrenrath, Harriet 
Keyes, William Wheeler, Harry Mac- 
donough, Ynez Barbour, Elizabeth 
Wheeler, Elise Stevenson, Marguer- 
ite Dunlap, William F. Hooley, Steve 


Porter, Frank Stanley, S. H. Dud- 
ley, Billy Murray, John Bieling, 
Frederick Gunster, John Barnes 


Wells, Ada Jones and George Carré. 
After 1912, the personnel was most- 
ly a blending of the Orpheus and 
Lyric Quartets—Olive Kline, Elsie 
Baker, Lambert Murphy, Werren- 
rath, Macdonough and Hooley. Other 
artists, such as: Marsh, Dunlap and 
Wilfred (Glenn, were sometimes used. 

Somewhat similar to the “Gems” 
were the medleys of “Songs of the 
Past,” which Rogers introduced in 
1915. He made the arrangements for 
the various old-time songs, which 
grew to comprise a series of 12 dou- 
ble-faced records. Many other med- 
leys of popular and standard songs 
also bore his touch, and he arranged 
and conducted most of the early Vic- 
tor dance records. 

A good idea of Rogers’ adaptabil- 
ity may be found in the following: 

One of the best selling records in 
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phonograph history was Victor 
16483, combining a rendition of the 
comic song classic, “Casey Jones,” 
by Billy Murray and the American 
Quartet, with “Moonlight in Jungle 
Land,” by Arthur Collins and By- 
ron G. Harlan. (Incidentally, ‘“Ca- 
sey” Jones’ widow died in Jackson, 
Tenn., on November 21, 1958, only 
nine days before this article was 
written, She was 92). 

Murray and the quartet recorded 
“Casey Jones” on March 11, 1910, 
and the record was issued in May. 
However, after several thousand 
copies had been pressed, Victor offi- 
cials decided the quartet wasn’t heard 
strongly enough, and sent telegrams 
to the four members—Murray, Biel- 
ing, Porter and Hooley—telling them 
to come to Camden and do it over. 
Porter, the baritone, didn’t receive 
his, so after the other three had 
waited a long time and were grow- 
ing impatient, Rogers remarked: 

“Well, I can sing a little baritone 
in a pinch. I’ll take Steve’s place.” 

Which, stepping down from the po- 
dium, he did. This recording “date” 
was on May 13, 1910. Still another 
version of “Casey,” and the best of 
the three, was made on October 10, 
1911, with Steve Porter back in his 
accustomed baritone role. 

Rogers probably conducted several 
recordings of ensemble operatic num- 
bers, such as the Lucia Sextette, fea- 
turing Caruso and other bygone 
greats. He certainly officiated at a 
session in Camden on December 8, 
1915, when the Sextet was sung by 
the Victor Opera Sextet, consisting 
of Kline, Dunlap, Macdonough, Mur- 
phy, Werrenrath and Glenn. Pictures 
were taken of every stage of the 
procedure, from the arrival of the 
artists at the laboratory in a 1915 
model car through the recording 
session and Rogers’ verdict that be- 
cause of a flaw in the master, the 
singing would have to be done over. 
Olive Kline says the Opera Com- 
pany singers used to have such a 
noisy good time coming down to 
Camden on the train that they called 
themselves the Victor Uproar Com- 
pany! 


VI Rogers Leaves Victor 

In 1916, when he was 51 years of 
age, Walter Rogers’ 12-year associa- 
tion with Victor as its musical di- 
rector came to a serio-comic end. He 
left the largest talking machine com- 
pany to become recording manager 
of a small firm, the Paroquette Rec- 
ord Company. 

Paroquette, which made seven- 
inch, double-faced, vertical cut rec- 
ords that sold for 25 cents each, 
was the brain child of the most pop- 
ular tenor ballad singer in the pho- 
nograph’s history, Henry Burr. An 
idea of forming a company to turn 
out a small, inexpensive record had 
been in Burr’s mind for a consid- 
erable time. The late Albert Camp- 
bell told me he signed a contract to 
sing for Par-o-ket records on Au- 
gust 28, 1915. However, the firm 


didn’t go into production for more 
than a year. 

I have mentioned Calvin Child’s 
prowess as a diplomat and said Rog- 
ers must have had gifts of the same

order. But it almost seems Burr 
must have been the champion dip- 
lomat of all time. He enticed Vic- 
ter’s musical director away, but still 
went on making “His ~Master’s 
Voice” records. Not only that, but 
in spite of operating a recording 
company of his own whose product 
was intended to under-cut the prices 
0° the larger concerns, he also con- 
tnued singing for every American 

company of the time except Edison, 
with which he had quarreled over 
recording fees in 1915. It was an 
amazing achievement. 

Although Burr was the instigator 
aad chief financial backer of the Par- 
ojuette Record Company, probably 
Togers also invested some money in 
ii. At any rate, he supervised the 
recording sessions and the catalog 
contained a good many records by 
Walter B. Rogers’ Military Band. 
Meanwhile, the May, 1916, catalog 
was the last in which Rogers was 
icentified as Victor’s musical director. 
The October, 1916, catalog retained 
the biographical sketch, but ended it 
by saying: “After 5 successful years 
with Sousa, the Victor Company in- 
duced Mr. Rogers to leave the band 
and become its general Director of 
Musie, a position which he filled for 
many years.” The sketch was omit- 
ted in the next, May, 1917, issue. 
Rogers had been succeeded by the 
late Josef A. Pasternack (known to 
the musicians who sweltered under 
his autocratic baton as “Old Monkey 
Face”), a versatile genius of wider 
musical knowledge than Rogers. Pas- 
ternack played every orchestral in- 
strument except the harp. 

The Paroquette heetd Company 
did not last long. The seven-inch 
platters played three minutes, had 
excellent tone quality, with as much 
or more volume than the Edison Dia- 
monds Dises of the period, and with 
their black labels they looked some- 
thing like miniature Diamond Discs. 
But the majority of phonographs 
were made to play only lateral cut 
records like Victor or Columbia, and 
a profitable business could not be 
done in a little-known vertical cut 
dise. After about a year, during 
which a few more than 100 titles 
were issued, the business was dis- 
continued toward the end of 1917, 
and Par-o-ket records joined other 
losing ventures in which Burr sank 
his large income as a recording star. 
A silver fox farm, a banjo factory, 
and a sheet music publishing firm, 
were among the others. Only his 
“Eight Famous Victor Artists” 
troupe was consistently profitable. 

Rogers’ activities of the next few 
years are involved in almost as much 
obscurity as the early days of “the 
immortal Pickwick” or Walter B.’s 
own boyhood. However, he may have 
become musical director for the Par- 
amount Company, which also made 
vertical cut records, but switched to 
lateral after the Victor-Columbia 
patent monopoly was broken in 1919. 
In 1918, dance records by Walter B. 
Rogers’ Band appeared on the Para- 
mount label. 

Possibly, too, he also was asso- 
ciated briefly with the Emerson Com- 
pany, whose musical director was 
Arthur Bergh. In the December,

1921, Emerson supplement there is a 
record, No. 10459, of ‘Kiddies’ Pa- 
trol (Christmas Eve)” and “Kid- 
dies’ Dance (Christmas Morning),” 
both composed by Rogers, and per- 
formed by the Emerson Concert 
Band. It is possible he had a band 
which played as a “house group” for 
more than one company. 


VII Recording Director 
for Brunswick 

Not later than 1921, Walter Rog- 
ers became recording director for the 
Brunswick Company, which had be- 
gun making lateral-cut records in 
1919. (Some vertical Brunswicks had 
appeared as early as 1917). The 1922 
catalog contains three double-faced 
records by Rogers and his Band, and 
this list was steadily augmented dur- 
ing the next seven years. On 2132 
the band played “American Patrol’ 
and “General Mix-Up, U. S. A. 
March”; on 2145, “Legion of Honor 
March” and “On the Campus March,” 
and on 2160, the ‘‘Washington Post” 
and “El Capitan” marches. 

Rogers’ Brunswick association may 
have begun earlier than 1921, for 
in the January, 1921, supplement ap- 
pears record 2054, a coupling of the 
two compositions, ‘Kiddies’ Patroi’’ 
and “Kiddies’ Dance,” already men- 
tioned on an Emerson record. They 
are listed as played by the Bruns- 
wick Concert Band, and the descrip- 
tion says: 

Walter Rogers, the scholarly musi- 
cian who painted this delightful tone- 
picture, is assuredly a member of that 
cult of the child which includes such 
names as Schumann, Stevenson and 
J. G. Browne in its membership. The 
companion piece to ‘‘Kiddies’ Patrol,’’ 
written by Mr. Rogers, is full of speak- 
ing toys just for the ‘kiddies’ of 
America whom he loves and so truly 
understands. These same children offer 
Rip Van Winkle’s toast to you, Mr. 
Composer.—‘‘Your health! May you live 
long and prosper.” 

Brunswick, like Victor and Colum- 
bia switched to electric recording in 
1925. Rogers, with almost 30 years 
experience of the horn method, may 
have found it hard to adapt to the 
new system. It is hard to account 


otherwise for the uniformly unfavor- 
able reviews which his work re- 
ceived for a time in The Phonograph 
Monthly Review, a record collectors’ 
magazine published in Boston from 
1926 to 1932, and the move lauda- 
tory comments that appeared later. 
Perhaps as time went on Rogers 
achieved a mastery of microphone 
methods. ; 
In April, 1927, the P. M. R. said: 
3runswick 3429 and 3430 William 
Tell Overture, played by Walter B. 
Rogers and his Band. . The Rogers 
band seems rather small and although 
it plays well this version is hardly as 
interesting as the recent one of Pryor 
for Victor. 


A much harsher criticism appeared 
in August, when Brunswick issued 
a 12-inch record, 20054, containing 
four marches — “Baltimore Centen- 
nial,” “Boston Commandery,” “ Man- 
hattan Beach’’ and “High School 
Cadets”: 


Walter B. Rogers and his Band 
choose a group of selections that would 
be hard to surpass for effectiveness 
and then, unfortunately, play them in 
a way that would be hard to surpass 
for ineffectiveness. The recording itself 
is very good, but the band is small 
and while from a tonal standpoint it is 
not bad, the slipshod performance which 
must be blamed to the very slack con- 
ducting unquestionably does the fine 
pieces more harm than good. . . An- 
other striking example of the fact that 
no matter how good the recording may 
be, or how well the musicians play, in 
the end it is the life—or lack of it— 
of the conductor’s reading that will 
decide the work’s fate. 

I November, 1927, Brunswick 
Record 3539, “Pride of the Wolve- 
rines” and “Gridiron Club’? marches 
received this acidulous note: 

“Pride of the Wolverines” is a great 
march, but it is not within Mr. Rogers’ 
grasp yet, nor, from the evidence of 
this and several earlier records will be 
for a long time. His talents must lie 
in other directions: all his records so 
far are but mediocre at their best. 
The reviewer probably knew noth- 

ing of Rogers’ brilliant achieve- 
ments as a conductor of Victor bands 
and orchestras. But in January, 
1928, his remarks were more favor- 
able:

Capitan and 
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Washington Post Marches. Rogers at 
last redeems himself with two excellent 
march performances. As before, his 
band is not very large nor does it 
strive for exceptional brilliance, but it 
is well balanced and plays with merit- 
ous (sic) rhythmic and tonal 3 
Hardly a startling band record, this is 
decidedly a most satisfactory one. 
Real acclaim came in May, 1928: 


Brunswick 3515. Stars and Stripes 
Forever and National Emblem March- 
es. Given a band of larger size, Rogers 
might put Creatore and Sousa to shame, 
so effectively does he handle his pres- 
ent small organization. An excellent 
disc on all points. 


This seems a good place to part 
company with Walter Rogers. No 
doubt the depression which began in 
October, 1929, and caused the rec- 
ord business to fall off to almost 
nothing was the cause of his part- 
ing company with Brunswick. From 
that time, he seems to have lived 
in retirement until his death ten 
years later. Perhaps there is a sort 
of appropriateness in the fact that 
the genial man who liked to write 
“descriptive specialties“ about the 
joys children experienced on Christ- 
mas Eve and Christmas Morning was 
relieved of his last years of suffer- 
ing on Christmas Eve, 1939. 


VIII Jules Levy and His Records 

Although Jules Levy was never so 
intimately associated with recorded 
music as Walter B. Rogers, he was 
from the standpoint of glamour and 
“color” the reigning cornet player 
of his day. Just as Caruso surpassed 
all other opera tenors not necessarily 
from the standpoint of voice and ar- 
tistry but from that of glamour, so 
Levy overtopped all other cornet 
players. He might, in fact, be called 
“The Caruso of the Cornet.” 

It would be difficult at this late 
date to chronicle the great Levy’s 
career in detail, but some notes con- 
cerning his life and recording activ- 
ties should not be amiss. 

The January, 1904, Etude con- 
tained this succinct death notice: 

JULES LEVY, the celebrated cor- 

netist, died in Chicago November 28, 
1903, aged 66. He was born in London, 
England, April 28, 1838. While still a 
small boy he showed a love for the 
cornet and at 17 was an accomplished 
artist. In 1866 he made his first trip 
to the United States. After that he 
played in all parts of the world and 
was considered the greatest living art- 
ist on his instrument. Several years 
ago he made his permanent residence 
in this country. 


The Etude chronology is wrong. If 
Levy were born in 1888 he could 


have been only 65 when he died in, 


1903. 

Levy was a short, heavy, bearded 
man with a remarkable chest devel- 
opment. In 1879 and 1880 he was 
star soloist with Patrick Saarfield 
Gilmore’s Band at Manhattan Beach 
and was such a sensation Gilmore 
began to resent his success. This 
led to his importing a great trom- 
bone player from Paris, Frederick 


Innes, to “take the edge off” of Le- 
vy’s acclaim. This in turn, led to a 
historic feud between the two tem- 
peramental virtuosos, but Levy and 
Innes 
friends. 
Levy was probably the first dis- 


afterwards became close 


tinguished musician to play in com- 
petition with a phonograph. Less 
than one year after Thomas Edison 
invented his squeaky, tinfoil ‘device 
of the devil,” it was demonstrated 
in Irving Hall, New York. From Ju- 
ly 8rd through the 8th, Levy played 
along with it (thus anticipating the 
Edison “tone tests” of 40 years 
later) and a contralto, Emily Wi- 
nant, also sang duets with her metal- 
lic-sounding recorded voice. One ob- 
server reported: “There was many a 
grin at the somewhat tinny repro- 
duction of sound that issued from 
this early phonograph.” 

Jules Levy was one of the first 
recording artists about whom a pho- 
nograph company ever splurged su- 
perlatives. It was probably in 1895 
that the Columbia company, then 
with headquarters at 919 Pennsylva- 
nia Avenue, Washington, issued an 
undated circular phrased in terms of 
almost hysterical excitement. The 
purport of the hurrahing was that 
Jules Levy had consented to toot his 
horn into the Columbia recording 
mechanism and that Levy two-min- 
ute cylinders could be bought by a 
music-loving public for $2 each. 


Levy, however, was not the first 
cornet player whose records had sold 
at a premium price. The record cat- 
alog of the New England Phono- 
graph Company for August 1, 1893— 
almost 66 years ago—offered cylin- 
ders by “the late Walter Emerson,” 
who was born in 1856 and died a 
few months before the catalog came 
out, for $3.00 each. No titles were 
listed and the higher price no doubt 
was caused by the fact that the 
New England Company had no du- 
plicating process. When the dead 
man’s records were sold there could 
be no more. 

For the sake of historical inter- 
est—and for entertainment—the an- 
cient Columbia circular is worth 
quoting. Its language is reminiscent 
of that of the already quoted 1902 
Victor catalog: 


THE GREAT AND ONLY LEVY!! 
SUPERB! INCOMPARABLE! 
LEVY—THE WORLD'S GREATEST 
CORNETIST—The one artist whose 
mastery of his instrument has made 
him greater than the instrument—the 
man who has thrilled millions by the 
power of his marvelous execution— 
can now be brought to you to render 
his choicest gems at your pleasure. He 
had never performed for the Grapho- 
phone before, and so charmed was he 
with its accuracy of reproduction of 
every tone and note that he carried a 
Graphophone away with him when he 
left us, that he might always here- 
veg “hear himself as others hear 

im.” 

You may have this Prince of Cor- 
netists at your service now whenever 
you wish. Millions have paid high 
prices for standing room to hear him 
play. For the price of a seat at one of 
his concerts you can procure a record 
of his superb music to be reproduced 
long after the artist is dead and gone 
—for Levy is about to retire from the 
concert stage, and to many millions of 
people this is the first as well as the 
last opportunity to hear him. If you 
have a talking machine; if you haven’t 
one now but intend to get it in the 
near future (however remote), or if 
you have friends or acquaintances who 
possess them and who will permit you 
to use theirs, you should invest in one 
or more of these records. 

We may not be able to replenish the 
stock of these remarkable _ records; 
therefore, the opportunity is NOW! 
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The Levy records weré “ot num- 
bered, but were prefixed wm ‘etters 
from A. to N. as follows: 


A. The Blue Bells of Scot) und (with 
variations); B. Hearts (Beautiful Waltz 
Song by the Author of “After the 

all’); C. The Palms; D. The Old 
Folks at Home (Suwanee River); E. 
Nearer, My God, To Thee; F. The Star 
Spangled Banner and Yankee Doodle: 
G. Ben Bolt; H. Then You'll Remember 
Me; I. Say Au Revoir But Not\Good- 
Bye; K. (why was J omitted?) Du 
(German Song, with Superb Variations 
arranged by Levy); L. My _ Country 
'Tis of Thee (Played in Four Octaves— 
Marvelous Execution); M. Alice, Where 
Art Thou?; N. Home, Sweet Home. 


One wonders if a solitary exam- 
ple of these 63-year-old cylinders has 
survived until today. Columbia cy- 
linders catalogs from 1898 to 1907 
do not give names of artists, so it 
is impossible to tell whether any of 
the cornet solos listed in them are 
by Levy. Probably not, judging by 
the following quotation from The Co- 
lumbia Record of October, 1904: 


Cornet records have been made by 
all the great masters of that instru- 
ment, one of whom—Jules Levy—has 
recently passed away. He was probably 
the greatest cornet player that had 
ever lived up to the time Bohumir 
Kryl made his appearance. (I believe 
Kryl is still living—Jim Walsh.) Both 
of these great artists have made rec- 
ords for the Columbia Phonograph Co. 
and now that Mr. Levy is dead a sad 
and peculiar interest attaches to those 
that were made by him. We are able 
to supply those named below and they 
are well worth having as souvenirs of 
a great artist who will return to us no 
more. Besides that, the records are of 
excellent quality. They come in ten- 
inch discs only: 918, Alice, Where Art 
Thou? 920, Du Du (with variations); 
921, Nearer, My God, to Thee; 917, 
Palm Branches; 919, Robin Adair. 


In a further comment on the Levy 
records the Columbia 1906 disc cat- 
alog said: 

In their way these records are in- 
imitable and it is extremely gratifying 
that his last perfect work was done 
after the. metal master had been in- 
vented; for through this permanent 
method of record making Mr. Levy’s 
records can continue to be furnished 
even though the great artist himself is 
no longer with us. 


Two of Levy’s single-faced rec- 
ords were taken over into the dou- 
ble-faced Columbia catalog. “Du Du” 
appeared on A183, coupled with “Bu- 
gle Calls, U.S. Army” by Vincent 


Buono. No. 180 combined “Palm 
Branches,” by Levy, with “Bugle 
Calls of the Rough Riders.” (Why 


didn’t they make one double-faced 
record of bugle calls and couple the 
Levy numbers?) These records were 
discontinued after the 1909 catalog, 
but “Palm Branches” was issued on 
A880 with the “Stabat Mater—In- 
flammatus,” by Buono, and held on 
until 1912. After that the name of 
“the world’s greatest cornetist” dis- 
appeared from record catalogs with 
the exception of Victor’s record of 
“The Merry Birds.” He seems not to 
have made Edison cylinders. 

Levy’s son, Jules Levy, Jr., also 
was a skilled cornet player and for 
several years was leader of the Jules 
Levy, Jr. Brass Quartet. Both as a 
soloist, and as one of the quartet, 
he made records for several compa- 
nies including Edison, Emerson and 
Pathé. Later he went to Hollywood 
and entered the movie business, be- 
coming, I believe, a director.

The Pearl “Purchase” 


Years before the creation of that 
wizard, the fictional Dr. Fu Manchu, 
the cleverness and ingenuity of the 
Chinese were brought into sharper 
focus when in 1831 a London maga- 
zine published an incident related by 
an Englishman who had recently re- 
turned from the Orient. He told an 
amazing anecdote concerning a rare 
pearl. 

Traveling through China on the 
way to Canton, the Englishman met 
an Armenian merchant, who confided 
he too, was enroute to Canton and 
where he expected to make a for- 
tune in a very short time. However, 
he refused to reveal how he planned 
to accomplish this, except through 
“some trading.” 

Weeks later in a downtown shop- 
ping district the Englishman met the 
merchant wandering about forlornly 
and looking woe-begone and down- 
cast. When the Englishman asked 
about the progress of his proposed 
fortune, the merchant, replying it

was a long story, invited the Eng- 
lishman to his room. There the Ar- 
menian explained he came to Can- 
ton to sell a rare pearl of unusual 
size and quality, he had purchased 
for a small amount from a pearl 
diver in Asia Minor. 

After showing the pearl to the 
leading gem dealers of Canton, its 
presence became known, and attract- 
ed local officials and merchants. They 
made daily visits to the Armenian 
trying to persuade him to accept 
a price, considerably less than the 
pearl was worth. Daily the merchant 
refused these offers. 

And daily the prospective purchas- 
ers returned, each time making a 
careful examination of the pearl as 
if looking for some hidden flaw. Fi- 
nally, a group of merchants collec- 
tively offered a suitable price but 
explained they could not pay the to- 
tal sum immediately. The Armenian 
accepted a deposit with the under- 
standing he would keep the pearl 
until the full purchase price was 
paid, The buyers agreed to this only 
after insisting, that to prevent any 
trickery, the pearl must be first 
sealed in a box with the personal 
seal of one of the group. The Ar- 
menian readily assented. 

When the day arrived for the sec- 
ond payment, it was not made. After 
several days the Armenian sought the 
purchasers, but strangely enough, 
they had all vanished. Soon after, 
the Armenian was notified his per- 
mit as a foreign visitor had expired 
and he must leave China within a 
few days. 

Again he sought desperately to 
locate the purchasers but in vain. 
While disappointed at not making his 
fortune, the Armenian contented him- 
self that the initial deposit would de- 
fray his traveling expenses and he 
still owned the pearl, such a rare 
and unusual one, surely he could sell 
it in some other foreign country. 

To pack the pearl for traveling, 
he broke the Chinese seal and was 
astonished to find the box didn’t con- 
tain his pearl. Instead. it had been 
exchanged for an artificial one so 
cleverly copied that only an expert 
might detect it by the most minute 
and critical examination! 

Only then did the merchant realize 
the daily visits of the gem dealers had 
been to study the pearl so they could 
make an imitation and deftly sub- 
stitute it through sleight - of - hand 
when sealing the box. Although the 


Englishman knew little about judg- 
ing pearls, he marveled at the per- 
fection and beauty of the fake one. 
Apparently, the gem dealers were 
highly skilled in simulating pearls; 
after publication of the English- 
man’s account of the Armenian mer- 
chant’s pearl, a well known London 
house of jewelsmiths, wrote the mag- 
azine editor saying it had purchased 
from the Chinese “real” pearls that 
proved to be very fine imitations of 
the genuine ones.

“Antiques at Auction” 


By L. W. SLAUGHTER 


In the past I have often said that 
I do not consider prices paid at auc- 
tion sales to be the final and in- 
fallible measure of value for an- 
tiques. By the same token, it is very 
definitely one important consideration 
in arriving at value and should not 
be overlooked. If we know the price 
of a particular item at a fairly re- 
cent auction sale, we have one long 
step in arriving at a proper valua- 
tion for another, similar item. This 
figure, carefully analyzed and inter- 
preted, can become a conclusive con- 
cept of value. 

The auction sale, itself, should be 
understood in all its implications. 
The psychology on which the auction 
sale is based must be considered. By 
its very nature the auction sale is 
publicized in a way to attract many 
buyers who are interested in the 
items to be sold. The effect of bid- 
ding against others is to stimulate 
a competitive feeling and this is 
exactly what the auctioneer hopes 
for, It is a known fact that many 
people have paid higher prices at 
an auction sale than they would have 


paid for the same articles privately 
by negotiation. 

Sentiment often plays a big part 
at auction sales, particularly, estate 
sales, A relative becomes imbued 
with the idea that he or she must 
have something that was a_ prized 
item of the deceased, and will pay 
a price all out of proportion to the 
actual value of the thing being sold. 
I have always remembered a partic- 
ular incidence of this nature which 
I, personally, witnessed some years 
ago at an estate auction in this part 
of Pennsylvania. Two women were 
looking through a collection of glass 
and china before the sale started and 
I heard one of them say to the oth- 
er:“I would love to have that com- 
pote because it was a favorite of 
dear Aunt Sallie.” The other said: 
“Well, why don’t you buy it?’ The 
first one replied: “I can never get 
it because Cousin John is going to 
bid on it and I could not compete 
with him.” The second one came back 
quickly with: “Why can’t you com- 
pete with him? You have as much 
money as he has.’”’ You may imagine 
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that I would watch and listen to 
see what would come of this con- 
versation when the sale began. You 
might also guess that because of th 
spirited bidding by the first lad) 
and her Cousin John, she bought th: 
compote at a price about four time: 
its actual value. 

So I say: by all means conside 
prices obtained at auction, if you 
happen to know them, but be sur 
that you are able to analyze and in 
terpret them before you conside 
them to be final and infallible. 

Perhaps I am fortunate that on 
of the best and most active auctio1 
galleries in the country is locatec 
less than a mile from my home. Thi: 
is the Pennypacker Auction Centr 
which is located in Reading, Pa 
James G. Pennypacker, the owner 
and auctioneer, is a third genera 
tion antiquer and knows his antiques. 
More and more important estates anc 
collections are being brought to the 
gallery for disposal, and consequent 
ly, more and more important buyers 
of antiques are attracted to the fre. 
quent sales. 

There was an important auction 
sale at the Pennypacker Auction 
Center on March 8, 1958. At this 
sale there was offered a general line 
of fine antiques and a number of 
rare clocks. I did not expect to be 
able to buy any of the clocks because 
there was a strong probability that 
prices would go beyond my limited 
means. I did, however, attend the 
sale as a representative of a good 
friend, who has more money than | 
have, and I was authorized to pur 
chase several items for his account. 
The allowable he gave me for bid- 
ding purposes was quite generous 
and [ was confident that I would be 
able to obtain for him all, or nearly 
all, of the items that interested him. 
Alas! and alack! I bought exactly 
nothing that day since I was overbid 
on every item that I bid on. 

Some of the clocks in this partic- 
ular sale were very rare, and of 
course, brought top prices. For this 
reason, I thought that many of our 
readers would be interested to learn 
something about the clocks and the 
prices they brought. Fortunately, | 
was able to get some good photo- 
graphs and am able to pass this 
along. 

The numbers of the illustrations 
I am using are the numbers of these 
items in the catalog of the sale. Any- 
one who was present at the sale, or 
has a catalog of the sale, will be 
able to recognize the clocks without 
difficulty. 

The illustration numbered 162 is a 
Regulator Wall Clock made by Aaron 
Willard. The case is mahogany, and 
as will be noted, is very plain; in 
fact, quite severe in its simplicity. It 
has the traditional Willard “Dish 
Dial,” that is, the dial is curved out- 
ward and upward for about an inch 
around the circumference, making 
the dial recessed or concave. The 
movement is a typical Willard eight- 
day regulator type with the shape 
of the verge that is peculiar to the 
Willard clocks. The ciock could be

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made to run a little and its condi- 
tion could be described as “fair.” 

Now of course, Aaron Willard was 
one of the two most important clock- 
makers of the Willard family. He 

was born at Grafton, Mass., on Oc- 

tober 18, 1757, and died in 1844. His 
odie period was about 1780 to 
1823. During his lifetime he was 
somewhat overshadowed by his more 
famous brother, Simon Willard. His 
york, however, is recognized as be- 
ing equal to that of Simon Willard 
ia every respect and any clock that 
can be authenticated as an Aaron 

Willard clock is an important antique, 
‘his particular clock had a good la- 
lel in it, the label being identical 
io the one shown as plate 134 in 
Palmer’s “The Book of American 
Clocks.” This one, therefore, was and 
is an authentic Aaron Willard clock, 
ind consequently, a collector’s item 
cf great importance, It was knocked 
cown in the sale at $410.00. 

This Aaron Willard regulator was 
in ordinary variety of clock at the 
time it was made and quite inexpen- 
sive as compared to some of the more 
(laborate Willard timepieces. Few of 
them are in existence today and it 
cains tremendous stature from the

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magic name of Aaron Willard. It is 
worth every cent of the price paid at 
this sale by its new owner, and I am 
sure he has never regretted his pur- 
chase. As a matter of fact, he said 
to me after the sale: “I decided that 
I would buy this clock because I will 
probably not have another opportu- 
nity to buy one during the rest of 
my life.” 

The _ illustration numbered = 154 
shows another type of old clock that 
is in great demand today. It is a 
Wagon Spring movement in a dou- 
ble-steeple case. As I recall, the pa- 
per either was missing or unread- 
able, and therefore, I am not sure 
of the maker. It is safe to assume, 
however, that it was Birge & Fuller, 
who were the principal producers of 
this type clock. The period of its 
manufacture would, therefore, be 
1844 to 1848. 

Why is the wagon spring clock 
so rare and why is the demand for 
it so great today? It was not partic- 
ularly popular in its time, and that 
of course, explains its rarity. Not 
many of them were made. The fact 
that they did not sell well may be 
because they were high in price by 
comparison with the common clocks 
of the period. At any rate, they are 
wanted by most collectors; and few 
will ever be so fortunate as to find 
one and to acquire it. Present prices 
are beyond the means of many col- 
lectors, including myself; and the 
prices are steadily increa‘ing, Inci-

Camel Bells 


By LOIS E. SPRINGER 


Seldom do travelers return from 
the arid regions of the East without 
remarking on the haunting beauty of 
the camel bell music they have heard 
across the desert wastelands. Wheth- 
er it be the clangorous booming of 
heavy chimes or the sweeter echoes 
of smaller bells, the music from the 
caravans has an appeal all its own. 

Aside from their aesthetic quali- 
ties, camel bells serve many prac- 
tical purposes along the caravan 
routes. They frighten off beasts of 
prey, and above all, keep the caravan 
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together, enabling those who might 
have strayed to find the caravan 
again by following the sound of the 
bells, This is important where cara- 
van routes pass over trackless des- 
erts and invariably encounter severe 
sand storms. Too, in order to avoid 
the heat of the day many of the 
treks are made at night. 

The cameleers insist that their 
camel bells also serve to enliven the 
spirits of both beast and man dur- 
ing their long, monotonous treks. In 
fact, deprived of their bells camels

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are said to pine and mope and even 
refuse food. 

To the collector, the decorative fea- 
tures of camel bells are as interest- 
ing as the lore attached to their use. 
The typical old Persian camel bells 
do not have clappers in the ordinary 
sense of the word. They are sounded 
by cupping the graduated sizes to- 
gether so that the smaller ones serve 
as clappers. Frequently as many as 
six or eight bells are cupped together, 
the entire chime weighing thirty-five 
or forty pounds. While the majority 
of Persian camel chimes are with- 
out decoration, the largest bell in 
a set is sometimes embossed with 
significant symbols. 

True, old Persian camel chimes 
are not to be cleaned and polished; 
but it is well to explore beneath the 
grime and dirt that has accumulated 
over the surface from years of hard 
use. Probing beneath the encrustment 
on what she had considered a set 
of plain bells, one collector of our 
acquaintance found embossed on the 
largest bell the handsome national 
emblem of old Persia . .. a rampant 
lion against a rising sun. 

The crude bright blue beads al- 
ways decorating the tassels and 
chains of an old Persian camel chime 
are both decorative and useful, for 
supposedly they possess magic charm. 
Cameleers consider these beads to- 
kens of good-luck in warding off evil. 

Designed along much the same pat- 
tern as their Persian counterparts, 
Turkish camel chimes are highly 
valued by collectors for their sweet 
tone and decorative value. They are 
usually of lustrous brass and enam- 
eled with blue and red mosaic-like 
designs. This blue and red, interest- 
ingly enough, is a typical Turkish 
color combination and is usually re- 
peated in the camel’s saddle bags of 
blue and red. As it is often cus- 
tomary in Turkey for a camel train 
to be led by a donkey, a smaller set 
of bells decorates his trappings and 
adds a still higher note to the sweet 
music from these trains. 

In the Metropolitan Museum of 
Art may be seen another type of 
camel bell, one that is seldom seen 
in use today. It is a high ornate 
frame on which rows of bells are 
fastened. Such frames were once 
fastened on the pack-saddle and held 
by girth and crupper to keep the 
camel’s load on his strange shape. 

Important sets of bells like those 
described here ordinarily belong to 
the lead camel, Legend has it that 
the number of bells employed on the 
lead beast is determined by the num- 
ber of his descendants in the cara- 
van. This is purely legend, however. 

In each caravan, following their 
leader, there may be as many as 
fifteen camels, each equipped with a 
chain of crotals or a single bell with 
clapper. A chain of crotals is very 
desirable in a bell collection. Most 
of the crota!s having been made by 
the lost wax method, there are sel- 
dom two exactly alike on the chain. 
The chunky clusters of crotals alter- 
nating with thick tassels and bright 
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blue beads give a rich Eastern ef- 
fect which is most decorative. 


In the Mohammedan countries of 
Egypt and Arabia, camels are often 
seen wearing hells of a still different 
shape. Neither open-mouth nor cro- 
tal, these are large and somewhat 
pear-shape bells with a slit across 
the bottom. 

The camel bells which have found 
their way into collections may well 
boast of being very ancient, though 
it is difficult to determine their exact 
age. The camel caravan was in use 
as early as the eleventh century B.C. 
In fact, the camel played an im- 
portant part throughout Biblical 
times and is frequently mentioned in 
both the Old and New Testaments. 
In Second Chronicles, when the Queen 
of Sheba heard of the wisdom of 
Solomon, she came to prove him with 
some hard question at Jerusalem, 
with a very great company and cam- 
els that bear spices and gold. Al- 
though there are no references to 
bells here or elsewhere in the Bible, 
we know that bells were in exis- 
tence at this time and may well 
have been used on the camel’s trap- 
pings. The earliest known drawings 
of camels wearing bells were found 
on the walls of Persepolis and were 
drawn sometime prior to 330 B.C. 


But whatever their shape, size or 
age, camel bells bespeak an era that 
is passing. The very existence of 
these proud beasts who for centuries 
were lords of commerce over all the 
Middle East is now threatened by 
the auto, the jeep and the plane. A 
French magazine has sadly conclud- 
ed that 350,000 camels still present 
in the Sahara alone are unemployed. 
And what of their bells they so

dentally, I know of one man, who a 
few years ago, bought a wagon 
spring clock, like this one for $5.00. 
The one in this sale was knocked 
down at $380.00. 

The prices brought by these two 
clocks bears out my contention that 
age alone, is not a true indication of 
value. 

There was another clock in this 
same sale, that outwardly was iden- 
tical with number 154. It, however, 
had an American fusee movement 
and brought $140.00. 

Both collectors and dealers attend 
this type of antique sale. Notices of 
the sale are sent out to a large num- 
ber of clients and the buyers come 
from all over the eastern seaboard. 
The prices obtained, are therefore, 
fairly representative of actual value. 
The element of sentiment does not 
enter. The people who pay this kind 
of prices for antiques are pretty 
sure of themselves and know what 
they are doing. 

I am constantly gathering data on 
auction prices of clocks and watches 
from every available source, and will 
from time to time, release some of 
it for publication. This kind of au- 
thentic information, is I believe, of 
great interest and value to those, 
who are, or would like to be collec- 
tors.

The Eight Taoist Immortals 


The Eight Immortals represented 
a system of symbols in the ancient 
Chinese religion Taoism. The found- 
er of this spiritual attitude was Lao- 
tzu, a famous philosopher from 
Ch’en, born in the Yin period, 1766- 
1122 B.C, Lao-tzu became Palace Sec- 
retary under the Chou dynasty, 1122-

255 B.C., and later was made Cus- 
todian ‘of the Archives. 

The teachings of Taoism and 
Buddhism had much in common. Both 
beseeched the believer to reject all 
worldly ambition, to become one with 
the Infinite Being which is contained 
in the Tao (the Way) and the

Buddha—thereby gaining a know - 
edge far greater and deeper than 
anything intellectual. Lao-tzu, like 
the Buddha, his eminent contempoc- 
rary in India, seems to have been 
born before the world was ready 
for his ideas. Little of the quietism 
and the philosophy revealed in Lao- 
tzu’s teachings were retained for 
long. There evolved a Taoist reli- 
gion with superstitions, fairies and 
immortals, acurious quest for longev- 
ity and the elixir of life. 

Taoism teemed with every type of 
symbolism and legend from fairy 
tales and folly to history and wis- 
dom. The Taoist Immortals have al- 
ways been heeded in a half-humorous 
manner. The stories about them are 
regarded as folklore. In a religion 
of nature worship and solitude no- 
body made idols of the Taoist Im- 
mortals. 

This group of legendary figures 
was apparently not heard of until 
the thirteenth century. However, most 
of its members lived in the T’ang 
period, 618-907 A.D. They are be- 
lieved to have realized immortality 
through their understanding of Na- 
ture’s secrets. Among them they rep- 
resent the conditions of human life: 
masculinity and femininity, poverty, 
and riches, youth and old age, schol- 
arship and stupidity. 

The Eight Taoist Immortals have 
appeared many times in all forms 
of Chinese art. It is generally be- 
lieved that figures of the Immortals 
appeared first on bronze mirrors. It 
was the conviction that these mir- 
rors reflected supernatural powers. 
In Taoist lore they were used as 
amulets to ward off evil spirits and 
diseases. Manchurian paintings show 
members of the group riding storks 
and dragons. Han paintings on pot- 
tery jars often represented the Im- 
mortals of Taoist legends. Lacquer 
objects of the Han dynasty, 206 B.C., 
—220 A.D., suggest the wealth of the 
period in Taoist scenes on trays, box- 
es and cups. Fine Han silks were de- 
signed in the conventional cloud pat- 
tern and with scenes showing Taoist 
figures. During the Six Dynasties pe- 
riod, 222-589 A.D., many of the 
Buddhist concepts and customs were 
adopted by the Taoists. They made 
images of sages and teachers of their 
church. The quality of these figures, 
however, was usually highly infe- 
rior to that of the Buddhist images. 
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The Ming dynasty, 1368-1644 A.D., 
contributed many figures of the Im- 
mortals in ceramic art. Well mod- 
eled images were made in the pot- 
teries in Tehua, in the Fukien prov- 
ince. 

Chung-li Ch’uan, a Han general— 
perhaps more legendary than his- 
torical—seems to have been respon- 
sible for the formation of the group. 
He is usually shown as a statesman, 
earrying a fan with a fly-whisk at- 
tached. 

Chang Kuo-lao, the second of the 
Eight Immortals, was a famous ma- 
gician. He was usually seen carry- 
ing a musical instrument, a fish 
drum, made of a bamboo tube. He 
was often accompanied by his white 
mule which he rode backward. When 
Chang Kuo-lao became weary and 
stopped to rest he would fold the 
animal up like paper and put it away 
in his cap-box. 

Lu Tung-pin, probably the most 
popular member of the group, was 
widely revered as a patron saint of 
literature. His symbol was _ the 
magic two-edged sword which con- 
ferred the gift of invisibility and en- 
abled him to overcome evil spirits. 

Ts’ao Kuo-chiu is said to have been 
the younger brother of a Sung Em- 
press. “A handsome youth of peace- 
ful disposition,” he was the son of 
a military commander. This Immor- 
tal is usually represented as a dig- 
nitary wearing official robe and 
Court headdress. He was a patron 
saint of actors. T's’ao Kuo-chiu, the 
fourth of the Eight Immortals, is 
pictured here in a bronze image, 
black patina, attributed to the late 
Sung dynasty, 960-1279 A.D. The 
figure is standing on a rock forma- 
tion by the water, with waves swirl- 
ing underneath. 

Li T’ieh-kuai, a handsome, well- 
built man, was a good friend of Lao 
Tzu, His special attribute was a bot- 
tle-gourd which contained a symbol 
of his spiritual self. When Li T’ieh- 
kuai would visit Lao-Tzu in the Tao- 
ist paradise he would go in spirit 
only, leaving his body in the care of 
a disciple. Upon returning one day 
from a more lengthy visit, he could 
not find his body, so entered the only 
dead body he could find, that of a 
lame beggar. Thereafter Li T’ieh- 
kuai walked the earth as a cripple, 
clad in rags, carrying an iron cane 
or crutch. 

Shown here is a bronze image, brown 
patina, of Li T’ieh-kuai, the fifth Im- 
mortal, before he became a beggar. 

Han Hsiang Tzu, the sixth Immor- 
tal, was a nephew of the great T’ang 
scholar and poet Han Yu. He was 
the favorite pupil of Lu Tung-pin. 
One day he fell from the top of the 
Magic Tree, on which grew peaches 
of immortality, and thus he became 
an Immortal. The patron saint of 
musicians, his symbol was a flute. 
Han Hsiang Tzu delighted in still- 
ness and obscurity. Whenever given 
any money he would scatter it on the 
ground. 

Lan T’s’ai-ho, was of uncertain sex 
but is often represented as a girl 
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wearing a threadbare dress—some- 
times barefooted, sometimes wearing 
one shoe. She earned her liying™“by 
singing songs which she improvised 
as she went through the streets. As 
patron saint of gardeners, her sym- 
bol was a basket of flowers. 

Ho Hsien-ku, the eighth of this 
group of legendary Taoists, was the 
daughter ot a shopkeeper in Hunan. 
She often wandered alone in the hills, 
eating only powdered wmother-of- 
pearl and moonbeams—thus becom- 
ing an Immortal. Her special symbol 
is a bamboo Jadle. Because she pro- 
claimed patience when treated harsh- 
ly by her stepmother, Lu Tung-pin 
came one day to rescue her from a 
life of drudgery. He found Ho Hsien- 
ku busy in the kitchen, and as; he 
carried her upward the ladle she was 
using remained in her hand. Later 
images show her carrying a lotus 
flower with a long stem or a seed pod.

One of the most exciting contem- 
porary design shows to date, “BRI- 
TISH ARTIST-CRAFTSMEN,” was 
formally opened on January 10 in 
the Foyer Gallery, Natural History 
Building, Smithsonian Institution by

The exhibition is the most exten- 
sive selection of Britain’s finest 
artist-craftsmen to be shown since 
the war. It was organized by Mrs. 
Norman Laski, an American living 
in London, who, with Mrs. Doreen 
Field, an Englishwoman, sought to 
point out that Britain’s contempor- 
ary output in the field of craftsman- 
ship was as exciting as that of the 
world’s acknowledged leaders, such 
as Scandinavia, Italy, and the United 
States. In 1957 the Smithsonian In- 
stitution, on the strength of prelim- 
inary selections, consented to circu- 
late the exhibition.

“A Visual Trip Around the World 
With Traphagen Dolls” is a unique 
collection that will have different ef- 
fects on different people. Some will 
dust off their Baedekers and rush 
out to buy tickets to faraway places; 
others will head for the nearest toy 
department to see what's new with 
dolls today; doll collectors will view 
it with envy; and many others, 
especially students, designers, and 
fashion-minded women, will find this 
collection a rich source of inspira- 
tional ideas for creating modern 
fashions. 

All the material included is from 
the museum collection of the Trap- 
hagen school. The collection has 
hundreds of dolls of many lands, a 





large number of them rare, some- 
times shown with a background of 
colorfui travel posters depicting the 
casties, palaces, chateaux, ‘monas- 
teries, cathedrals, ancient ruins, or 
native landscapes, festivals, etc., as 
well as displays of jewelry and other 
fashion accessories also from the 
dolls’ native lands. 

Oldest probably in America is a 
pair of very intriguing little Peru- 
vian pre-Columbian tapestry costume 
dolis, authentically dated 1100-1300 
A.D. A few highlights among rare 
types from the 18th century are a 
Venetian marionette doll of wood, 
dressed in its origina] harlequin cos- 
tume; a French creche doll of wood; 
and another gorgeously dressed 
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The Smithsonian Institution, Washington, D. C., has an outstanding collection of dolls, 
which includes these two interesting specimens.

creche doll of papier mache, typica! 
of the Louis XV period; and a 
French fashion doll of Louis XIV’s 
era, the kind that traveled abroad 
to bring fashion news, even through 
enemy lines, dressed in the latest 
Paris mode. Fascinating, too, is the 
tableau of lead miniature figurines 
of historic personages, purchased 
from the chateaux in which they 
lived their famous or infamous lives. 
Posters of their feudal castles add 
interest to the display. 

In the collection are dolls both 
hard and soft, large and small, the 
smallest the size of a dressed flea, 
the largest a hand carved Polish 
manikin from the New York World’s 
fair. There are dolls that are fash- 
ion manikins, as well as lovable, ap- 
pealing dolls that children played 
with. Represented are specimens by 
such doll and manikin makers as 
Lenci, Rose O’Neill, Kathe Kruse, 
Frances Elinor Diecks and Margit 
Nilsen, a former Traphagen pupil. 
The materials of which the dolls are 
made are as varied as the fabrics 
that dress them. There are dolls of 
cloth, wood, china, ivory, silver, 
wax, bisque, lead, terra cotta, papier 
mache, kid-bodied dolls and dolls of 
modern and near-modern composi- 
tions. Some wear their hair painted 
fast. to their heads; others have 
real hair wigs or recent coiffures of 
synthetic hair. There are dozens and 
dozens of dolls in period or peasant 
dress among the Traphagen school’s 
collection of over 1000. 

In addition to the individual dolls 
which Ethel Traphagen, the school’s 
director, and her late artist-husband, 
William R. Leigh, collected on their 
travels over the five continents, 
there are four large groups of mani- 
kins in the collection. These include 
the famous Traphagen “Ladies of 
History” which are beautiful and 
meticulous small-scale replicas of 
famous women and their clothes, 
from ancient Crete to the 20th cen- 
tury. The other manikin collections 
which especially intrigue the fashion 
minded are the little figures of cele- 
brated actresses of the 19th and 20th 
centuries.

“GOOFIES” 


With Their Real-Life Models 
By DOROTHY FOSTER BROWN 


Nearly everyone agrees that the 
most interesting ‘“Goofies” are those 
made to represent real objects, ani- 
mate or inanimate. Such buttons are 
even called “Realistics” by some col- 
lectors; and the name fits, in many 
cases, but not in all, (A bright red 
bulldog is hardly “realistic;” nor is 
a green penguin or a blue poodle 
with pink ears!) 

But some Goofies really are life- 
like, and I thought it would be amus- 
ing to mount a few of these beside 
the actual objects they represent. 
Some of them—Nos. 1, 2, 7 and 9, 
are such good copies that it isn’t 
easy, at first glance, to tell them 
from the real thing. Others, like Nos. 
6, are copies only of the idea, not 
the actual object itself. 

The pictures are self-explanatory 
and need little description; in each 
case, the upper object is the button. 

No. 1 - Walnut (all the nuts are 
in natural colors). 

No. 2 - Pencils 
in the middle). 

No. 3 - Bow of (red) ribbon. 

No. 4 - Cog wheel (red). 

No. 5 - Padlock (blue). 

No. 6 - Four-leaf Clover (green). 

No. 7 - Almond. 

No. 8 - Knot (blue). 

No. 9 - Brazil nut. 

No, 10 - Key (dark blue). 

No. 11 - Clothespin (Brown). 

No. 12 - Hook (black). 

A little effort would doubtless un- 
cover many more buttons which could 
be exhibited beside their real-life 
models. Such mountings depend large- 
ly upon the buttons one“happens to 
have and the matching objects that 
can be found around the house. This 
group was suggested to me when I 
found the tiny (real) padlock—in an 
unpicked lot of buttons! 

I wish the photographer had 
straightened the pencils, before he 
took the picture.

The Lion Hunter Bank 


The thoughts of Africa, wild game 
and lion hunting certainly have a 
direct appeal to most men and there- 
in lies the particularly desirable sub- 
ject matter of the mechanical bank 
picked as No. 71 in the numerical 
classification of mechanical banks. 
This bank, The Lion Hunter, as seen 
in the picture, truly depicts the in- 
trepid wild game hunter about to 
shoot the lion. 

The bank was designed and pat- 
ented by C. A. Bailey, August 22, 
1911. In this case Bailey covered the 
bank by a design patent and he 
claimed coverage for the ornamental 
designing of the bank itself. It is a 
large size bank and quite attractive 
and showy. There has always exist- 
ed some conjectures as to whether

or not the figure of the hunter rep- 
resented Teddy Roosevelt. It is well 
to mention that Bailey also patented 
and designed the well known Teddy 
and the Bear Bank and the figure 
of the hunter on this bank does, of 
course, represent Teddy Roosevelt. 
As to the figure on the Lion Hunter, 
while there is some resemblance to 
T. R., it is the writer’s opinion that 
it is not intended to represent him. 
Based on the design picture of the 
Lion Hunter Bank furnished by Bai- 
ley to the Patent Office it was not 
his intention that the figure of the 
hunter represent Roosevelt. In any 
event, Bailey amply protected the 
bank by the design patent and it was 
put into production and manufac- 
tured by the J. & E. Stevens Com- 


pany of Cromwell, Connecticut. 

The bank shown is in just about 
as fine condition as it is possible to 
find a bank. It has been in the writ- 
er’s collection for some years and 
was obtained from an antique deal- 
er in New England. The paint and 
decorative effects are in excellent 
condition, For one thing the rock-like 
formations on the bank still have 
the original mica or silica like finish 
that was originally applied to give 
a realistic appearance to the rocks. 
The overall base of the bank is 
painted a greenish gold and the fo- 
liage is highlighted in bronze and 
shades of gold. The hunter has a tan 
uniform and grey hat. His puttees 
are green with gold buttons and his 
cartridge belt is also gold. His silver

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gun has a maroon butt and his hands 
and face are flesh toned. The lion is 
brown and his open red mouth dis- 
plays large white teeth. The bank, 

while not bright as to coloring, is ac- 
tually a very showy handsome piece 
and, as mentioned before, quite re- 
alistic. 

The action of the bank is rather 
clever, The shooting device on the 
barrel of the gun is pulled back and 
cocked into position. In so doing the 
hunter’s head snaps into aiming po- 
sition. A coin is then placed on the 
barrel of the gun as shown in the 
picture. The lever, located between 
the hunter and the lion, is then 
pressed and the hunter’s head snaps 
back and the coin is fired toward the 
lion. The lion in turn rears back on 
his haunches and the coin is deflect- 
ed into the receptacle which is lo- 
cated under the lion. Upon releasing 
the lever the lion returns to the po- 
sition shown in the picture. The gun 
is so constructed that a paper cap 
may be used in the operation, thus 
providing a realistic noise to accom- 
pany the firing of the gun. 

The Lion Hunter is an excellent 
example of a mechanical bank. Its 
good action and fine appearance make 
it a “must” item for the collector 
of mechanical banks,

Secretary of the Army Wilber M. 
Brucker presented the historic nose 
cone to Dr. Leonard Carmichael, 
Secretary of the Smithsonian at a 
ceremony at the Smithsonian Institu- 
tion. 

The scale model nose cone was de- 
veloped and tested as part of the 
JUPITER Intermediate Range Bal- 
listic Missile program, carried out by 
the Army Ballistic Missile Agency 
at Huntsville, Alabama. 

It was shown to the American 
people by President Dwight D. Eisen- 
hower on a television broadcast on 
November 7, 1957, when he discussed 
the solution to the problem of 
bringing back a missile through 
the Earth’s atmosphere without its 
burning up like a meteor. This so- 
lution of the difficult reentry pro- 
blem was an outstanding achieve- 
ment in the development of the long 
range ballistic missile. 

The same reliable JUPITER-C 
launched the free world’s first scien- 
tific earth satellite, EXPLORER I 
on January 31, 1958, and_ the other 
successful EXPLORERS, 1II and IV.

Retrospective 


Exhibition 


The first museum retrospective ex- 
hibition of Boston born painter, At- 
tilio Salemme, was opened to the 
public recently at Boston’s Institute 
of Contemporary Art. The exhibition 
of paintings, drawings, and water- 
colors initiated the season with an 
artist of unique imagination, invent- 
iveness, and an ingenious sense of 
color. 

Salemme paints a magical world; 
a tantalizing one into which the ob- 
server is invited to join and iden- 
tify himself. His geometric “person- 
nages”’ — symbolic forms expressing 
the anxiety, loneliness, the griefs and 
joys of human life — play their parts 
upon a seeming stage. In an essay 
which will be published in the accom- 
panying catalogue, John I. H. Baur, 
Curator of the Whitney Museum, 
speaks of Salemme’s imagination: 
“The quality that gives these symbolic 
figures their complete reality is, I 
think, the completeness of Salemme’s 
imagination. This is no make-believe 
land but one in which he lived and 
lost himself.” 


In his introduction to the catalogue, 
the Institute’s Director, Thomas M. 
Messer also refers to the symbolic 
representation of ideas, persons, and 
things: “Both his styles, geometric 
and amorphic, evoke curious tensions 
between man and thing, between the 
seen and the felt, between this world 
and another.” Although primarily pre- 
occupied with this idea, Salemme 
eventually thinks more in terms of 
design. The Sacrifice, a large paint- 
ing of monumental quality, contains 
all the elements in Salemme’s devel- 
opment from the past to the begin- 
ning of work to come. The symbolic 
“personnages” seem to have become 
abstract constructions calculated to 
express the beauty of line, color, and 
composition rather than to embody 
in any true sense the anxieties of 
the human condition. The color of this 
painting has an unusual feeling of 
movement between one hue to anoth- 
er: the reds move toward a deep crim- 
son, to purple, and at times toward 
orange. 

In the beginning of his career, 
Salemme was willing and able to ex- 
plain his work in writings; some of 
which appeared in the catalogue. 
As he became established, however, 
he was gradually more reluctant to 
talk about his paintings. In a letter 
dated 1954 to Mr. Baur, he wrote: 
“The statement or statements of all 
artists, be they poets, painters, mu-

sicians or dancers is in their art. No 
one really expects Hemingway to ar- 
ticulate the finer points of “The Old 
Man and the Sea” with a clarinet. 
And certainly Picasso is not expected 
to play the harpsichord about his 
achievements in painting.” 

Attilio Salemme, born in 1911, 
moved to New York in 1929 where he 
remained until his death in 1955. He 
spent the earlier part of his life fol- 
lowing an intellectual course. He stu- 
died and taught both chemistry and 
physics, and acquired a broad educa- 
tion with particular emphasis on phi- 
losophy and history. He was indeci- 
sive as to whether he wanted pri- 
marily to paint or write. He made his 
ehoice during the late thirties after 
he executed a forceful self-portrait 
which he considered successful. From 
this point on, he devoted al] his 
time to painting. 

Although he had no formal art 
training, Salemme soon rose from ob- 
security. His first one-man show was 
held at New York’s 67 Gallery in 1945. 
He was commissioned shortly after 
to do a mural for the cabin class 
lounge of the S. S. Argentina, and 
two large murals for a New York 
apartment house. He won several 
prizes and a grant for achievement 
in the field of painting in 1954. His 
works can be found in the collections 
of the Metropolitan Museum, the Mu- 
seum of Modern Art and the Whitnev 
Museum of American Art.

the American scene as was Volland, 
and Rustcraft, Davis, Hallmark, 
Norcross, in the 20th century, and 
many other important publishers 
have added lustre to American pro- 
duction. 

Valentine writers were quite an 
aid to the sending of valentines, es- 
pecially the cut-out type, for if one 
could not compose an appropriate 
verse he could pluck one full blown 
from one of these handy little books. 
They were used from the mid-1700’s 
to about 1875. I have seen a valen- 
tine writer compiled by Esther How- 
land in the collection of Mrs. Schuy- 
ler VanNess. The smallest one I have 
seen and which I own is only 2% 
by 4% inches, but unhappily the cov- 
er and the title page are missing 
so that it can not be dated.

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Collecting Sidelights 


As always, I found many interest- 
ing items and bits of information in 
the November issue of HOBBIES. 
When I saw the picture of the Pig, 
llustrating the article, “Thanksgiv- 
ing Chronicle,’ I recognized it at 
once, as an illustration for the orig- 
inal (?) version of “The Turee Lit- 
tle Pigs,’ (later made popular by 
Disney). The verse and pictures ap- 
pear in the “Home Picture Book— 
for Little Children,’ published by 
the Sunshine Publishing Company, 
Philadelphia. (No date in the book, 
but it was given to the original 
owner in 1887). 

The author of “The Three Little 
Pigs” is not given, but there are six- 
teen spirited illustrations by “Boz,” 
of which the one shown in HOBBIES 
is the last. The dish set_before the 
Little Pig is not turkey, but WoLF!— 
in proof of which I quote the last 
few verses of the “poem,” as follows: 


“Then the wolf exclaimed, 
‘I hate your tricks, 
Your bolted door 
and your house of bricks! 
T’ll eat you anyway—that I’ll do! 
I’ll come down the chimney 
after you!’ 


But the pig built a fire, high and hot, 
And filled with water his dinner pot; 
And just as the wolf 

came down the flue, 
Scraping his ribs 

as he slipped through, 

What did he do 

But lift the cover and let-him fall 
Into the pot—hide, hair and all!

Not long after- 
wards, I saw a deck which was black 
instead of white, with the pips in 
four different colors (but with con- 
ventional face card designs, as I re- 
call). A little later, there was of- 
fered for sale a “pack” of “cards” 
in the form of wooden dominoes; 
these were black with white pips, and 
were designed for use on shipboard 
or in other windy locations, and were 
to be set up like dominoes instead 
of being held in the hand. But ap- 
parently, none of these innovations 
appealed to the public. As Mr. Mar- 
tin said, card players don’t like 
changes!

Mottoes can be extra interesting 
when displayed in appropriate plac- 
es: Mr. Harry Hill of Flint, Mich., 
has his motto, “Good Night and 
Pleasant Dreams,” hanging at the 
foot of the stairs! And one of my 
Button Friends, Eleanor Redfield, 





has a “Sweet Rest in Heaven” over 
her bed! 

I am beginning to feel that every 
home should have at least one motto. 
Perhaps their popularity can be re- 
vived—if enough old mottoes can be 
found, or if attractive new ones can 
be developed.

cature of a brutish small-time sport. 

But not all Howard’s comics are 
ugly or vicious. His “New Woman” 
series, circa 1890, is a delightful 
spoof of that fad. Another set, a 
propriately titled “Hit ’em Hards”, 
shows people in the guise of objets 
d’art. One of these has a girl, neither 
young nor overly pretty, posing 
within a glass-domed case. The cap- 
tion: “Is the Protection Necessary?” 

His masterpiece, however, is his 
“Hall of Fame” series, done around 
1905. These twenty-odd caricatures, 
depicted as statuary busts in archi- 
tectural niches, are as choice a col- 
lection of human frailties as_ this 
writer has seen anywhere. One 
sharp-nosed female, tagged ‘Mis- 
chief Maker”, has inscribed below 
her niche “The Champion in Her 
Line”. Another, a vacuous blonde, is 
“A Case of Mental Paralysis.” 
A third is a young man with pop- 
eyes staring off in different direc- 
tions, a parrot’s beak, claws for 
hands, hoofs for feet, and a long, 
spear-pointed tail; he is appropriate- 
ly labeled “Not to be Trusted”. 

Howard delighted in visual puns. 
One of the “Hall of Fame” comics 
shows a_ ne’er-do-well whose _ bust 
rests on a pedestal, the base of which 
is completely obscured by a cloud. 
The caption: “Without Visible Means 
of Support”. 

The older comic valentine artists 
poked fun at the butcher, the baker 
and the candlestick maker. Charles 
Howard lambasted not only these, 
but the bicycle addict, the card- 
sharp, and the new-rich social climb- 
er as well, Even the impractical fool 
who was interested in flying ma- 
chines was in for a lampoon! The 
“eomics”, while certainly not of the 
appeal of the lacy old sentimental 
valentines, are valuable souvenirs of 
the fads and foibles of their times, 


and early examples are avidly sought 
by collectors today. 

It is interesting to compare the 
various printings of a single design; 
some of Howard’s earliest comics 
were crudely stencil-colored, or the 
color was achieved by wood-block 
printing. As the designs were r2- 
issued from year to year the succes- 
sive improvements in color printing 
can be seen; subtler and more cor- 
plicated effects were used. (The later 
reprints are generally distinguished 
by the added embellishments of 
hearts, ete, and the “Printed ‘in 
U.S.A.” imprint at the bottom). 

The strangest aspect of Howard’s 


comic valentines was their amazing f 


longevity. Drawings first issued in 
1880 were still in print when he de- 
signed his last series around 1910 
—and were still being printed in the 
1920’s and 1930’s. In fact, this writ- 
er has seen some of these hardy 
perennials on dime-store counters as 
recently as 1940. And to this day 
they can sometimes be found in lit- 
tle out-of-the-way neighborhood can- 
dy and school supply stores which 
have old stock. 

Indeed, on this coming February 
14th there will undoubtedly be a 
few luckless damsels who will re- 
ceive (and cry over) the same old

all had their effect on the growth 
and development of Chicago. These 
achievements were paralleled in other 
cities and in the country as a whole. 

There is history, sociology, philos- 
ophy, economics and political science 
all fused together nicely by the au- 
thor to tell the inside story of the 
changing order. The social order of 
today is as much unlike that of Alt- 
geld’s time as was his in comparison 
with Lincoln’s Day. 


Lincoln’s Animal Friends - Ruth 
Painter Randall - Little Brown 
and Company, Boston, 1958. 

This is a book for young people 
but adults can enjoy it just as much. 
Mrs. Randall’s experience in writing 
her other books is used to good ad- 
vantage in this one. Her style is 
easy and smooth and _ interesting 
reading is the end product. 

Lincoln’s Animal Friends is illus- 
trated by Louis Darling and his 
drawings will appeal to children. The 
pictures are not of the formal type 
but are of the modern school with 
simplicity and a bit of humor fea- 
tured. 

Lincoln’s kindness to animals is 
well known. Nearly all have read of 
his rescue of the pig from the mud- 
dy marsh while on his way to the 
Capitol at Vandalia. The Lincoln 
family was almost never without one 
or. more pets. Cats, dogs, crows, 
goats, ponies were included in the 
family circle. Old Bob, Lincoln’s 
horse, and Fido, the dog, have been 
pictured many times: The boys may 
have been a little rough on the ani- 
mals, but Lincoln treated them well 
and often alluded to them in his 
letters and other writings. 

Lincoln liked the circus with its 
wild animals and frequently took his 
sons to see the circus and the great 
parade. 

Again, it can be stated that this 
little volume provides an interesting 
account of kincoln’s life through the 
medium of showing his interest in 
animals. If Lincoln’s attitude toward 
his animal friends was one of under- 
standing, and kindness. we can eas- 
ily see how his attitude toward the 
human race would be one of under- 
standing and one to foster justice. 


Washington In Lincoln’s Time - 
Noah Brooks - Edited with an 
introduction ,by Herbert Mitang 
- Rinehart and Company, Inc., 
New York, 1958. 


This is a reprint of the book writ- 
ten by Noah Brooks in 1895 and 
printed by The Century Company. 
There was a second printing in 1896. 
Brooks was well acquainted with 
Lincoln and had access to the White 
House at all times. He was a schol- 
arly person and was held in high 
esteem by the Lincoln’s. Had Lin- 
coln lived, Noah Brooks was sched- 
uled to become his private secretary. 

The Brooks book followed the more 
formal method of writing and dealt 
with the political and military as- 
pect of Weshington during Lincoln’s 
administration. Community living 
and personal incidents are not in- 


cluded and the reader must visualize 
Washington through reading. There 
are no pictures in the 1895 edition. 
Most Lincoln books of this time would 
include a picture of Lincoln as a 
frontispiece, but Brooks relied sole- 
ly on the power of his pen. 

In the reprint, Mitang has includ- 
ed a few pictures and made some 
notes to clarify time and events. He 
has done a little correcting where 
necessary and smoothed out some of 
the places that were somewhat ambi- 
guous. Brooks, however, was a man 
of letters and a meticulous writer 
and the text stands very much the 
same as it was originally written.

There is no end to the number of

Good articles may be found in 
many different magazines and other 
publications but these that appear 
in the historical publications are gen- 
erally excellent and from the stand- 
point of research, reliability and au- 
thenticity are superior to most of 
the articles appearing elsewhere. We 
refer to such publications as The 
Lincoln Herald, nublished by Lin- 
coln Memorial University, Harro- 
gate, Tenn., Lincoln Lore, published 
by Lincoln National Life Founda- 
tion, Fort Wayne, Ind.. and Journal 
of the Illinois State Historical So- 
ciety, Springfield, Il. 


Lincoln Versus Douglas - Life 

Magazine - November 10, 1958. 

A pictorial representation of the 
great Lincoln-Douglas debates of 
1958 constitutes the major portion of 
this article. There are suitable ex 
planatory notes with each of tne 
eighteen pictures used; there is but 
little text used. The writer, however, 
has used approximately 425 words 
to give the reader a great deal of in- 
formation about the debates. In ad- 
dition to using scenes at the cities 
where the debates were held, there 
are illustrations and cuts of persons 
and situations throughout the United 
States that had direct bearing on the 
slavery question. Pictvres of Dred 
Scott, The Brooks and Sumner fight 
in the Senate and The Omnibus Bill 
being urged by Clay in the Senate 
all add to the story to make it more 
easily understood and appreciated. 


Mr. Lincoln and the Formation 
of West Virginia - Boyd B. Stut- 
ler - Lincoln Herald, 1959. 

One of the most pressing problems 
confronting Lincoln during the war 
was the approval of a bill passed by 
Congress for the admission of West 
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Virginia as one of the Sta‘es of the 


Union, The people in Virginia, !iv.— 
ing west of the Allegheny Mountains,— 


had long been at odds with the en. 


trenched political powers in the ezst-f 
ern section of the Old Dominion. The} 


Civil War merely precipitated the ac. 


tion of separation. Since most of ‘he 
people living in Western Virginia

John S. Carlile, Senator favored the 


union strongly but opposed the for-f 


mation of a new state. Welles, Bates 
and Blair of Lincoln’s Cabinet 
strongly opposed the formation of a 
new state. 

Lincoln was torn between conflict- 
ing opinions of his own. There was 


little doubt as to what the major-f— 


ity of the people in Western Virgi- 
nia wanted. Lincoln doubted the con- 
stitutionality of the bill and its ex- 
pediency. A final appeal to Lincoln 
by a group of influential citizens 
headed by Governor Pierpont of the 
restored government and John B. 
Blair, Member of Congress, exact- 
ed a promise by Lincoln for an im- 
mediate answer, 

With considerable opposition to the 
bill, fear of the attitude of the bor- 
der states and with a divided cabinet 
on the subject, Lincoin was com- 
pelled to make his own decision. Rec- 
ognizing the expediencies of war and 
the need of West Virginia in con- 
ducting the war, Lincoln, at the last 
moment, consented to sign the bill. 
He justified his move by differentiat- 
ing between secession against the 
constitution and secession in favor 
of the constitution. 

The formation of the new state of 
West Virginia during the Civil War 
has been accepted these many year's 
simply as a matter of fact. Stutler 
has provided us with a clear cut and 
concise discussion of the whole af- 
fair. The writer tells us of the why, 
how. and where of this unusual Civil 
War expedient and what came of it 
later. 


Wheeler’s Recollections of Lin- 

coln — Lamon’s Criticisms, Lin- 

coln Lore, - Fort Wayne, Ind., 

October, 1958. 

This is a rather humorous story in 
many respects. First of all, William 
A. Wheeler (no relative of mine) 
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was a political figure in Washington 
for many years and was Vice-Presi- 
dent under Rutherford B. Hayes. He 
was known as a man of excellent 
character, a thorough student and 
something of a literary man, or at 
least, well versed in the use of good 
English. 

Wheeler’s recollections of Lincoln 
were published in the Palladium, 
franklin County, New York, on May 
’, 1885. The editor of the Palladium 
iad long hoped for a statement of 
‘eminiscences from Wheeler and now 
hat he had them, he thought him- 
elf fortunate to first give them pub- 
icity through the columns of his pa- 
er, 

Obviously, Wheeler’s recollections 
ire not well documented and are full 
f errors, but the figures of speech 
ibounding in his article and his ex- 
ended vocabulary indicate good use 
f the dictionary and a careful peru- 
cal of the writing of others. 

After eulogizing Lineoln in ency- 
‘lopedic terms, and giving himself a 
yat on the back, Wheeler turns to 
iis patronage experiences with Lin- 
-oln and Edwin M. Stanton, Secre- 
tary of War. These experiences in- 
eluded notice of Mr. Lincoln’s in- 
grained honesty and tenacity in the 
observance of his promises, the par- 
doning of a boy about to be exec- 
uted and the tearing apart by Stan- 
ton of a request sent by Lincoln 
through Wheeler. 

Ward Hill Lamon’s criticism of 
Wheeler’s article constitutes what 
can loosely be calied a paradox. Here 
is Wheeler, the well respected states- 
man, with at least some literary abil- 
ity being taken over the coals by 
the man who had employed a ghost 
writer to do his biography of Lin- 
coln in 1872. Chauncey Black, the 
ghost writer, submitted the manu- 
script to Lamon, who pYoofread it 
and approved it for publication. No 
Lincoln book has ever been so harsh- 
ly criticized, 

Lamon read Wheeler’s  recollec- 
tions and proceeded to write him as 
one friend to another. Lamon regret- 
ted most sincerely that Wheeler had 
not been elected President instead of 
Vice-President. Lamon, then proceeds 
directly to call Wheeler’s attention 
to certain errors, particularly with 
reference to dates bearing on Whee- 
lers visits to Stanton’s office. These 
visits were before Stanton had taken 
office. 

Not satisfied with calling Whee- 
ler’s attention to his errors in the 
recollections, Lamon proceeds to elu- 
cidate on the errors made by Sir 
Walter Scott in Ivanhoe and the 
numerous mistakes made by the im- 
mortal Shakespeare in Julius Cae- 
sar, King Lear and Macbeth. These 
errors consisted mostly of confusion 
as to dates. For example: Macbeth 
was killed by cannon fire in the year 
1054, but cannons were not used un- 
til 1846. Shakespeare speaks of the 
clock striking in Julius Caesar but 
striking clocks did not appear for 
more than eitht hundred years after 
Caesar’s death, 

Lawyer Lamon has not been re- 
garded as a reliable historian nor as 
a good writer. Brawn not brains has 
been the trademark of Lamon, yet in 


his letters to Wheeler, he revealed 
the fact that he was familiar with 
the basic facts and important dates 
in Lincoln’s life and knew something 
about Scott and Shakespeare. Whee- 
ler apparently accepted Lamon’s crit- 
icisms in good grace. He answered 
Lamon by thanking him for his frank 
and helpful statements and proceed- 
ed to establish an alibi for himself 
by attesting to the loss of relatives, 
the lapse of more than twenty years 
since the events alluded to have 
transpired and to the large amount 
of private and public work done. 


Illinois’ Oldest Memorial 


The Stephen A. Douglas Monu- 
ment — Joseph L. Eisendrath, 
Jr. - Journal of the Illinois State 
Historical Society, Springfield, 
Ill, Summer, 1958. 

The name of Stephen A. Douglas 
has been so closely associated with 
that of Abraham Lincoln that any 
publication about Douglas immedia- 
tely finds its way into a Lincoln col- 
lection. The tomb of Douglas is locat- 
ed in Chicago just south of Thirty- 
second Street near Lake Michiean 
The little park of two and one-fifth 
acres is a portion of the fifty-three 
acres purchased by Douglas in 1849 
and named Oakenwald. Douglas, the 
first President of the Old Chicago 
University, deeded ten acres to the 
university and built a cottage on the 
remaining tract which he called Cot- 
tage Grove. Here he lived for sev- 
eral years. 

Douglas died in Chicago in 1861 
and was buried at Cottage Grove. 
The history of this tract of land and 
the monument to be erected on it 
has been a long one marked by diffi- 
culties and lack of proper attention 
and appreciation down to the present 
time. Various movements have been 
set afoot to remove the monument 
but it now stands repaired and in 
better shape than it has been for 
a long time. It is now a State Park. 

Leonard Volk was active in try- 
ing to raise money to erect the monu- 
ment and was authorized by Mrs. 
Douglas to be the first custodian. 
Voik’s Douglas Monument Associa- 
tion sought to collect money by issu- 
ing diplomas for contributors. (The 
writer has one in his collection). So- 
licitation was made in many ways 
and some money was contributed, ap- 
proximately $10,000 in all. Help from 
the Illinois Legislature was asked 
but help was long delayed. Finally 
the tomb was started and construc- 
tion of the foundation for the monu- 
ment commenced. A great ceremony 
was planned for the laying of the 
cornerstone with President Andrew 
Johnson and other dignitaries from 
Washington participating. As money 
raising events, seats were sold for 
the ceremonies, pictures and _ five 
thousand medals were placed for 
sale. A concert was held in the eve- 
ning to help raise money. Nearly 
eleven thousand dollars was raised 
but this was not near enough to fin- 
ish the work. The cottage on the 
grounds was rented. After several 
attempts, the Illinois Legislature vo- 
ted $50,000 for the project, Leonard 
Volk was the sculptor who designed 
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the tomb, the pedestal, composite col- 
umn, the statue of Douglas and four 
seated symbolical figures. Volk was 


also authorized to execute four 
bronze statues for the corners of the 
tomb to represent, Justice, History, 
Illinois and Eloquence. 

Volk completed his work and the 
bas-relief, “Education,” took its place 
on August 18, 1881. It had taken 
exactly twenty years from the time 
of the death of Douglas until the 
monument was completed. It was a 
long drawn out affair and could only 
have been accomplished by such pa- 
tient and determined persons as 
Judge Walter B. Scates and Leonard 
Volk. Much of the information re- 
lating to the history of the tomb 
was gleaned by the author from the 
scrapbooks of Volk. 

Stephen A. Douglas was a great 
statesman and a patriotic American. 
After having been defeated by Lin- 
coln for the Presidency, Douglas 
came to the aid of Lincoln and did 
much to keep the Northern States 
and peoples loyal to the Union. It 
is to be hoped that the Douglas Mon- 
ument will be preserved and that 
many will visit the tomb to keep alive 
the memory of The Little Giant. 


Other Lincolniana in 1958 


The year 1858 was a most signifi- 
cant one in the Life of Abraham 


‘Lincoln. During this year, the seven 


debates with Stephen A. Douglas 
were held and all of these debates 
were re-enacted in 1958. The 100th 
anniversary of the debate at Gales- 
burg was re-enacted on the same site 
on which it was originally held 100 
years ago. This was on the Campus 
of Knox College. In addition to the 
fine book—Created Equal which has 
been mentioned in these abstracts 
and which is the complete text of 
the joint debates of a century ago, 
special pamphlets and_ brochures 
were issued for some of the debates. 
Of particular interest is the beauti- 
ful brochure issued at Freeport and 
Charles E. Coleman’s pamphlet on 
the Debate at Charleston. 

The Almanac Trial of Duff Arm- 
strong was conducted at Beardstown 
in 1858 with Duff being defended 
and freed by Lincoln. This trial was 
re-enacted in 1958 on three succes- 
sive nights, May 5, 6, and 7th. The 
re-enactment was sponsored by the 
Beardstown Rotary Club and the 
cast used the script as written by 
Allen T. Lucas in 1929. Some of the 
cast were descendants of those who 
took part in the original trial. The 
judge, Hardin Hanks, is related to 
Nancy Hanks Lincoln. 

The trial was very interesting but 
Lincoln’s speech was disappointing 
because of its brevity. As this writ- 
er has shown in his article on the 
trial published some years ago in 
HOBBIES. Lincoln’s appeal to the 
jury was the deciding factor in the 
trial. 

I do not agree with some of the 
critics with respect to the action of 
some of the witnesses and members 
of the jury in the re-enactment. I 
believe they acted true to form. Those 
days were different from these of

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Glass Paperweights 


By J. P. BOORE 


I said Baccarat signed and dated 
most of their close millefiori weights. 
This isn’t exactly true. Baccarat 
used the close millefiori design both 
to make the conventional dome shape 
and the mushroom. So far as my 
own observation is concerned, they 
did not use figtires, nor signatures, 
nor dates in their pell-mell mush- 
rooms. Those who have read these 
notes carefully will have observed 
that this is the second time we have 
referred to a mushroom. The first 
was in connection with the Millville 
weight. The term derives from the 
slender stem and large head which 
brings about a resemblance of a 
mushroom. While the term “mush- 
room” has been the more popular 
for designating the type of mille- 
fiori weight with which we are con- 
cerned, there is also another term 
equally appropriate. That is “tuft.” 
It is also occasionally referred to as 
a “bouquet de Mariage.” Well, I 
guess that, too, would be an ap- 
propriate appellation, as it might 
be said to resemble a bridal bouquet. 
But, let’s face it, “tuft” or “mush- 
room” is easier to say and remember. 

Clichy made some of their pell- 
mell weights in the form of a mush- 
room or tuft. Illustrated in Fig. 23 
is a Baccarat close millefiori tuft. 
Baccarat very occasionally overlaid 
their tufts. Clichy nearly always 
overlaid theirs. St. Louis also made 
tufts but rarely in pell-mell. Theirs 
usually were much more formal. 


So long as we’ve gotten to a con- 
sideration of the tuft or mushroom 
design as an extension of our dis- 
cussion of close miilefiori, let’s dwell 
on the tuft for a bit, and learn an- 
other word or two. You’ll observe 
a corkscrew twist around the base 
of the Baccarat weight. This is 
variously described as a “twist,” a 
“coil,” a “ribbon,” a “spiral,” a 
“surround,” and I’m certain I have 
not listed them all. Jokelson, in his 
book, uses most of them and it is 
rather apparent that the authorities 
need a_ single word on which to 
standardize in describing this fea- 
ture. Jokelson also uses a term which 
I deliberately left out above. It is 
“torsade.” The dictionary defines 
torsade as — “a twisted cord or a 
molded ornament of similar form” 
— a perfect definition for the or- 
namentation we are talking about. 
Therefore. henceforth in these. col- 
umns, we'll refer to this decoration 
only as a “torsade.” Accent the last 
syllable and pronounce it to rhyme 
with “fade.” 

Sometimes a torsade will have a 
center of white with an outer coil 
of color. Sometimes the center will 
be the color and the outer coil white. 
Sometimes the color and the white 
will be twisted together so that there 
is no inner and outer element. The 
colors are blue, green, red, pink, 
ochre, coral and yellow. Blue is the 
most common while the coral, ochre 
and yellow are probably the least

common. Plain white, with no color 
is also uncommon, but not so at- 
tractive. Both Baccarat and St. Louis 
used the torsade, usually accompan- 
ied by an air ring, this being a 
circular elongated bubble encircling 
the weight above or below the tors- 
ade. This is visible in the illustra- 
tion. In the torsade the twists some- 
times will be right handed and 
sometimes left handed. No authority 
that I have read has commented on 
this and my own opportunity to ob- 
serve has not given me any clues 
as yet to the frequency of occur- 
rence of one over the other. 

Clichy does not seem to have used 
the torsade but its use was not con- 
fined wholly to the two mentioned 
above as weights of an unknown 
factory are found which use the idea. 

Not all mushroom weights were 
pell-mell. Many of them were pat- 
terned millefiori with the concentric 
circle pattern predominating. Usa- 
ally the patterned tufts are more 
desirable and more highly valued. 
Which brings us now to a considera- 
tion of the patterned wmillefiori 
weights. 

In the patterned millefiori weights 
the canes or set-ups are not placed 
at random but are arranged in some 
form of design. The simplest are 
concentric circles. These consist of 
a central cane or rosette surrounded 
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by canes arranged in circles, con- 
centric one with the other. Some- 
times you may see the word “clus- 
ter” applied to this arrangement, 
but in my opinion it is not a satis- 
factory term. Sometimes there are 
spaces between the circles and some- 
times the circles are closely com- 
pacted, leaving no intervening space. 
They are then dubbed “tight con- 
centric circles.” This form was fav- 
ored by the St. Louis factory but 
also was used by Baccarat. They 
are quite desirable. Many of the 
signed and dated St. Louis weights 
are found with tight concentric cir- 
cles and generally command high 
prices. Fig. 24 illustrates three pat- 
terned millefiori weights of the con- 
centric circle type. Top left is a 
Baccarat with spaces between the 
circles, top right a signed and dated 
St. Louis with tight circles and be- 
low a small Clichy with space sep- 
arating the circles. 

Sometimes the canes in a circle 
will be all of the same pattern. 
Notice that this is the case with the 
circles in the St. Louis weight ex- 
cept for the insertion of the signa- 
ture and date cane. Sometimes the 
circles will be made up of canes of 
different design. Notice the outer 
circle in both the Baccarat and the 
Clichy weights. But notice also that 
the use of the different designs in 
the circles follow a pattern. They 
are symmetrical. 

Nearly all the weights made. by 
Stourbridge and White Friars were 
tight concentric circles. They aren’t 
very pretty and usually do not ap- 
peal to collectors except to have a 
couple as “samples.” The Bristol 
plant also made concentric circles. 
They were made in this country by 
Sandwich, New England Glass Co. 
and Gilliland. Illustrated in Fig. 25 
is a dated Sandwich weight on a 
latticinio ground in which the design 
is of concentric circles. 

Next we’ll consider the continuous 
garlands, sometimes called “‘loops.” 
In these the canes are arranged in 
a continuous chain with loops as il- 
lustrated in Fig. 26, a Clichy. This 
garland has three loops. The number 
of loops may vary from three to 
six. Usually a continuous garland 
will have a single cane or rosette in 
the center and a single cane is us- 
ually found within each loop and 
between each loop. 

Frequently two garlands of dif- 
ferent styled canes will be found 
intertwined. Such a weight, a Bac- 
carat, is illustrated in Fig. 27. These, 
as you may suppose, are called “in- 
tertwined garland” weights. Some- 
times an intertwined gfrland may 
employ a differently designed cane 
for each loop, each cane grouping 
being formed like a shepherd’s hook. 
Such a weight is illustrated in Fig. 
28. Other variants are found. 

Clichy made the most prolific use 
of the garland. Baccarat used it 
some. St. Louis appears not to have 
used it at all and none appear to 
have been made in America. Clichy 
used it in many of their color ground 
weights. A _ particularly desirable 
form is where a garland is formed 
completely of Clichy roses. Such a 
weight is illustrated in Fig. 29.

today. The judge, jury and witnes- 
ses were rough and uneducated. A 
witness would not hesitate to smoke 
or chew tobacco while on the witness 
stand and a juror, slightly under the 
influence of a quantity of spirits 
might easily go to sleep and fall out 
of his chair. Young Watkins testi- 
fied to the rough character of some 
of the participants and to the lies 
that were told at the trial. One hun- 
dred years ago, people attended trials 
such as this one for entertainment 
and they frequently got it. 

On June 16, 1858, Lincoln deliv- 
ered his famous, “House Divided” 
speech, The Illinois Historical Socie- 
ty has issued a pamphlet containing 
a facsimile reproduction of this 
speech as printed by the Sycamore, 
Illinois, True Republican. There is 
an introduction by Clyde C. Walton, 
Secretary-Treasurer of the Society. 
Walton delineates the political back- 
ground of the speech and its impor- 
tance to Lincoln. 

The House Divided Speech was 
dramatized in the circuit court room 
of the Sangamon County Courthouse, 
the same room in which the speech 
was originally delivered. G. William 
Horsely portrayed the part of Lin- 
coln. The event took place on June 
16, 1958, exactly 100 years from the 
date of Lincoln’s speech. 

On August 17, 1958, Lewiston, IIl., 
celebrated the 100th anniversary of 
the appearance of both Lincoln and 
Douglas for speaking engagements 
in Lewiston. The day was featured 
by speeches and a parade depicting 
scenes from Lincoln’s life and times, 

Dr. R. C. Provine has been inaug- 
urated as the President of Lincoln 
Memorial University at Harrogate, 
Tenn. Dr. Provine succeeds Robert 
L. Kineaid, now President Emeri- 
tus. Dr. Provine has the training 
and experience to lead L.M.U. to 
new achievements. 

Earlier in 1958, Dr. Wayne C. 
Temple became associated actively 
with L.M.U. Previously, Dr. Temple 
has been Curator of Ethnohistory in 
the Illinois State Museum in Spring- 
field, Ill. He will teach history and 
have charge of the Lincoln collection 
at L.M.U. and will edit the Lincoln 
Herald. 

Dr. R. Gerald McMurtry, formerly 
editor of the Lincoln Herald and now 
director of the Lincoln National Life 
Foundation has been given the Diplo- 
ma of Honor by Lincoln Memorial 
University. Having known McMur- 
try for many years and having fol- 
lowed his achievements and activ- 
ities, we would confidently state that 
10 recipient of this honor has de- 
served it more than Gerald McMur- 
try 

The late Dr. Benjamin P. Thomas, 
one of our great Lincoln Scholars 
and writers was honored on June 7, 
1958, when the Springfield Civil War 
Round Table dedicated an alcove in 
the Illinois College Library at Jack- 
sonville, Ill., to his memory. A col- 
lection of books valued at $5.000 was 
placed in the west end of the read- 
ing room in Tanner Memorial Li- 
brary.

Preceding the formal dedication, 
a luncheon, attended by the Thomas 
Family and members of the Round 
Table, was held at the Dunlap Hotel. 
The speaker for the dedicatory exer- 
cises was Dr. Bruce Catton, editor 
of American Heritage and twice win- 
ner of the Pulitzer Prize for his lit- 
erary work. This was another trib- 
ute well deserved. Benjamin Thomas 
was a great scholar and a fine gen- 
tleman. 

Illinois History, a magazine for 
young people, published by the IIli- 
nois Historical Society had Lincoln 
for its theme in the February, 1958, 
issue. These are articles in this issue 
by some of our prominent Lincoln 
students and writers. The great de- 
bates of 1858 are given the most 
space in the February issue with 
McMurtry, Coleman and Ruth Pain- 
ter Randall contributing short arti- 
cles. Among the students contribut- 
ing articles was Carol Benson, Ster- 
ling, Ill. High School Carol’s ar- 
ticle, “A day with Lincoln during 
the 1856 campaign,” won the Harry 
E. Pratt Memorial Award for the 
best article of the year. Last year, 
Carol won the John H. Hauberg Me. 
morial award for an article published 
in the Illinois History. These two 
awards should encourage Carol to 
continue her study of Lincoln with 
the thought of continuing to write 
about him. 

The 150th anniversary of the birth 
of Lincoln will be celebrated in 1959. 
On September 2, 1957, the Eighty- 
fifth Congress of the United States 
adopted a joint resolution to ap- 
point a Lincoln Sesquicentennial 
Commission to sponsor the commemo- 
ration of the anniversary in a fitting 
and proper manner. Governor Wil- 
liam Stratton of Illinois has anpoint- 
ed a committee in Illinois for the 
same purpose. Other states will join 
with the Federal Government in 
providing significant and meaningful 
programs honoring the Sixteenth 
President. 

The Lineoln Sesquicentennial Com- 
mission. in Washington has published 
a handbook of information for the 
purpose of furnishing a guide for 
those who will participate in the pro- 
gram and for giving suggestions for 
programs, 

It includes much material already 
known to all Lincoln students. The 
commission states that the materials 
in the handbook are limited but it 
is hoped they will be helpful. The 
committees will not be bound by any 
restrictions imposed by the Sesqui- 
centennial Commission. They will 
definitely be on their own. 

For a better and more complete 
chronology of Abraham Lincoln re- 
fer to that of Harrv Pratt. pub- 
lished by the Illinois Historical Sc- 
ciety in 1955 

The special projects of the com- 
mission are probably good ones. The 
contests and awards idea pertaining 
to schools has been worn pretty thin 
and is thought by many to have de- 
veloped into a liability to schools. 
This is particularly true when pres- 
sure is applied for full participation 
rather than voluntary participation.

There were 
208,980 7-cent air mail embossed en- 
velopes canceled in New York, N. Y., 
on November 21, 1958. In all, 271,744 
envelopes were sold that day, with a 
value of $21,412.75. 

The Pittsburgh, Pa., post office 
canceled 421,764 first day covers No- 
vember 25, 1958, when the 4-cent 
Fort Duquesne bicentennial com- 
memorative was released. According 


to the Postmaster there, 930,100 
stamps were sold, with a value of 
$37,204.00. 


This brought the actual total num- 
ber of first day covers canceled in 
1958 to 9,536,738. Unofficial esti- 
mates place the number of 15-cent 
John Jay first day covers at 200,000, 
for a total of 9,736,738. Seventeen 
special stamps had first day sales 
averaging close to 387,000. 

In 1957 sixteen stamps had a total 
number of 6,342,230 first day cov- 
ers. Excluding one so-called regular 
stamp, the average of commemo- 
ratives and special adhesives was 
327,931. The 1956 total for 19 stamps 
was 5,624,680, with thirteen special 
stamps averaging 349,562 first day 
covers per issue.

As we peer into the dark and dus- 
ky maze of national affairs of just 
one hundred years ago, we seem to 
catch a glimpse of two obscure and 
unimportant people who were one 
day to play the decisive roles in the 
making of the modern powerful 
U.S.A. One was a baby less than 
a year old, born with a silver spoon 
in his mouth. The other was a back- 
woods and prairie politician who had 
just been defeated in a race for tne 
Senate. We refer to Teddy Roose- 
velt and Abe Lincoln. Sinking of 
the Maine perhaps started the real 
career of one. The firing on Fort 
Sumter catapulted the other into 
immortality. 

Lincoln held together the geogra- 
phy of a sprawling teen-age conti- 
nent that had largely been newly 
settled by a more or less common 
stock speaking the same language. 
In practice he followed the practical 
facts of geography, rather than the 
theories of human welfare for which 
he has become noted. He could not 
see clearly the coming of the great 
Industrial Revolution. But he set the 
political stage for it on a new co- 
herent contingnt of common _lan- 
guage. 

Puny young Roosevelt went cow- 
boy in the West for his health and 
for interesting excitement. Some 
trigger happy Spaniard sank the 
Maine. Excitement ran high in the 
U.S.A., and in that excitement the 
Rough Riders charged up San Juan 
hill. Perhaps the psychology of Amer- 
ica’s new place in the world was 
born in the charge up that hill. For 
the young colonel who led the charge 
later proved himself an orator who 
eculd bite off his one syllable words 
so all America could understand 
them. The West had arrived on the 
world stage in a fanfare of trum- 
pets. A new “Big Stick” was recog- 
nized throughout the world. 

The Monroe Doctrine emerged 
from its near hundred years of be- 
ligerent protest, to become the anti- 
imperialist “law of the land” for all 
of the Americas. “Freedom of the 
Seas” became a more potent force 
throughout the world. 

The Industrial Revolution was well 
under way, but just prepared for 
its great growth. An oligarchy of 


high finance in control of major in- 
dustry had the country worried and 


seared. The colonel of San Juan led 
a charge up Wall Street on a “trust 
busting” expedition against the 
“malefactors of great wealth.” It 
was as impulsive and erratic as the 
charge up San Juan hill, but just 
as effective. The public no lorver 
feared big business. It simp! Yev- 
ognized the need for some coni*uis, 
and was determined that those con- 
trols should be in the hands of the 
public. Modern industry was ready 
to make its fantastic strides in 
America without fear or favor. 

Thus goes the saga of two seem- 
ingly very unimportant people of a 
hundred years ago.

Both coal-oil and the family of 
“coal-oil Johnnie” came back with a 
bang in the recent jet age of Amer- 
ica. Perhaps collectors will have to 
quit wiring old kerosene lamps for 
bulbs and put coal-oil back in them? 

The newest of the new giant jets 
that are speeding up world trans- 
portation are running on kerosene. 
None of that old fashioned aviation 
gasoline for them. And they are us- 
ing it for the same reason that 
grandma put it in her lamp, because 
its flash and explosion point is high, 
and its weight and quantity great 
for the space involved. 

Old “Coal-oil Johnnie,” giving 
away bright dimes instead of dol- 
lars, and building universities on the 
side, is perhaps better understood 
today than he was in his own day. 
Anyhow the name Rockefeller did not 
seem to hurt grandson Nelson in the 
recent election. 

It is surprising how many of our 
great business tycoons of the last 
century demonstrated in the long 
run that they knew there was a pub- 
lic “purpose” in wealth and indus- 
try. They served as public whipping 
boys in their generation, to later be 
remembered as public benefactors.

A bit more of Americana floated 
out of sight with the recent death 
of 91 year old A. W. Harris, of the 
great Chicago bank. For seventy full 
years A. W. was a vital part of the 
financial house that started as a 
small family institution when he was 
21 years old. 
Banking, boys and horses were the 
life of Mr. Harris, with emphasis 
on boys and horses in the later 


years of his life. He was part and 
parcel of the Industrial Revolution 
as it came to Chicago and the mid- 
west. He passed through all of the 
phases of corporate finance without 
ever losing sight of the citizen as 
the small country banker might know 
him and his wishes. 

With industry crowding the city 
with more and more people, Harris 
became more and more concerned 
with inroads this growing population 
was making on the ball fields and 
playgrounds of the boys. A careful, 
but inveterate philanthropist, Har- 
ris concentrated on opportunities for 
the boys. His long white beard ve- 
came a sort of flag demanding the 
space and opportunity for boys that 
Americana had once offered to his 
generation. —-0—- 

Step forward Ben Franklin and 

plead innocent or guilty to the 
charge that you deprived the Amer- 
ican people of much infrared heat 
for about 200 years. There is evi- 
dence on both sides of the question.

Mystery Painting 


OHIO — An oil painting believed to be 
a portrait of Peter Minuit, the first 
Director General of New Netherlands, is 
in the possession of Mr. Zygmunt A. 
Stopinski, artist and art collector of 
Buffalo, N. Y. 

The painting was originally found by 
Miss Irene Dixon of Wisconsin, dur- 
id an antique shopping trip to Albany, 

Y., many years ago. I purchased it 
ie Miss Dixon and displayed sarne at 
the antiques show held at the Statler 
Hotel in Buffalo, N. Y., in November of 
1957. Mr. S., art collector, visited my 
booth and was attracted to the old por- 
trait. According to the experts who 
have 77 it, the portrait was 
ages the renowned artist, Frans 

Hals Cissy. - 1666) who, with Van Dyke, 
lived in Amsterdam, Holland, at about 
~ same time that Peter Minuit resided 
there. 

A tremendous amount of research has 
been conducted during the past year to 
find a contemporary likeness of the early 
Dutch governor. Many public library 
and museum officials have joined in the 
search. The old portrait which has been 
out of public domain for about 300 years, 
is an oil on canvas measuring 16 inches 
by 20 inches. The man in the painting 
is dressed in the typical broad white 
color with a red scarf (an article worn 
by leaders of New Netherlands) across 
his shoulder and chest. He wears a 
Van Dyke beard and mustache and his 
hair is closely-cropped. Various clues 
ta his identity turn up occasionally. Ap- 
parently, all this research will eventually 
prove to be of great historical importance 
to the nation and the world, since to date 
no other portrait of Peter Minuit has 
been found.

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Numismatics 
The Coin Market 


Latest hints on the coin market 
indicate that, contrary to many opin- 
ions, interest in rolls or recent un- 
circulated coins remains very strong. 
In our last auction we offered 174 
rolls of the scarce 1950D Jetferson 
nickels in uncirculated condition. 

Many wondered if such a quantity 
of the same item would not break 
the market. It did not, and all of 
these rolls were bought for around 
$25 to $31 per roll. These could move 
up into much higher ground in the 
near future. 

Rolls of coins, particularly Lin- 
coln cents in the Thirties and as 
recent as 1944, sold at top prices 
as did many other denominations. 
More recent coins, those of all de- 
nominations that had small num- 
bers coined, sold well. Outstanding 
was the $24 per roll price realized 
for almost 40 rolls of 1951S uncir- 
culated nickels. This is another one 
to watch for future appreciation. 

For the last couple of years 
proof sets have been on the skids, 
but they are beginning to show 
activity on the up side, particularly 
those of 1950 to date. 1958 is go- 
ing to be a surprise for many. Not 
as many were struck and they are 
becoming hard to get. They are up 
to around $3.00, and I look for them 
to go higher. Collectors are going 
tor the lower priced proof sets and 
activity is strong back to 1953. 

There is a lively interest in com- 
memorative coins, but values have 
declined slightly particularly in 
many of the higher priced ones and 
sets. I do not look for this situation 
to continue much longer. The activ- 
ity is such as to encourage a rise 
in prices. Commemorative gold coins 
are as strong as ever, holding their 
own at top levels very well. 

Choice US proofs have shown a 
tendency to slide off about 10% 
from their last years’ record highs, 
despite the large increase in cata- 
log values recorded in the present 
Guide Book. The contrast of in- 
creased catalog value, plus decline, 
brings these considerably under pres- 
ent catalog values. Perhaps, by the 
end of this winter they will rise 
again to a price closer to catalag. 

With the extremely high prices 
choice coins now bring, many collec- 
tors have been forced to turn their 
collecting interests to coins of less- 
er condition ratings. This is reflect- 
ed in the rapid rise of values of in- 
ferior coins that has been going on 
now for the last couple of years. 
It was not long ago that collectors 
looked down upon most anything 
that was not uncirculated or vroof. 
Now very fine, and in some cir- 
cumstances good coins, are avidly

sought by those same perfectionists. 
The high cost of choice US coins 
has also turned many collectors’ 
eyes towards the foreign series. 
Foreign silver dollar sized crowns, 
thalers, etc., are in much greater 
demand than heretofore, and while 
there is a good supply of most, this 
steady demand may cause a rise 
in these very soon. Collecting inter- 
ests in foreign lands has increased 
tremendously in the last few years. 
Their interests are in foreign coins 
mostly. Even now, choice rarities 
have sky-rocketed to such an ex- 
tent as to compete with the records 
that American coins are making. A 
few years ago, American dealers 
found it profitable to travel to 
Europe on coin buying trips, for 
bargains were available. They now 
report prices are so high that bar- 
gains are unobtainable. 

Interest in gold coins has increased 
to its highest degree. Gold dollars 
are sky-rocketing in value. All tynes 
of quarter eagles are consistently 
hitting new highs. Three dollar gold 
pieces, once obtainable for $6 now 
cannot be found for less than $50 
each. Fives, Tens and Twenties, 
while rising have not had the phe- 
nomenal rise the smaller denomina- 
tions have had. 

Canadian coins are also sky-rock- 
eting in value, sometimes faster than 
US coins. Records are being made 
every day. In our last auction. a 
nice uncirculated, 1927 Canadian 
quarter sold for $110! Interest on 
the part of both American and Can- 
adian collectors, plus increased 
knowledge of the rarity of many 
Canadian coins is principally the 
cause of this rise. 

Interest on the part of American, 
Mexican and South American col- 
lectors has caused the Spanish 
American series of gold and silver 
coins to start to rise. Hitherto most 
Americans were interested in the 
Doubloons and silver 8 Real coins, 
now the interest has increased to 
cover small denominations; at pre- 
sent the silver pillar 4 Real and 4 
Escudo coins have taken aquite a 
jump. Collectors are beginning to 
realize these half dollar size coins 
are really scarcer than the dollar 
size ones. It is expected, the 2 Real, 
1 Real and small gold coins should 
come into their own very soon as 
interests expand to these denomina- 
tions. 

Foreign gold coins, with their ever 
increasing interest will very likely 
get an additional boost with the ex- 
cellent new publication now avail- 
able on them. Without question it 
is an excellent book. It lists every 
gold coin issued in the world from 


600 A.D. to date, and gives values. 
It has hundreds and hundreds of 
illustrations and it took years to 
compile. Every numismatist should 
own one, and for all you get the 
price is reasonable—$15.00. 

The acquisition of a coin book li- 
brary is one of the most important 
things for a beginning numismatist. 
My suggestion for beginners is that 
they should include, The Guide Book 
of US Coins, $1.75; The Hand Book 
of US Coins $1.00. Paper money of 
the US, $7.50. Guide to  For- 
eign Coins Over 100 Years, $4.00; 
Gold Coins of the World—600 to date, 
$15. And note the fine books a@- 
vertised on the opposite page. With 
these a fine start is made towards 
a real numismatic library.

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Books About FAMOUS WOMEN 
Lucretia Mott 


Much has been written about fa- 
mous men but comparatively little 
has been published about well known 
ladies. There are also many more 
collectors of publications pertaining 
to the stronger sex than famous 
women. Hence this article to stim- 
ulate more attention to our impor- 
tant females, and perhaps set some 
one off on the trail of books about 
famous women. 

Lucretia Coffin Mott came to my 
attention as being one of our im- 
portant historical figures about whom 
little has been written, so I began 
searching. 

Anna Lord Strauss, great-grand- 
daughter of Lucretia Mott, won a 
great honor for her sex when she 
was named vice chairman of the 
President’s Internal Security Com- 
mission, and at that time the only 
woman member of the commission in 
1951. I took the liberty of writing 
to Miss Strauss, and asked her how 
well informed she was about her 
great-grandmotHer. 

Her reply: “I appreciate very 
much your having written me about 
my great-grandmother, as she was 
quite an orator but wrote, herself, 
very little, it is difficult to get a 
great deal of information about her 
activities. I am _ interested, there- 
fore, in the reference which you 
have given me. With very best wish- 
es, I am, Sincerely yours, (signed) 
Anna Lord Strauss.” This spurred 
me further. 

One encyclopaedia tells us the fol- 
lowing: — Lucretia Coffin Mott an 
American Quakeress, was born in 
Nantucket, Mass., January 3, 1793. 
She became a preacher and traveled 
through New England, Pennsylva- 
nia, Maryland and Virginia preach- 
ing the Quaker doctrines and oppos- 
ing intemperance and slavery. She 
was active in the Anti-slavery So- 
ciety in Philadelphia in 1833, and 
went as a delegate to the World’s 
anti-slavery convention in London in 
1840. She was also prominent in 
Woman’s rights assemblies. 

Another encyclopaedia called her 
“an American abolitionial and wom- 
en’s rights supporter.” She was edu-

cated in the Friends boarding school 
at Nine Partners, near Poughkeep- 
sie, N. Y. There she met James Mott 
whom she subsequently married. Af- 
ter teaching for a time, she became 
an “acknowledged Minister” of the 
Friends; and in the schism which 
arose in that sect over the slavery 
question, she championed Elias 
Hicks, the advocate of abolition prin- 
ciples, 

Her husband relinquished a lu- 
crative cotton commission business 
rather than profit by slavery, and 
then both embarked in the abolition 
campaign. With her husband she was 
sent as a delegate to the World’s 
Anti-Slavery Convention in 1840, 
but after much discussion all women 
were excluded from active partici- 
pation in the convention proceedings. 
This procedure led Mrs. Mott to be- 
come a staunch advocate of women’s 
rights; and she and Elizabeth Cady 
S:anton were the leaders in organiz- 
ing the Seneca Falls Convention of 
1848, where the womens’ rights

movement was launched and where 
Mrs. Mott helped to draw up the 
“Declaration of Sentiments” modeled 
on the Declaration of Independence. 
She was also an advocate of tem- 
perance and universal peace. 

An early 1800’s newspaper clip- 
ping reads as follows: “The Prog- 
ressive Friends. — Lucretia Mott, 
John Jackson and others, who are 
prominent in certain circles will visit 
Harrisburg on the 31st inst., to at- 
tend a general meeting of ‘the so- 
ciety, known as Progressive Friends. 
— These Friends, we understand, 
eschew many of the pecularities of 
the old sect of Penn’s time, and 
start forward with a determination 
to make their religion as ‘progressive’ 
as the state of the times will war- 
rant. At the meeting, to use the 
words of the call, ‘All are invited to 
participate who acknowledge the Hu- 
man Brotherhood, and their duty of 
showing their faith by their works 
of goodness and righteousness, with- 
out distinction of color, sex, or con- 
dition.’ ”*—Philadelphia Argus. 

Edyth Thornton McLeod of New 
York City, well known columnist on 
health and beauty, “How to be 
Happy and Attractive After For- 
ty,” and author of a book entitled 
“Beauty After Forty,” is also a col- 
lector of books, pamphlets, etc., per- 
taining to eminent women. When she 
answered my letter of query about 
one Lucretia Mott, Miss McLeod very 
kindly sent me the following infor- 
mation concerning our champion of 
women’s rights, 

“Eminent Women of the Age,” 
published 1868, by S. M. Betts & Co., 
Hartford, Conn. Under the title, 
“The Woman’s Rights Movement, 
and its champions in the United 
States” by Elizabeth Cady Stanton, 
there are nine pages devoted to Mrs. 
Mott, There is an engraving of her 
in bonnet and shawl. 

“Famous Women” by Joseph Adel- 
man, published 1926, by Ellis M. 
Lonow, Company, 500 Fifth Avenue, 
New York City, New York. One- half 
page in this book is devoted to Lu- 
cretia Mott.

More searching brought forth the 
following list of books about Mrs. 
Mott, viz: “Life and Letters of James 
and Lucretia Mott, edited by Anna 
Hallowell, printed in Boston 1884, 
including the travel journal of Mrs. 
Mott, famous humanitarian, through 
England, Scotland and Ireland in 
1840.” Under her picture, “Truth 
for authority, not authority for 
truth.” 

Another book, entitled ‘Lucretia 
Mott, Discourse of Woman, Delivered 
at the Assembly Buildings, Decem- 
ber 17, 1849,” printed in Philadel- 
phia, in 1869. 

Lucretia Mott’s Montgomery Coun- 
ty, Pennsylvania home, “Roadside,” 
was located in Cheltenham Town- 
ship, on the west side of the York 
Road, a short distance north of the 
Philadelphia city line. This historic 
old home, dating from 1753, is no 
longer standing. Its unmarked site 
is part of Latham Park. She died in 
1880. James Mott, her husband died 
in 1868. 

In the preface to Hare’s 1937 Bi- 
ography of Lucretia Mott, Roberta 
Campbell Lawson, then President 
General, Federation of Women’s 
Clubs, wrote: “No woman in Amer- 
ican history ever combined so many 
outstanding talents or participated 
influentially in so many varied move- 
ments, and with such grace of charm, 
as Lucretia Mott. She was great in 
deeds, great in womanhood, and 
great in those attributes of feminin- 
ity that women strive for, and men 
demand. In this modern world torn 
with dissensions we may look back 
upon Lucretia Mott as a steady light 
to make sure the path of progress. 
We profit from the fact that she 
adhered to the highest ideals of 
morality as a cure for the ills of 
society. She never succumbed to the 
tempting sophistry that the ends 
justify the means. Violence as a so- 
cial solvent she abhorred.” 

Now these are’ the only referenc- 
es which I was able to ferret out 
from 1951 to 1958—perhaps our 
readers know of other sources and 
we would be happy to add them to 
the list—for lovers and collectors 
of materials pertaining to famous 
women, 

It gave me great pleasure to find 
the illustration accompanying this ar- 
ticle, a nice little old photograph of 
Lucretia Mott, evidently in her years 
of advanced beauty — taken by a 
Philadelphia photographer named

Second Street, and it is number 387. 
In tiny letters the photographer 
states that duplicates any time if or- 
dered by the original or by a re- 
sponsible person. I hope he will not 
mind our reproducing it here with- 
out his permission!

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Lincoln’s Long Forgotten 
Boswell: J. H. Barrett 


And His Momentous 
Contemporary Biography 


By BISSELL BROOKE 


_While many know Johnson had 
his Boswell, some do not know that 
Lincoln had his Barrett. This is not 
too surprising as research today in- 
dicates this early contemporary Lin- 
coln biographer has long been one 
of America’s forgotten men although 
his books about the 16th president 
were among the first published, 
preceding those of Herndon, Nicolay 
and Hay by more than a quarter of 
a century. 

‘This became apparent recently 
with the finding of a 93-year-old 
book giving an extraordinary real- 
istic three dimensional portrayal of 
Lincoln. The author’s judicious se- 
lection of exclusive and other first 
hand Lincoln data, his exceptional 
grasp of national politics and the 
Civil War and his vivid presenta- 
tion from a polished pen, all raised 
the question of his identity. 

For, the biography mentions him 
only on the title page, and briefly 
as “Joseph H. Barrett, Commissioner 
of Pensions, Washington, D. C.” He 
is equally modest in the two pre- 
faces explaining his book of 1865 
contains three separate volumes, two 
of which were first published in 
1860 and 1864 respectively. 

However, the very inclusive and 
well documented text clearly shows 
the author had access to contem- 
porary “inside” information and of- 
ficial files. The final chapter substan- 
tiates Barrett’s friendship and close 
association with Lincoln through an 
evaluation qualified by personal 
recollections stemming from private 
interviews with Lincoln during those 
—_— last eight years of his 
ife. 

But who was this American that 
became Lincoln’s Boswell before he 
was elected president? 

Ferreting out facts about Barrett 
appeared hopeless. Standard refer- 
ence sources and inquiries by mail 
brought no results. Luckily, it is 
the privilege of some reporters to 
know an unusually persevering Ref- 
erence Librarian who persists until 
she “digs up” the desired subject. 
Thus a basic biography of Barrett 
was located through the cordial co- 
operation and indefatigable efforts 
of Miss Ellen F. Watson of the 
Enoch Pratt Free Library, Balti- 
more, Md. 

Miss Watson found the account in 
the New International Yearbook of 
1910, which was the year Barrett 
died. Besides the books already men- 
tioned, the biography lists a later 
one, Abraham Lincoln and His Presi- 
dency, published in 1904. 

Joseph Hartwell Barrett, 1824- 
1910, is described as a _ political 
writer and editor and public official. 
Born at Ludlow, Vt., he graduated 
from Middlebury College in 1845. 
Six years later he was admitted to 
the Vermont Bar. After serving two 
terms in the State Legislature, the 





Yankee lawyer went to Ohio, and in 
1857 became political editor of the 
Cincinnati Daily Gazette. 

_ These were unprecedented and cru- 
cial times. America, experiencing its 
greatest prosperity, was indulging in 
an extravagant spending spree and 
fabulous social whirl. Meanwhile, 
there gathered the turbulent clouds 
of the nation’s greatest crisis and 
most tragic era. The midwest fer- 
mented with feverish political ac- 
tivity following the Kansas rebellion 
and the later Dred Scott Decision, 
that, making slavery the issue on 
which the nation pivoted precari- 
ously, divided the country into four 
different political parties. 

Politics dominated the newspapers 
and Barrett ‘was kept busy reporting 
and interpreting them for Ohioans. 
He went to Illinois to “cover” the 
U. S. senatorial campaigns of Abra- 
ham Lincoln and Stephen Douglas. 
Lincoln had challenged Douglas to 
a series of debates on slavery, and, 
as they traveled from town to town, 
Barrett followed. For, in his first 
interview, Barrett had been deeply 
impressed by Lincoln’s homely com- 
mon sense and political vision. So 
developed a friendship, marked by 
mutual warm, personal regard. It 
gave Lincoln his Boswell and the 
nation one of its foremost 19th cen- 
tury political writers. 

Likewise, the young Republican 
Party gained a valuable recruit. 
During the next four years, while 
continuing his newspaper work, Bar- 
rett took a prominent part in Ohio 
and Illinois politics, particularly in 
an advisory capacity. By influencing 
four Ohio delegates to change their 
votes, Barrett swung the presiden- 
tial nomination to Lincoln in May 
1860. 

But, winning the election posed a 
perplexing problem. If this candi- 
date opposing the extension of slav- 
ery was elected, the South vowed to 
secede from the Union, and, in the 
East, Lincoln was little more than 
a name although late that winter 
he had spoken in New England and 
in New York city. 

How could Lincoln be publicized 
to win the popular vote within the 
alloted short span of five months? 

As Republicans studied this situ- 
ation in a day of no radio and TV, 
Barrett suggested publishing a Lin- 
coln biography for wide and abun- 
dant distribution. Then, Barrett 
answered how such a work could be 
rapidly produced by showing a thick 
manuscript that amazed the Repub- 
licans. It was a well written account 
of Lincoln’s life beginning with his 
ancestry and concluding with the 
presidential nomination. Lincoln’s 
Boswell had gradually written it 
since the first meeting. So, a month 
after the nomination, Barrett’s first 
biography was published by Moore, 
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Wilstach & Baldwin in Cincinnati 
and New York. 

The simple but impressive style 
of this presentation of Lincoln led 
to the Republicans having it trans- 
lated into German and_ published for 
the German - American population 
of the mid-West. Called Das Leben 
Und Wirken Abraham Lincoln’s, this 
book is today unique Lincoln Col- 
lectanea and few copies have been 
located during the last fifty years. 
Towards the end of 1957, a copy that 
had been included among “Lincoln- 
iana Pamphlets” at the famous John 
E. Burton sale of Lincolniana in 
1910, again reached the market. 

The book’s publication created con- 
siderable interest and comment, al- 
though its results could not be tal- 
lied in votes. However, the Repub- 
licans realized Barrett was import- 
ant to the organization and per- 
suaded him to e2sign his newspaper 
post and go to Washington and con- 
tinue observing the man he so great- 
ly admired and respected. Barrett 
was made S. Commissioner of 
Pensions, a position that gave him 
a front row seat from which to study 
national politics. This American Bos- 
well continued writing, and in 1864, 
when Lincoln was nominated for a 
second term, Barrett had ready an- 
other biography which stressed the 
President’s policies. 

Lincoln’s death prompted the third 
biography. During the next three 
months he assuaged his grief by re- 
vising the first two books and com- 
pleting the third, all of which com- 
prise the 1865 volume. While com- 
pleting it was a Herculean task, 
Barrett found it a gratifying one. 
He wrote: 

“There have been few public men 
with regard to whom more reminis- 
cences of an interesting character 
could be collected than Abraham 
Lincoln. Unique, individual in his 
traits, of a melancholic tempera- 
ment, underlaid by genial humor, 
warm-hearted and generous, simple, 
and at times almost childlike in his 
frankness of speech, he left abiding 
impressions upon everyone who saw 
him—even during the most casual 
interviews.” 

These impressions are accented by 
one of the book’s illustrations, and 
the only portrait included among 
the scenes relating to Lincoln. The 
frontisniece is a fine steel engraving 
of an earlier Lincoln. Instead of the 
usual war weary President with the 
gaunt, sad and solemn countenance, 
Lincoln looks robust. alert and Jively. 
Sitting with his head turned slichtly, 
he appears listening interested!v to 
something that provokes the faint 
twinkle animating his eyes. 

Also, it is one of the few iike- 
nesses in which Lincoln’s attire is 
out of kilter. His bow tie has loos- 
ened and slipped below his collar, 
leaving a gaping space beneath his 
collar button. The bow lies flat and 
awry. More curious is the accessory 
attached to his vest through the 
second top buttonhole. It is a chate- 
laine-like oval loop of heavy cord or 
leather from which is suspended a 
small object, whose end. protruding 
from under the open coat, resembles 
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a Victorian whistle—perhaps, “Tad” 
gave it to him. 

During his long association with 
Lincoln, Barrett had ample oppor- 
tunity to analyze his features, ex- 
pressions and moods under varying, 
and often trying, circumstances. He 
wrote, “Mr. Lincoln’s face was rath- 
er striking than attractive at the 
first view. Its plainness was proverb- 
ial. But the power of its expression, 
the winningness of its smile, were 
such that you carried away the im- 
pression of a noble and pleasing 
countenance. It was written all over 
with the history of his struggles and 
triumphs. 


“An olive complexion preserved the 
memory of his first seven years in 
a Southern clime. His deep-set, clear, 
steady eye, told of earnest study, 
of assured attainment, of confirmed 
self-mastery. He had no unsubdued 
passion—or, if a sense of indigna- 
tion occasionally got the better of 
him, it was not from wrong to him- 
self but to a friend, or to a class, 
or te the nation.” 

Barrett qualifies this with the fol- 
lowing incident: “A delegation of 
Californians waited on Mr. Lincoln 
soon after his first inauguration, 
presenting a written address intend- 
ed to counteract what they consider- 
ed an undue regard for the recom- 
mendations of a distinguished Pacific 
Senator, and to remonstrate against 
some of the candidates of his choice. 
The paper was, perhaps, not too dis- 
creetly worded, and when it was put 
in Mr. Lincoln’s hand, he warmly 
repelled the attack on his friend, 
and thrust the writing into the fire, 
as his answer to its representatives.” 

Then Barrett observes how war 
and personal grief left their marks, 
saying, “A terrible civil war. which 
he greatly dreaded, and _ labored 
earnestly to avert, impressed num- 
berless lines on his brow and cheeks. 
Mr. Lincoln’s powers of endurance 
were remarkable. It was yet believed 
by many of his friends that he might 
have thrust aside more of the details 
of his office, without detriment to 
the public service, and with advan- 
tage to himself. He thought differ- 
ently, and labored conscientiously, in 
view of his responsibility to the 
people, to satisfy the demands upon 
his personal attention. 

“These and his manifold other 
labors told severely upon him, as 
could be especially seen in the last 
year or two of his life. He came to 
have a certain chronic weariness of 
the mind, which rest or recreation 
could only superficially relieve. As 
he sometimes expressed it, the rem- 
edy seemed never to reach the tired 
spot.’ ” 

This extreme weariness was very 
apparent late one night during one 
of Barrett’s last interviews with the 
President, who “seemed unusually 
care-worn and weary, though cheer- 
ful in tone and kind in manner. 
Detaining him but a short time, I 
rose to go,’ wrote the newsman, 
“when he requested me to wait for 
an instant, until he was gone. ‘I must 
have rest,’ said Lincoln, ‘and there

Autographs of Lincoln 


“I was born February 12, 1809. . .” 
So wrote the newly nominated presi- 
dential candidate, Abraham Lincoln, 
on May 28, 1860, to the Hon. Saml. 
Haycraft, of Elizabethtown, Ky. In 
this interesting letter, quoted in 
Thomas Madigan’s Word Shadows of 
the Great, Lincoln states very simply 
a few prime biographical facts. 

“In the main you are right about 
my history. My father was Thomas 
Lincoln, and Mrs. Sally Johnston 
was his second wife. You are mis- 
taken about my mother. Her name 
was Nancy Hanks. I was not born 
at Elizabethtown ... I was born 
February 12, 1809, near where Hod- 
gensville now is, then in Hardin 
County. .. .” 

On the 150th anniversary of the 
birth of Lincoln, it seems appropri- 
ate to note the quantity of Lincoln 
autograph material available and its 
value on the market today. The 
fact that the autograph of Lincoln 
is the most widely collected of Amer- 
ican autographs today helps to ex- 
plain the amount of material and 
the prices. Every Lincoln collector 
has his own reasons for wanting an 
autograph. It may be for some of 
Lincoln’s great personal qualities — 
or it may be because Lincoln was 
the focal figure in an epic conflict. 
He is the key figure in any collec- 
tion of Civil War material. 

Fortunately for collectors, Lin- 
coln’s autograph is available in many 
forms and in many price ranges. 

The least expensive form of Lin- 
coln’s autograph is his signature. 
Clipped from a document beyond re- 
pair or thoughtlessly cut from a let- 
ter, these signatures, usually “A. 
Lincoln,” sometimes “Abraham Lin- 
coln,” bring about $25. If smudged 
or cut close to the margin, the price 
would be less. 

Among the commonest forms of 
documents signed by Lincoln are mil- 
itary commissions and authorizations 
to affix the seal of the United States. 
It is a pleasure to unfold a vellum 
commission, resplendent with fierce 
eagles, battle flags, and figures in 
antique armor — signed by the pres- 
ident and his secretary of war. In 
fresh condition or, as Oliver Wen- 
dell Holmes wrote, on “vellum rich 
as country cream,” such commis- 
sions bring about $75, an increase 
of about $20 over prices of five years 


ago. 

We should be grateful for the pro- 
cedural formality in connection with 
the affixing of the government seal

to official documents and letters be- 
cause this formality has furnished 
us with an important source of au- 
tographs of the presidents. During 
Lincoln’s administration, the author- 
ity to affix the seal was a pale blue 
quarto form, printed in script, with 
a blank area to be filled in. On this, 
as well as commissions and other of- 
ficial documents, Lincoln was obliged 
to sign his name in full. Such doc- 
uments usually read: 


“T hereby authorize and direct the 
Secretary of State to affix the Seal 
of the United States to-———————_ 
dated this day and signed by me 
and for so doing this shall he his 
warrant. 

“Presidential Signature, 

Washington ra 





The price of these documents de- 
pends upon the importance of the 
matter mentioned. One granting a 
pardon sold at auction during the 
1956-57 season for $50. During the 
1957-58 auction season, the authori- 
zation for an appointment of a spe- 
cial day of humiliation and prayer 
brought $90, and an authorization 
calling for 500,000 volunteers for 
military service sold for $140. In 
the sale of the Oliver R. Barrett 
Lincoln Collection at Parke-Bernet 
Galleries in February, 1952, an au- 
thorization for calling for 300,000 
men brought $110; in the same sale 
an authorization concerning the des- 
ignation of Thursday , November 
26th, as a day of general Thanks- 
giving brought $450. The last four 
items contain only the words “. . .my 
proclamation” or “...a proclamation” 
as clues to their subject matter. To 
complete the story a printed text of 


the proclamation is an _ interesting 
supplement to the official document. 

In contrast with the auction prices 
of Lincoln “authorizations,” a sim- 
ilar document signed by U. S. Grant 
is offered inadealer’s catalog at $11; 
$15 would buy an “authorization” of 
Chester A, Arthur, Franklin Pierce’s 
signature to a document relating to 
the Winnebago Indians was pro- 
ferred at $45 and Buchanan’s au- 
thorization concerning the §’Kallam 
Indians was quoted at $50. 

Another form of Lincoln’s auto- 
graph is the Autograph Note (or 
Endorsement) Signed. This form is 
most frequently addressed to Stan- 
ton on the verso of a letter or peti- 
tion to Lincoln. Lincoln would read 
the letter, turn it over, and write 
his instructions in the “docket” space. 
An interesting example which I saw 
recently was a letter of Maj. Gen. 
W. B. Franklin to G. B. McClellan, 
requesting that Col. C. E. Platt be 
appointed a _ Brigadier General. 
McClellan referred the letter to Lin- 
coln. In his endorsement Lincoln re- 
ferred the letter to General Hal- 
leck, who in turn, ordered the ap- 
pointment to be made. The stellar 
assortment of names doubtless ac- 
counted for the price which the deal- 
er asked for the endorsement: $100. 
A routine endorsement stating: 
“Submitted to the Sec. of War and 
Gen. in Chief, Jan 14, 1864. A. Lin- 
coln” was listed recently by a dealer 
for $77.50. These endorsements fre- 
quently show Lincoln’s mercy to sol- 
diers of the South. An endorsement 
dated February 2, 1864, pardoned 
a Confederate soldier who was cap- 
tured at Chickamauga. Associate 
Justice J. Catron wrote to Lincoln 
describing the circumstances under 
which the youth enlisted in the Con- 
federate Army and_ requested his 
pardon. Lincoln complied: “Let this 
man take the oath of December 8th 
and be discharged. A. Lincoln.” This 
attractive document in fine condition 
was sold by a dealer for $110. In 
the Ryan Sale at Parke-Bernet in 
November, 1958, a _seven-line en- 
dorsement signed brought $100. Dat- 
ed May 12, 18638, Lincoln wrote: 
“Judge Advocate General, please ex- 
amine and report on this case. The 
officer only seeks an honorable dis- 
charge & to avoid a dishonorable 
one. A. Lincoln. May 12, 1863.” 

Endorsements such as these show 
Lincoln’s concern with the most mi- 
nute details of the war. Although 
they were small matters in compar- 
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ison with the great problems Lin- 
coln had to cope with, Lincoln rea- 
lized that one man’s life and one 
man’s pride were important con- 
cerns. 

Fortunate is the collector who has 
a full autograph letter signed by 
Lincoln! Especially desirable are let- 
ters on Executive Mansion station- 
ery. They are characteristically writ- 
ten in rich brown-black ink in Lin- 
eoln’s irregular “up-hill-down-dale” 
fashion. The price of Lincoln letters, 
as with all autographs, depends upon 
the contents of the letter, its date, 
and its condition. At the top of the 
scale stands the auction price of 
$7,500 for a 2%4-page letter, dated 
January 8, 1863, to Major General 
John A. McClernand concerning the 
necessity for the Emancipation Pro- 
clamation and stating: “Still, to use 
a coarse, but expressive figure, bro- 
ken eggs can not be mended. I have 
issued the emancipation proclama- 
tion, and I can not retract it.” This 
letter was sold at auction on May 7, 
1957. It had been sold previously in 
1948, fetching $5,800 at that time. 

At about $5,000 less, or $2,700 to 
be precise, was sold one of the finest, 
and one of the shortest; single let- 
ters in the Barrett Sale. Lincoln haa 
just received the news of Lee’s evac- 
uation of Petersburg and Richmond. 
Grant’s final campaign was in its 
last stage and it appeared to be only 
a matter of days before the long 
war must end. On the letterhead of 
“Headquarters Armies of the United 
States.” Lincoln wrote: 


“City Point, April 2, 

8:15 PM 1865 
“Lieut. General Grant 

Allow me to tender to you, 
and all with you, the nations 
grateful thanks for this addi- 
tional, and magnificent success 
—At your kind suggestion, I 
think I will visit you tomorrow. 

A. Lincoln.”

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The lowest price fetched by any 
holograph Lincoln letter at auction 
recently was for a letter sold, cu- 
riously enough, immediately before 
the highest-price letter, Lincoln’s let- 
ter to McClernand, in May, 1957. 
It was a one-page octavo letter dated 
December 9, 1861, to General McClel- 
lan. In only fair condition, this let- 
ter regarding an appointment 
brought $125. 

Autograph manuscript material, 
signed and unsigned, has fetched 
higher prices than individual auto- 
graph letters signed. For example, 
the Bliss copy of the Gettysburg ad- 
dress was sold in 1949 for $54,000. 
Manuscript notes in the Barrett Sale 
ranged in price from legal briefs at 
$90 to Lincoln’s own copy of press 
reports concerning the Lincoln-Doug- 
las debates with manuscript notes 
and corrections at $24,000. 

Having reviewed prices, it seems 
appropriate to speculate on the sup- 
ply of Lincoln material which might 
become available to collectors in the 
future. It is unlikely that another 
collection such asthe Barrett collec- 
tion will ever come on the market. The 
collection was the work of a life- 
time, begun by Barrett in 1886. when 
he was only thirteen. He garnered 
Lincoln material at a time when peo- 
ple who had known and worked with 
Lincoln were still alive. His collec- 
tion realized $273,610 in 1952. 

With the dispersal of the Barrett 
collection, some material went per- 
manently into institutions and some 
temporarily to collectors. Some of 
the Lincoln collections, initiated or 
augmented by Barrett material, 
may come on the market in the fu- 
ture. And new material? If the time 
comes when it seems impossible for 
any one to discover anything new 
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about Lincoln, that is the time when 
some enterprising collector or biog- 
rapher will find an unmined vein of 
ore. Because of the intensity of in- 
terest in every phase of Lincoln’s 
life, it is probable that most of the 
important data and letters of Lin- 
coln and his contemporaries have al- 
ready come to light, but there is al- 
ways a chance —! j 

Collecting autograph material on 
Lincoln is an expression of national 
regard and interest in one of the 
country’s greatest presidents. Wheth- 
er a clipped signature, an engraved 
commission, or an Executive Man- 
sion autograph letter, it is actually 
something which Lincoln looked at, 
touched, and signed. This is the au- 
tograph collector’s link with great- 
ness,

Loading and Firing the Springfield 


The end of the Civil War saw 
the Army going over to breech- 
loading rifles, but the many thou- 
sands of muzzle-loaders were still at 
hand and still being issued to troops, 
and accordingly, instructions for 
their use were still being given. In 
his book,* dated 1867, Bvt. Major- 
General Emory Upton lists the vari- 
ous maneuvers for the manual of 
arms, marching with them, and for 
our purpose, the means of loading 
and firing. Plate III shows a typ- 
ical musket of that period, the 1855 
Model which could be fired using the 
conventional percussion cap or the

Maynard Paper primer. The Minie 
bullet was in probably almost uni- 
versal usage in the U.S. Army, the 
Maynard primer much less so. Load- 
ing was in nine operations, some- 
times today referred to as loading 
by the numbers; with proper rhythm 
a soldier could load and fire 3-4 
aimed shots in one minute with the 
system. 

Starting on page 27, we load, “by 
the numbers:” 


1. LOAD 
ONE TIME AND ONE MOTION 
178 (Pl. VIII). Make a half face

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to the left, bringing the right foot 
to the front, the heel opposite to and 
against the hollow of the left; car- 
ry the piece diagonally across the 
body; seize it with the left near the 
middle band and lower it till the 
butt strikes the ground about eight 
inches in rear of the left toe, the 
barrel to the front; slip the left 
hand to the muzzle, the forearm 
re iting against the body; carry the 
right hand to the cartridge box. 


2. HANDLE-CARTRIDGE

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The Guajiros 


A cultural island of the primitive 
past — a New World desert in the 
midst of flourishing cities — _ in 
which nomadic food-gatherers follow 
the ways of life of a thousand years 
ago is described in a report just is- 
sued by the Smithsonian Institution. 

This island is the “desert of the 
Guajiros,” a land of drifting sand 
dunes divided between Venezuela and 
Columbia and close to the modern oil 
metropolis of Maracaibo. Described 
by Dr. Raymond A. Crist, geogra- 
pher of the University of Florida, it 
probably constitutes an area unique 
in the world. The Guajiros are 
mixed-blood Indians whose manner 
of living, close to but seemingly little 
influenced by modern civilization ap- 
proximates that of peoples of the re- 
motest Sahara or the Arabian desert. 

Few peoples on earth have a spar- 
ser or more difficult existence, says 
Dr. Crist. The Guajiros, however, 
will exchange it for any other way of 
life only very reluctantly. They are 
familiar with the cities and some- 
times live in them for extended per- 
iods but many return to the desert 
and the ways of their ancestors. 
They maintain‘their own language 
and their own laws and customs. The 
governments of Venezuela 
and Colombia, generally speaking, 
leave them strictly alone. They 
think of themselves neither as Co- 
lumbians nor as Venezuelans, but as 
Guaiiros. 

“The feeling that comes over the 
traveler as he leaves Paraguainoa to 
enter the desert of the Guajiro,” says 
Dr. Crist, “is in many respects com- 
parable to that experienced by one 
boarding a shiv. He is effectively cut 
off from all that goes with his mo- 
dern world.” ; 

The Guajiro, a nomad in a parched 
desert, where water and pasture for 
his flocks are usually in short sup- 
ply, is in constant flight from pur- 
suine death. Dr. Crist continues: 

“Whenever death occurs in a house 
the family abandons it, and no good 
Guaiiro will risk living in the house 
again. After a death the various 


central 


parts of a dwelling are used for a 
while as a place in which to receive 
relatives and friends from a distance, 
but after three or four days the fa- 
mily moves away, at least two or 


three kilometers, and builds another 
house. A new house, substantially 
constructed with cement floor and 
walls and a tin roof, for example, 
was abandoned by the owner after 
the death of a son and left to fall 
into ruin. My interpreter told me 
that he would not leave his house 
because of a death; however, his fa- 
ther-in-law moved 30 _ kilometers 
away when his eldest daughter died 
in childbirth and when his second 
daughter died of galloping pneu- 
monia he moved another 30 kilome- 
ters. Thus a basic cultural factor 
orients the people toward semi-no- 
madism. It will remain potent long 
after heroic attempts have been to 
make the people sedentary by dig- 
ging new wells and teaching new 
techniques of dry farming.” 

Girls are sold in marriage but be- 
fore they can become brides they are 
generally subjected to the process of 
“blanching” or “whitening.” White- 
ness of skin, it seems, is highly 
prized by these sun-and-wind-tanned 
Indians. As described by Dr. Crist: 
One of the most interesting of the 
Guajiro customs is the blanqueo, the 
period of sequestration or confine- 
ment for several months, or even 
years, during puberty. During that 
time, the length depending somewhat 
on her social position, the girl is kept 
indoors and not allowed to see men 
or be seen by them. Kent out of the 
strong wind and the blistering sun 
her skin becomes pale, soft and vel- 
vety. When she comes out of the 
blanqueo she is ready for sale, some- 
what as in our society a girl is ready 
for the marriage market after her 
coming-out party. 

“A man buys a bride for a speci- 
fied number of sheen, goats, cattle. 
and donkeys. or their equivalent in 
eash. His friends help }:im in arriv- 
ing at the bride price — one giving 
a sheep, another two donkeys, an- 
other ten goats. 

“If the bride is the eldest daughter 
her price goes to her father and 
should not be less than the price he 
had to pay for her mother. The 
price of the other daughters belongs 
to the mother or to a maternal uncle. 
A few Guajiros are famous for pos- 
sessing ten or more wives in one 
household. Husbands in_ general, 


however, take the precaution of keep- 
ing their wives in widely separated 
establishments.” 

Dr. Crist found Guajiro society 
strictly matrilineal — consisting of 
the mother, her children, and blood 
relations on the mother’s side, the 
father being but loosely attached to 
the group. A maternal uncle often 
serves as head. The husband controls 
his wife but not the dispositien of 
her children, except for the bride 
price of the first daughter. The 
children live the most impressionable 
years of their lives in a cultural cli- 
mate that is strictly Guajiro. They 
become imbued with the culture of 
their mothers. Whether their fathers 
are Indian, Negro, white, or mestizo 
—and a considerable amount of in- 
termarriage occurs — they steadily 
remain Guajiros. 
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ESKIMO ARTIFACTS 
DETERMINE ORIGIN 


The origin of the Eskimo can be 
traced almost with certainty to the 
late Mesolithic (middle stone) age of 
Europe and Asia. The Eskimos thus 
became the first American people 
whose culture, on the basis of actual 
archeological comparisons, can be 
traced to a specific time and place 
in the Old World. 

This is the conclusion of Dr. Henry 
B. Collins, Eskimo specialist of the 
Smithsonian Institution’s Bureau of 
American Ethnology, after a close 
study of artifacts from this period, 
including those in European mu- 
seums. 

The culture of most of Eurasia 
during this period was characterized 
by microliths, finely flaked small 
stone tools — knives, — pro- 
jectile blades, and the like. Their 
production involved great patience 
and skilled workmanship. Very simi- 
lar implements are found in the Am- 
erican Arctic in early Eskimo and 
pre-Eskimo habitation sites. The 
likenesses to Mesolithic and early 
Neolithic artifacts recently uncov- 
ered near Lake Baikal and along the 
upper Lena River in Siberia are par- 
ticularly strong. This is the most 
likely homeland for the earliest mi- 
grants into the North American Arc- 
tic. They were not Eskimos accord- 
ing to the present pattern, but in 
all probability were closely related 
to their ancestors. 

Says Dr. Collins, whose research 
was assisted by a grant from the 
American Philosophical Society of 
Philadelphia: 

“The microlithic elements that are 
most characteristic of the Mesolithic, 
the so-called geometrics - crescents, 
narrow triangles, etc. — occur in

as England and Ceylon and in inter- 
vening areas of western Europe, 
Scandinavia, Africa, the Middle East, 
and India. The distribution of these 
particular forms is_ strictly Old 
World; they have not been found 
in the American Arctic or anywhere 
in the New World. There are, how- 
ever, specific resemblances in other 
implement types — burins (speciali- 

¢ cutting tools), microblades, and 
cores. General resemblances are 
seen in the small size of the imple- 
ments — microlithic in both areas — 
and the use of “backed” blades, 
which have one edge dulled and 
thickened like a penknife. 

“In Scandinavia we have additional 
striking similarity to early Eskimo— 
flint side blades on projectiles and 
knives. In India and Ceylon, it was

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Kentucky Post Cards 


By LOUISE COLLINS 


Kentucky post cards are not rare, 
but neither are they plentiful. How- 
ever, they are of many interesting 
historical subjects; and, are there- 
fore, worth collecting. 


The Capitol is subject of many 
beautiful cards. The Capitol at 
Frankfort, like the old State House, 
is built in Greek Revival style, and 
is very beautiful, only, the new one 
is very large and stately. The old 
State House is now the home of the 
Kentucky Historical Society. It was 
built in 1827 upon the site of two for- 
mer capitols. Kentucky is one of our 
oldest states, being founded in 1786. 
Frankfort became the capitol in 1792. 
The present capitol was built in 1909. 
Its dome is a replica of that upon 
Napoleon’s tomb, and the stairways 
were copied from those in the Paris 
Opera. The interior of the building 
is almost completely finished in mar- 
ble. The annex was built in 1952. 
It alone cost six million dollars. 


Good interior views of the Capitol 
show the state reception room, the 
Kentucky Court of Appeals, and sev- 
eral murals from the walls. Among 
the murals are the Treaty of Wal- 
aga, in which the Cherokee Indians 
sold Kentucky to the Transylvania 
Land Company; and Daniel Boone 
taking the first view of the “Beauti- 
ful level of Kentucky.” Another in- 
teresting view is a small vignette of 
the Capitol, against a background of 
a large tobacco leaf, with the caption, 
“The Pride of Kentucky.” 4 


Old Kentucky cards of a general 
nature are interesting. One is a “typ- 
ical” Kentucky Colonel with his 
mint julep. There is a very nice card 
by Wrenn and King, Importers and 
Publishers, Lexington, Kentucky, 
which has a beautiful lady and a 
beautiful horse and James Whitcomb 
Riley’s poem, “Kentucky Thorough- 
breds”

There are 
nice old cards — some handpainted— 
made by Kraemer Art Co., Cincinna- 
ti, Ohio, which show hemp fields and 
hemp breaking. Some clever views 
show stills in the heart of the moun- 
tains. Some show beautiful farm 
girls (a little on the corn-fed side) 
with aprons and sun bonnets, feeding 
ears of corn to beautiful horses.

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There are pictures of sheep raising 
and of the broad rolling fields in the 
blue-grass region. 

Some of the first cards we received 
from Kentucky were Natural Bridge, 
east of Winchester; Chimney Rock, 
near Daniel Boone’s Cave; and 
views of Cumberland and Kentucky 
Rivers, 

Ashland, Kentucky, has_ several 
good views, including a good public 
library view. 

From Bardstown, Kentucky, come 
a number of good views. There is 
the old Stone Inn, now the Talbott 
Tavern. It was built in 1779, and 
is considered to be one of the oldest 
hotels to be in continuous operation 
anywhere west of the Allegheny 
Mountains. It has thick stone walls 
and heavy poplar beams, and open 
fireplaces. In the coffee shop Ken- 
tucky smoked hams hang from the 
rafters. 

One of the interesting sites at 
Bardstown is Federal Hill, Known as 
“My Old Kentucky Home.” It was 
built in 1795 as a summer home for 
John Rowan Sr., a young lawyer in 
Louisville, Kentucky. The bricks of 
this house were made in England; 
janded at Newport News, Virinia: 
and brought on sledges. drown by 
oxen. driven by slaves, along 2 In- 
dian Trails across the mountains. The 
trip was made during the winte °s 
the sledves made better time on 
snow. But what Federal Hill is b 
ter known for today is the fact the 
in August. 1852. Stenhen Collins Fos- 
ter was visiting there, and there he 
wrote his famous song, “My Old 
Kentuckv Home” There are views 
of the front and side, of the sreat 
hall with its beautiful stair and the 
kitchen with large open hearth and 
cranes. There are also cards of the 
sons and a vignette of an old slave 
cabin. 

St. Joseph’s Cathedral at Bards- 
town is remarkable. _ It contains 
paintings donated by Louis Philline, 
who as Duke of Orleans visited Bard- 
stown in 1897. 

The interesting old Square at 
Bowling Green is viewed on an old 
Rotographeard. There is a modern 
view of the beautiful First Baptist 
Church. built in 1913 to accommodate 
a congregation originally organized 
in 1818. 

From Corbin, Kentucky. we have a 
neat view of a neat little Carnegie 
Library. 

Old views of Covington, Kentucky, 
show the St. Elizabeth Hospital. 
Sixth Street West of Madison, Old 
City Building, and St. Mary’s Ca- 
thedral. 

Several beautiful views come from 
the Cumberland Falls State Park 
near Corbin. In several views, the 
falls look almost like a little Nia- 


ara. 

A beautiful view of Benson Valley 
shows a distant view of Frankfort 
with the cavitol dome in view. Main 
Street at Frankfort as viewed from 
Memorial Bridge shows a very com- 
pact and old town. The State Ar- 
senal viewed on a new chrome card, 
was built in 1850. Interesting sets 
of cards show famous distilleries - 
some very old - others new - along 
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the outskirts of Frankfort. All have 
attractive grounds. 

Old Fort Harrod is an historic 
spot. Kentucky’s first school was 
taught here in a log cabin in 1776. 
The first teacher was Mrs. William 
Coomes. 

Modern views show Fort Knox 
with its troop barracks, its officers 
quarters, the 120,000 acre site, and 
its United States Gold Depository. 

From Hazard we have a view of 
the Power Plant. From Harlan we 
have views of the exterior and of 
the altar of the Methodist Church. 
From Henderson comes our view of 
the Audubon Memorial Museum in 
Audubon State Park. From Hickman 
a view of Main Street in black and 
white is modern, showing autos and 
neon signs. From Hodgensville there 
are old Kraemer cards showing Wa- 
ter Street looking West, and very old 
small Methodist and Baptist Chur- 
ches. 

Lexington has had a number of 
views on cards. There is “Hamburg 
Place,” famous stock farm belonging 
to J. E. Maddens. There is an inter- 
esting view of the “Kingston Stud” 
Stock Farm; “Green Hills,” home of 
J. B. Higgin; General Morgan’s 
home; the Dixiana Farm; Idle Hour 
Farm, owned by Col. E. R. Bradley; 
and Spindletop Stock Farm. © There 
are several views of the Great Ken- 
tucky Futurity races at Lexington, 
a picture of the Lexington Reservoir, 
of Main Street, and of Boone’s Tun- 
nel near Lexington. 

We find we have a number of 
Louisville views published around 
1905 in Philadelphia by J. Murray 
Jordan. They are black and white 
with white space on the view side 
for signature of the sender. These 
show Hogan Fountain at Cherokee 
Park, the Louisville Medical College, 
Scene on the Ohio River Girls High 
School, Entrance to Cave Hill Ceme- 
tery, Dental College, Masonic Build- 
ing, City Hall, Union Station, and 
Armory Building. Rotograph cards 
nicture some of the same scenes, also 
views of Shawnee Park. 

Colored views of 1908-1910 of 
Louisville show Saint Mary and 
Elizabeth Hospital, Manual Training 
School, Boys’ High School, Southern 
Baptist Theological Seminary, Trin- 
ity Methodist Church, Spring and 
Big Rock both at Cherokee Park, 
Fourth Avenue showing Paul Jones 
and Lincoln Buildings. New cards 
show Broadway at Third, Henry 
Watterson Hotel, Ohio River Falls, 
Grotto of Our Lady of Lourdes, Wal- 
nut Street Baptist Church, Warren 
Memorial, First Christian, and the 
Cathedral of the Assumption. Also 
there are views of Fourth Street 
and of the Municipal Boat Harbor. 

Churchill Downs on Derby Day is 
the subject of any number of cards. 
They show races beginning, winners, 
and crowds at the races from year 
to year. 

Mammoth Cave, Kentucky is the 
inspiration for many other interest- 
ing cards. These include onyx ovil- 
lows, Martha Washington Statue, 
various formations, and Echo River. 

Mayfield, Ky., has good chrome 
type cards. Outstanding is the one 
of the Woolridge monuments at 


February, 1959 


Maplewood cemetery. Col. Henry 
Woolridge alone is buried in the plot, 
but his whole family is portrayed 
in marble statues imported from 
Italy in the 1890’s prior to his death. 

High Bridge and the Kentucky 
River are pictured on Detroit cards 
and stamped by the Union News Co. 
The Madison, Ky., Baptist Church, 
the Academy at Nazareth, York 
Street at Newport, and Corpus 
Christi Church at Newport are all 
good cards. 

There are new chrome views of 
a sports center and the swank coun- 
try club at Owensboro, also an old 
view of the Settle Memorial Method- 
ist Church. 

A very old Albertype card shows 
an old-time wharf scene at Padu- 
cah. The boats pictured are old side 
or stern wheelers with two or three 
decks. Another harbor scene - from 
Paducah (valentine card) shows also 
several old time house boats. 

There are good post office views 
from a number of towns, good col- 
lege views, and many old court 
house views, also other church and 
library views. 

A bird’s eye view of Pineville was 
made from the top of a mountain. 
There are several views from Shaker 
Village. This village was founded 
by the Shaker Society over a hundred 
years ago. The Shakers were a hap- 
py, wholesome, thrifty group who 
left in this village an interesting 
monument to themselves. 

Our newest cards of Kentucky are 
the museum, studios, and Country 
Store at Renfro Valley. One of our 
older cards is the residence of Ex- 
Governor Knott, with an inset of 
his honor. 

Several cards have the poem “In 
Kentucky,” a poem of superlatives, 
written by a clever Irishman, J. H 
Mulligan. It ends: 

“The songbirds are the sweetest 

In Kentucky; 

The thoroughbreds are fleetest 

In Kentucky; 

Mountains tower proudest 

Thunder peals the loudest 

The landscape is the grandest 


And Politics - the damnedest 
In Kentucky!”’

H. G. Fairman 


Word has been received from A.

Designed to please the hearts and 
fit the hands of elves, gremlins and 
jeprechauns, are the miniature tools 
artfully contrived by the skilled hards 
cf jeweler, Newton I. Clarke, a Bal- 
timore, Md. craftsman. 

Most of the tool models are just 
2s workable and useful as their giant 
counterparts which served as models. 
Blades cut, and parts move, and they 
are made of silver, copper, nickle and 
aluminum. Some, like the hammers 
and serew drivers, have handles of 
clear plastic. 

To make them, Clarke used the 
same tools he employed at his jewelry- 
making, and he used the same end- 
less patience and precision. 

The miniature tool collection has 


' gained steady fame in hobby circles. 
_ consisting of nearly 200 tools, each 


fashioned to fit a tiny hand, with 
only a few longer than a cigarette in 
size. These marvels of craftsmanship 
include beautifully wrought saws, 
hammers, planes, shears, soldering 
irons and about every type of tool 
that would find favor with the ama- 
teur do-it-yourselfer, or would grace 
the tool board of the most critical 
mechanic. 

Fitted into the pictured folding 
glass covered wooden case that meas- 
ures a scant 12x14 inches, is a sil- 
ver too] box, one inch long, into which 
is nested the following miniature tools 
made of silver: 2 hammers, 3 saws, 
a drill, “L’” square, plumb line,

are still persons waiting outside; I 
hear their voices now!’ He then 
hastily retired by the private way, 
which had recently been constructed 
in the rear of the anteroom.” 

Added to problems of state were 
Lincoln’s “private sorrows, which 
deepened the native sadness of his 
countenance—especially the loss of 
his two tenderly-loved boys, the one 
before, the other after, his elevation 
to the Presidency. A wide range of 
emotions—the extremes of sunlight 
and shadow—passed successively 
over those masculine features, in all 
of which strength and power were 
manifest.” 

Barrett was amazed at Lincoln’s 
exceedingly acute memory, saying he 
recalled “countenances, dates, names 
and incidents, after long years might 
be thought to have effaced them 
from his mind.” Reminiscing in de- 
tail when he first met a youth, 
newly arrived in Illinois, named Ste- 
phen Douglas, Lincoln said, “He was 
then extremely thin—being so short 
in stature, too—I think he was about 
the least man I ever saw.” 

Memory was an indispensable hand 
maid to Lincoln’s deft use of jokes 
and anecdotes. Calling his humor 
“proverbial,” Barrett wrote, “Yet 
nothing could be wider of the mark 
than to represent him as a ‘jesting’ 
trifler. A trifler he never was, or a 
jester in any proper sense. His 
‘stories’ had always a logical rela- 
tion to his main subject of conver- 
sation. They were never his own in- 
ventions. He resorted to them for 
illustrations, or as a gentle method 
of putting off importunities, or of 
avoiding a commital for which he 
was unprepared. 

“To a zealous advocate for more 
radical measures in regard to slav- 
ery, for instance, early in the war, 
he spoke of the vivid impression 
made on his mind by one of the 
fables of Aesop — an edition of 
which, illustrated by plain wood-cuts, 
he read in very early life—in which 
certain zealous philanthropists are 
represented as endeavoring to change 
the color of a negro’s skin by assid- 
uous washing; their labors effecting 
nothing except to give him a cold, 
of which he nearly died. 

“This tale, with its rude illustra- 
tion, had an abiding lesson for him, 
and when told in his peculiar man- 
ner, its moral could not be without 
effect, in at least parrying com- 
plaints, if not repressing untimely 
zeal.” 

Lincoln’s sense of humor frequently 
was his antidote for melancholia 
and despair, Barrett explains, say- 
ing: “The genuine humor which he 
possessed, is of a kind nearly allied 
to genius, and its invariable accom- 
paniment. It relieved many a_hard 
exigency of his life, and saved him 
from an unbroken gloom, toward 


which, at times, he gravitated.” 

A striking instance of this occur- 
red early one day in i862 when a 
Congressman arrived soon after the 
news of a Union battlefront defeat 
that was cause for great anxiety. 
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Lincoin began telling him a humor- 
ous anecdote. Angered at this levity, 
the Congressman, rising, exclaimed 
vehemently, “Mr. President, I did 
not come here this morning to hear 
stories; it is too serious a time.” 

Lincoln’s smile vanished as he re- 
plied, “Sit down! I respect you as an 
earnest, sincere man. You can not be 
more anxious than I am constantly, 
and I say to you now, that were it 
not for this occasional vent I should 
die!” 

Humor and melancholia alternated 
on Lincoln’s last day. Barrett re- 
corded: “After the Cabinet meeting 
on the 14th of April, the President 
was in unusually buoyant spirits. 
His remaining tasks evidently seem- 
ed lighter than ever before. His 
gladsome humor was noticed by his 
friends.” 

Soon this “sunlight” went into a 
sharp eclipse. Barrett wrote, “As he 
went on an afternoon drive with 
Mrs. Lincoln, she could not forbear 
an expression of slight foreboding, 
suggested by this change of manner: 
‘It was thus with you,’ she said, 
‘just before our dear Willie’s death.’ 
The allusion to this event, the de- 
pressing effects of which, during 
more than three years, had never 
been effaced, cast a shadow on his 
heart. 

“But in a moment he replied, 
speaking of the impossibility of ac- 
counting for such transitions of 
mood. The passing thought was 
quickly gone, to be recalled only by 
subsequent realities. Mr. Lincoln 
talked of the future, and of the 
hopes he indulged of happier hours 
during his second term than he had 
been permitted to enjoy during that 
which was passed. . .’” 

Mrs. Lincoln couldn’t forget that 
momentary shadow. Describing the 
President’s departure for Ford’s 
Theater that fateful night Barrett 
relates: “Mrs. Lincoln, as if some 
presentiment restrained her. seemed 
reluctant to go, but the President 
was unwilling that those who had 
seen the announcement should be 
totally disappointed” (The afternoon 
newspapers had announced the Presi- 
dent would attend that evening’s per- 
formance of “The American Cousin.”) 

Believing Lincoin’s greatness em- 
anated from his sagacious interpre- 
tation of Democracy, Barrett wrote: 
“As a ruler, no man ever took the 
people into his confidence so un- 
reservedly and fully—discarding the 
diplomatic devices of European 
statesmanship, which erect so many 
barriers between the governing and 
the governed. His policy was un- 
feignedly democratic. 

“In accepting a great public trust, 
he endeavored always to be in har- 
mony with those who gave it. He 
carried out the popular will, so far 
as in him lay, discarding the im- 
perial idea which would force the 
masses into subjection to the will 
of one leading mind. 


“He was ‘controlled by events,’ and 
‘did not control them,’ after the vain 
imagination of a Napoleon. His 
strength lay in striving to embody 
and execute the mind of the nation, 
not to direct its thought and will. 
The greatness of Mr. Lincoln lay not 
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in contesting, defying, or deluding 
the masses in their purposes, but in 
giving those purposes development 
and effect. . .” 

Foremost among Barrett’s obser- 
vations are those explaining how 
the President endeared himself to 
the masses, for, although elected “‘by 
the people,” for a long time, he was 
not considered “of the people.” Bar- 
rett says, “He grew upon the af- 
fections and confidence of the people, 
which he had no art for suddenly 
captivating. . His honors were 
duly ripened in the open air and 
sunlight—never forced to an arti- 
ficial ruddiness or unnatural pro- 
portions under cover. . .” 

Then,

American tradition of “from the 
cabin to the White House, from a 
lowly birth to an honored death at 
the summit of human glory. All the 
space, from the nethsrmost to the 
topmost round of the ladder—with 
the aid of no adventitious circum- 
stances, and in spite ef the most 
depressing hindrances — was thus 
surmounted by the once obscure 
worker.” 


These are but a few of Barrett’s f 


first hand comments contained in 


his 842 page biography which ac- } 


cents the “re-discovery” of such 
works offers zest in the collecting of 
books and anecdotes about famous 


Americans. Happily, eariy and old > 


beoks about Lincoln are still avail- 
able, and sometimes, 
would least expect to find them. 
The copy of Barrett’s book from 
which this article was written had 
long resided in the deep South in a 
home where the family, for several

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CARL SANDBERG 
AT GALESBURG 


By CYRIL CLEMENS 


A warm Indian summer sun shone 


_ on Carl Sandburg, the great Ameri- 
ean poet and biographer as_ thou- 


sands gathered on October 6, 1958, to 
celebrate the Galesburg Lincoln - 
Douglas debate centennial, and to 
pay homage to the eighty-one year 


| old man-of-letters at his birthtown. 


The small brown cottage where the 


| poet was born in the center of a mo- 


dest residential district, marked now 
by a granite boulder and bronze 
paque; the campus of old Lombard 


| College (now incorporated with Knox 
| College) where he attended; the mea- 


dow of Knox College, citadel of the 
abolitionist movement of a century 
azo, were each in turn seen by thou- 
sands of visitors. 

Sandburg himself was in excellent 
spirits and enjoyed all the programs 
tremendously and _ frequently re- 


' marked to “bystanders” that it was 
_ grand fun. He was surrounded by 
| “voungsters” in their 50s, 60s and 


70s, but they were his friends — if 


| not exactly his contemporzries. 


Sandburg announced that he was 
going to give the faculty of Knox 
College a little talk in Swedish at a 
private dinner that had been ar- 
ranged for him. Galesburg is the 
site of an important Swedish colony, 


| for many Swedes came to settle in 


the town from Bishop’s Hill com- 
munal project about a century ago, 
and Sandburg is undoubtedly the 
most celebrated son. 


The poet was supposed to “plant 


| trees” on the old campus of, Lombard 


College which he attended and which 
closed in 1931 and is now a junior 
high school. 

But the ceremony was put off un- 
til afternoon because his friends had 
kept him out until 2:00 A.M. at a 
banquet in the Custer Hotel. Sand- 
burg had anted an “informal little 
party.” But giving a liberal inter- 
pretation to “informal”, the program 
committee rented the small hotel 
ballroom for the event. Needless to 
say it was filled to overflowing. And 
when more than 1,000 people began 
crowding in to see the white thatched 
poet, banquet tables had to be knock- 
ed down and camp chairs brought in. 

Otto Harbach, the famed composer 
and Sandburg’s close friend, was 
present, and so was Paul, Cunning- 
ham, president of the American So- 
ciety of Composers, Authors and 
Publishers. Evar Swanson, Knox 
college alumnus, who had been a pro- 
fessional football star, was General 
Chairman. 

All the speakers were long-time 
friends of the poet . . . Fanny But- 


cher of The Chicago Tribune’s Ma- 
gazine of Books; Edward Steichen, 
photographer; Harbach, and Sewall 
Wright. son of Philip Green Wright, 
former Knox college professor, who 
was the first to recognize Sandburg’s 
writing ability and give it the en- 
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couragement that young writers so 
sorely need. 

While some two thousand people 
watched on the Knox College Cam- 
pus, Avard Fairbanks, Salt Lake City 
sculptor who had just executed two 
large plaques of Lincoln and Doug- 
las, bid fair to steal the show from 
Sandburg by thumping out a life size 
head of the poet from the very clay 
he had used to mould the head of 
Abraham Lincoln. 

All this took place on the left side 
of the podium while Sandburg was 
speaking, reading his 1937 Ode, 
“Youth and Pioneers” and telling the 
people that “the professor has be- 
come a figure of terror’ because of 
his work on atomic research. 

And then, with the assistance of 
Vernon M. Welsh, Chicago attorney 
and chairman of the Knox College 
board, Sandburg brought out his gui- 
tar and .ang a couple of ballads, for 
a most enthusiastic and responsive 
audience; concluding with the ballad, 
“In the State of Illinois.” 

With a stiff breeze blowing in the 
microphones and low flying air- 
planes overhead, Sandburg’s voice 
sounded something like a grackle’s 
but the crowd loved it. 

Lincoln and Douglas weren’t bo- 
thered by airplanes,” he remarked as 
he helped Welsh put the guitar away. 

The climax of the four day centen- 
nial celebration was an re-enactment 
of the debate on the campus before 
Old Main, the Knox college adminis- 
tration building, on the exact spot 
where Lincoln and Stephen A. Dou- 
glas, the “little giant” and silver 
tongued orator of the Democratic 
party, stood. 

Before we parted at the end of the 
festivities. Sandburg kindly wrote 
the following in my greeting book: 

Dear Cyril Clemens: I thought it 

nice that the Louisville Courier-Jour- 

nal had an editorial saying the best

In the realm of game-cards there 
are many families that have re- 
mained unchanged through many 
generations, Perhaps that can be ac- 
counted for by the fact that par- 
ents and grandparents like to buy 
their offspring toys and games which 
they remember fondly from their 
own childhood. Whatever the reason, 
the hardiest and most long lived 
families in England are those of 
Mr. Dose the Doctor, Mr. Bones the 
Butcher, Mr. Pots the Painter, and 
all the rest of the group in the old 
game of “Happy Families.” Although 
new names and new designs have 
made their appearance from time to 
time, the buying public has_ stub- 
bornly resisted them in favor of 
the old familiar ones which are still 
being manufactured, and are vir- 
tually the same as when they first 
were issued in the early 1800’s.

“Happy Families” is a game of 
the Rummy variety, as are most chil- 
dren’s games. There are twelve fam- 
ilies, or books, of four cards each; 
usually the father, the mother, and 
a son and daughter making up the 
group. 

Across the water there was an 
American counterpart in the game 
of “Dr. Busby.” This consisted of 
Dr. Busby and his family, Dr. Bus- 
by’s coachman and the coachman’s 
family, Busby’s gardener and the 
gardener’s family, etc. The game ap- 
peared around 1840 and enjoyed pop- 
ularity up to the twentieth century; 
but “Dr. Busby” did not follow 
through in the unchanged tradition 
of his English cousins. Perhaps the 
Yankees’ constitutional love of nov- 
elty and change brought about the 
many variations which have been 
seen in the game. 


HARRY HOPP 
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Ore innovation of the 1880’s fea- 
tured caricatures of well-known 
American types—the politico “Judge 
Stern” and his family, the social- 
climbing “Thistle-Klippers,” and the 
country-bred “Cornbelt”’ clan. Anoth- 
er popular version during the early 
i900’s had families from the funny- 
papers: “Katzenjammers,” ‘“Hooli- 
gans,”’ and so forth. However, the 
traditional “Busby” characters con- 
tinued to crop up occasionally; this 
writer has seen a set reissued in the 
late 1930’s, from fairly old plates. 

From time to time games have 
been issued with families from fa- 
mous novels, notably those of Dick- 
ens, but apparently these were not 
popular, and were very short lived. 

There have been many games of 
the “Old Maid” variety, and these 
may be considered families in a 
sense, when it is seen that invari- 
ably the same types appear over and 
over (“Miss Flirt,” “Absent-minded 
Professor,” “Merry Widow,” “Col- 
lege Kid,” to name a few). 

Of late years there had been a 
learth of “family” games, until 
Walt Disney started assembling his 
pantheon of deities — from Mickey 
Mouse on through the latest Disney- 
land denizens — in card games for 
the modern generation. 

Apparently “families”

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Garnets of the World 


By H. DOUGLAS BROWN 


While garnets are relatively com- 
mon, they may, by their especially 
fine color, be worthy of the term 
“precious gems.” One garnet nearly 
as large as an apple, in the Los 
Angeles County Museum, has a rare 
color between amethyst and crimson. 
Flawless and clear, this gem is worth 
at least $5,000. 

In acid regions (meaning those 
largely of granite types), garnets 
are apt to be found. Almost all 
tungsten deposits have associated 
garnets. It follows that if you find 
garnet in place, you should also 
look for tungsten minerals. 

Garnets come in almost all colors. 
The red ones as a class are the iron 
garnets. However, the small red ones 
found in metamorphosed rock may 
be magnesium garnets. The Ameri- 
can Mineral Guide lists many areas 
in the United States which produce 
garnets. Regions such as north of 
San Francisco, near Yuma, the high 
Cascades north of Snoqualmie Pass 
in Washington, Gore Mountain, in 
New York, the Blue Ridge of Nozth 
Carolina; all are rich garnet areas. 


From the world’s garnet areas, a 
reddish yellow garnet comes from 
Ceylon. Smaller ones from Russia 
and the above noted California lo- 
cality. Rose pink garnets in white 
marble come from Mexico. The al- 
mandite garnet of finest quality 
comes from Asia Minor. Pyrope is 
the fiery red type and comes largely 
from South Africa. Rhodolite is a 
pink variety and found in North 
Carolina. The yellow-green garnet is 
known as demantoid garnet and 
comes from the Urals. Burma pro- 
duces several types. 

Grossulerite garnet may resemble 
jade, in fact some from the Trans- 
vaal have been sold as jade. This 
type occurs in Oregon over a wide 
belt from the John Day valley west 
to the Pacific Ocean. It is found in 
the streams. in ledges and even the 
ocean beaches. Its colors range 
through all the colors of the rain- 
bow. The most prized is light avple 
green. It may vary in one piece from 
green to pink, or green to brown. 
It is heavy like jade and has a hard- 
ness of seven in the Moh’s scale. It 
is much more easy to work than the 
more obviously crystalline types. In 
fact it is hard to find any evidence 
even with a glass of some of the 
Oregon Coast grossulerite. Tt is like 
jade, greasy to the touch. One light 
green boulder of this material is in 
the Pacific Museum and weighs near- 
ly forty pounds. It came from Gold 
Beach, Ore. 

The largest garnets in regular 
shape in the U.S. come from the 
Tehon Ranch south of Bakersfield, 
Calif. However, larger ones in modi- 
fied shave come from mid-western 
Idaho. Wrangell, Alaska, is close to 
a large garnet area and Eskimos 
will meet you on the street with 
specimens both loose or in the rock 


matrix, and offer them for-sale at 
25c to $1 apiece. 

The writer suggests that while the 
grossulerite types (frequently called 
jade) are being found, the collector 
should get some as they are not 
common and the source may soon 
be depleted.

BILLINGSLEY 


Coat-of-Arms 








By HAZEL KRAFT EILERS 





_ This armorial bearing of the Billingsley family is 
listed as No. 520 in the New England Historical Socie- 
ty’s “Roll of Arms”; is described in the Visitation of 
Shropshire, dated 1623; and is also found emblazoned 
in “The Billingsley Family in America,’ compiled by 
Harry Alexander Davis, and published in 1936. 


Translated into non-Heraldic terms: A silver (ar- 
gent) shield charged with a black (sable) cross voided 
between four black lions (“of the second” color named) 
standing erect on their hind legs (rampant) and en- 
closing five black six-pointed stars with wavy edges 
(estoiles). Crest - Crouching on a green (vert) mound, 
a gold (or} lion with black (sable) spots. 


The large plain cross is one of the nine so-called 
Honourable Ordinaries, straight-sided figures one-third 
the width of the shield, and on which other symbols 
might be charged. These were the first symbols used 
on shields, and this form of a cross (there are about 
200 forms) was first adopted by those who had actually 
served in the Crusades. The cross is the most honorable 
charge to be found in Heraldry and is the express badge 
of the Christian, “signifying unto us tribulations and 
affliction.” “‘Voided” signifies a cross or other charge 
which has the middle cut so that the field is seen through 
it, and nothing but its outward hem or hedge is left. 


The estoile also indicates Crusader ancestry. The es- 
toile is a six-pointed star with wavy edges and is em- 
blematical of the man above the ruder sort of man 
whose influence for good is shed afar, as the beams 
of a star. 


The lion is the king of beasts, denoting outstanding 
service to his country and deathless courage. 


The leopard’s spots represent the eyes of Providence 
looking in every direction. Thus, the leopard is far- 
seeing. The leopard also represents a valiant and har- 
dy warrior who enterprises hazardous things by force 
and courage. 
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of the Crest” 


Colors depict the character of the original bearer, 
and are granted only if he be worthy. Silver signifies 
sincerity and peace; sable, the fur lining of royal robes, 
constancy and nobility; gold, generosity and elevation 
of mind; green, strength and sturdiness, 


A complete Coat-of-Arms is comprised of the shield 
on which are emblazoned the charges granted as honors; 
the Knight’s helmet; the mantling thrown over the hel- 


met; the wreath or scarf, with six strands showing, [> 


which rests upon the head and supports the crest; the 
crest; the motto; and supporters (if granted). The 
bearing may be emblazoned without the crest or helmet, 
but it is not complete, because the knight always went 
out clad in his full uniform. The mantling was worn 
to protect the man’s neck from the heat of the sun’s 
rays, the armour from rust during rainy weather, and 
to foil the enemy’s sword. The artist may design his 
own mantling, but it must be painted the main color 
of the shield, lined with the main metal. The wreath’s 
six strands must be alternately metal and color. 


The above Armorial Bearing is ascribed to the five [ 


sons of John and Agatha Billingsley of Shropshire, Eng- 
land, and Rotterdam, Netherlands. These five sons were 
early settlers in Virginia. John was born about 1587, 
the third son of Francis and Bridgett (Vernon) Billings- 
ley. Prior to 1612 he married Agatha (last name un- 
known) who was born about 1593. They became con- 
nected with the Quakers and when they were forced to 
leave England in the late 1630’s they settled in Holland 
with their large family. John died sometime before 
1659, and his widow died in Rotterdam in 1666. They 
had issue eleven children—five of whom migrated to 
Vireinia: John, born County Salop, England about 1612; 
James born 1616; Thomas born 1618; Francis born 1620; 
and William born 1628. 


John (1612-1659) was a planter and merchant. He 
was granted 500 acres of land at Chucatuck, Nansemond 
Co., Va., but this land was wholly confiscated during 
the period when all Quakers were forced to leave the 
Colony of Virginia. Subsequently this land was returned 
to John’s heirs, as we find a document dated “ye 18th 
of Nov. 1671”... “To all ... Now know ye that I, 
the said Wm. Berkeley, Knt. Governour, etc., do give 
and graunt unto George and Henry Billingsley five hun- 
dred acres of land according to ye anchent lawfull 
bounds thereof, situate lying and being in Chuckatuck 
in Nansemond County, formerly graunted to John Bil- 
lingsley and lately found to escheat to his Majtie .. “4 
(Reference: Virginia Magazine of History and Biog- 
raphy, Vol. 29). 


A deposition made by John Cobreath in 1678 states 
that he carried letters from “John Billingsley, living 
in Chuckatuck, Nansemond County, Va., to his mother 
Agatha Billingsley, living in the City of Rotterdam, 
Holland, and delivered sd letters to her and brought 
answer to them to ye sd John... .” 


In 1650 an Edward James was awarded 350 acres 
of land for transporting (among others) William and 
Thomas Billingsley to Virginia. William remained. in 
Virginia, but Thomas was of Maryland, 1656. 


Of these five brothers, Francis was the only one 
who left male issue to the third generation. Francis 
was born in Shropshire, England; removed to Holland 
with his parents; was of Virginia 1649; and of Mary- 
land 1652, William’s only grown child, Sarah Ann, mar- 
ried her first cousin, John Billingsley, a son of Fran- 
cis. John and Thomas each had sons, but no grandsons 
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to carry on the Billingsley name; and James left no 
issue. 


Sarah, a daughter of Thomas, married four times. 
She had two children by her first husband, John Rob- 
erts; and one each by her subsequent husbands—John 
Clare, John Hance and a Mr. Harris. Her children were 
thus named Mary Roberts, Robert Roberts, John Clare, 
Elizabeth Hance and Benjamin Harris. With this confu- 
sion, we can hope that her fourth husband, Mr. Harris, 
was also named John. 


Dr. James Levin Billingslea, born in Harford Co., 
Maryland in 1804, died in 1881. He practiced medicine, 
later became a wholesale druggist, and in 1865 was 
elected State Senator on the Republican ticket. Dr. James 
was a seventh generation descendant of Francis Bil- 
lingsley, and sometime during these intervening years 
the family severed their connection with the Quakers, 
for when he married Susan Haines in 1833 she was dis- 
owned by the Quakers for marrying out of the faith. 


The Billingsley ancestry is well documented for gen- 
erations back in England, as the line can be traced in 
the Visitation of Shropshire dated 1623. On the accom- 
panying pedigree as compiled by the Herald, or an 
assistant, the ancestry of John, third son of Francis and 
Bridgett (Vernon) Billingsley, may be followed easily. 


The Heralds’ Visitations are records of the highest 
importance to genealogists. When the Heralds were first 
incorporated in the reign of Richard III, their province 
appears to have extended no further than the prevent- 
ing of more than one family from using the same escut- 
cheon. The right to bear arms was inquired into and 
regular visitations were made every twenty-five to thir- 
ty years. The Heralds kept registers containing pedigree 
and arms, especially of nobility and gentry, until the 
close of the seventeenth century. The register books 
kept by the Heralds and their assistants during these 
visitations contain the pedigrees and arms of the nobil- 
ity and gentry signed by the heads of their respective 
families, and are of extreme value to genealogists. 


The Billingsley (Billingsly, Billingslea) Family in 
America (1936): by H. A. Davis is a very complete gen- 
ealogy covering the years down to the date of publica- 
tion. Checking back through this genealogy on Billing- 
sley names found in county histories, patriotic lineage 
books, the National Cyclopedia of American Biography, 
Who’s Who in America,~etc., I had no difficulty trac- 
ing the ancestry of the individuals named. This is a 
fortunate family to have such excellent records on each 
side of the Atlantic. 


However, as Mr. Davis points out, there were others 
of the name who settled later in America whose ances- 
try has not been traced. Among this list he names 
Thomas Billingsley who migrated to America about 1830 
and settled in Allegheny Co., Pennsylvania, where he 
married, prior to 1834, Matilda George. A James Billing- 
sley born in Donegal, Ireland, in 1775, settled in Mercer 
Co., Pennsylvania, about 18837; an Edward born about 
1810 in Bowling, York, England, migrated to Canada 
and later removed to Girard, Ill; Samuel born 1815 
in Ireland settled in Carbon Co., Pennsylvania; Alex- 
ander and John Billingsley came from Belfast, Ireland, 
to Delaware: and a John Billingsley, born in 1846, was 
the son of Robert who was born in Co. Down, Ireland, 
who was the son of Alexander Billingsley born in Wales.

catalogued his cards, and he consul- 
ted Mr. Scheuner often. Several 
years ago, on a trip to Florida, Mr. 
Fairman brought his family by and 
paid us and our cards a visit. He 
was pleasant and interested, and dis- 
cussed our small collection, and look- 
ed at many items. At the time we 
did not know and could not tell how 
small our house and our collection 
must have looked to him. The Fair- 
mans were all, including his two pre- 
cious little daughters, very friendly 
and gracious. 


In addition to post cards, Mr. Fair- 
man had many of the finest bejewel- 
ed military and diplomatic orders of 
many old European Nobility and even 
Royalty. He had many Chinese gold 
snuff boxes, many fine etchings and 
drawings of American Indians, masks 
from Africa, and other worthwhile 
collections. In spite of an unusually 
busy life in business and community 
affairs, Mr. Fairman was a collector 
of collectors and knew much about 
every collection that he had. That he 
numbered post cards among the 
things in which he was interested, 
did much to promote the collection of 
post cards from juvenile to adult 
status.

noted, there was the same preponder- 
ance of microblades as at early sites 
in the American Arctic. Edge flakes 
in the India and Ceylon collections, 
struck from the edge of a bifaced 
blade, -were identical with those 
from Southampton Island in Hudson 
Bay. Flakes of this kind recur as 
important features of the Mesolithic 
and early Neolithic of Mongolia. The 
Mongolian collections also contain 
enormous numbers of microblades 
identical with early Eskimo types. It 
is only in Mongolia that we find such 
blades comparable in quantity and 
form to those from various Arctic 
sites. 

“Of even greater importance to 
our problem are materials from the 
region of Lake Baikal and the upper 
Lena River excavated mostly by the 
Soviet archeologist, Dr. A. P. Oklad- 
nikov. The Siberian remains contain 
a number of implement types speci- 
fically like those from early Eskimo 
and pre-Eskimo sites in Arctic Am- 
erica: Microblades, end-of-blade scra- 
pers, polyhedral cores, backed blades, 
oval bifaced side blades, rectangular 
side blades chipped on one or both 
sides, small triangular end blades, 
straight-based lanceolate end blades 
chipped only on the margins of the 
under surface, burins, bone arrow- 
heads slotted at both ends,  adz 
blades, and pottery with check-stamp 
and other incised surface ornamen- 
tation. 

“The close resemblance of svecific 
imvlement types indicate a firm re- 
lationship between pre-Eskimo and 
early Eskimo cultures and the Meso- 
lithic-early Neolithic cultures of E:r- 
asia. Inner Asia thus appears as the 
region from which the basic elements 
of Eskimo culture were derived in 
contrast to eastern Asia, which was 
the source of later elements.”

Shell Collecting, 
“Medicine for the Soul” 


Says University President 


By HAROLD C. CASE 
President, Boston University 


A visit to Sanibel Island, in the 
Gulf of Mexico, near Fort Myers, 
Fla., started my shell-collecting hob- 
by in earnest. With each high tide, 
treasures from the deep are washed 
up on the shores of that semi-tropi- 
cal island. Visiting that delightful is- 
land fora brief vacation, we discover- 
ed its principal assets—ideal weather, 
limitless expanses of sandy beaches, 
quiet for undisturbed meditation and 
reading, and a new world of shells 
from the sea. 

Sea shells have an immediate ap- 
peal to all lovers of beauty. Exquis- 
ite designs, delicate colors and a wide 
variety of shapes and species com- 
bine into a study of major interest 
to all eager collectors. 

The finest shells are captured 
alive, but freshly washed shells have 
endless fascination. 

At low tide, marine life left strand- 
ed by the ebbing waters becomes the 
prize of the searcher. Walking the 
beaches, wading into shallow pools, 
or dredging up shells from the sand, 
is the recreational activity of the 
collector. 

Each variety of shell has meaning; 
its distinctive markings become 
friendly points of identification. 

Shell collectors love solitude. A 
walk along the ocean shore—after a 
storm, when thousands of shells may 
be found, or in the calm of the 
dawn, when the lapping waves is the 
only sound—is “medicine for the 
soul.” 

When I found this new calm for 
frayed nerves and quest for the mind, 
I discovered myself to be launched 
on an exciting hobby. [, needed the 
unending vista of the ocean, the re- 
minder of the regularity and design 
of nature and the humility one feels 
as he strolls like a moving dot 
against an infinite universe. 

Shell collecting began as a casual 
interest. It has become a symbolic 
therapy. Now, my choice specimens 
lie in planned arrangement, on a bed 
of ocean sand, in a _ glass - topped 
coffee table in my office. 

I lift the top, take out a shell—a 
Lettered Olive, an Alphabet Cone, a 
Chambered Nautilus, an Atlantic 
Oyster, a Lion’s Paw, a Fighting 
Conch or a Junonia—and although

they are not “gold from the sea,” 
they are my ocean treasures, remind- 
ers of the beauty and order and plan 
of God for ail of His universe. 

This collection has become an im- 
portant “conversation piece.” Fre- 
quently persons come to my office in 
a disturbed mood. Faculty members, 
parents, students, deans and others 
are intrigued by this hobby, and by 
using sea shells as a starting point 
for our discussions, I am often able 
to achieve a relaxed atmosphere and 
an improved result. 

Above all, however, a hobby pro- 
vides alternation, a positive answer 
to the need of each person for satis- 
fying contacts with nature, outside 
usual professional channels.

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Questions and Answers 


Q: Is the Circus Clown Club still 
in existence? 


A: Yes, very much so, although for 
awhile it looked as if it might not 
continue after the untimely death of 
Richard Arcand, founder and presi- 
dent of the club, in 1956. However, 
several of the members of the club 
asked Ray Bickford to undertake a 
reorganization of the CCC. Since 1957, 
he has been serving as General 
Chairman of the club and it is today 
a sound and active organization. For 
complete Clown Club information Mr. 
Bickford may be contacted at Ber- 
nardston, Mass. 


Q: Can you tell me anything about 
the King and Franklin Circus of 
1947? 


A: This circus wasn’t a partic- 
ularly large one. Their main per- 
formance was made up of twenty- 
four displays. David Frederickson 
was musizal director; Charles A. For- 
rest was equestrian director. The 
opening spectacle was titled Persia. 


Q: About how many men did it 
take to put up the big Ringling Bros. 
circus tent? 


A: Some 165 canvasmen, augment- 
ed by day laborers hired in each city, 
put up the 75,000 yards of big top 
and other canvas. 


Q@: Is the circus a very old form 
of entertainment? 


A: It is among the oldest forms of 
entertainment. It seems that man al- 
ways has enjoyed feats of skill and 
daring. They are depicted in ancient 
carvings discovered by archaeologists. 
The circus was one of the major en- 
tertainments of the Roman Empire. 
Great stadia were built to accommo- 
date these spectacles. Although gladi- 
atorial combats formed a part of the 
entertainment, performers of all types 
were on the programs. Wild beasts 
which had been captured by the Ro- 
man legions in the foreign domains 
invaded were also displayed. This 
was the forerunner of the pres2nt 
day circus menagerie. And then came 
the old wagon shows which first start- 
ed in America on the Atlantic sea- 
board. But with the settlements to

the west yearning for entertainment, 
the circus was soon welcomed as 
usable highways were develop:d into 
the hinterlands. Human _ ingenuity 
later devised large tents which today 
are known as the “big tops” and thus 
was the start of the so-called “mud 
shows” for the old wagon circus as 
they were then called. 


Q: My family has an old handbill 
advertising P. T. Barnum’s Travel- 
ing Museum. About what year did 
he travel with this show? 

A: First of all, P. T. Barnum’s 
Great Traveling Museum played your 
city back in 1872. On May 15, he 
brought his museum and Dan Castel- 
lo’s circus for three performances. 
One show was presented at ten o’clock 
in the morning, the cther two in the 
afternoon and evening. Free admis- 
sion was given to all who purchased 
the Life of P. T. Barnum for$1.50. 
This may account in part for the 
great number of copies of his life 
that keep turning up in all parts of 
the country. 


Q: How big was the Ringling Bros. 
main circus tent? 


A: Tents vary from season to sea- 
son and the Ringling show was no 
exception. An average big top, how- 
ever, consisted of 18 sections and 
was 240 feet wide and 600 feet long. 
The menagerie tent was 400 feet long 
and 140 feet wide. The dining tent 
was 75 by 312 feet. The side show was 
75 by 290, and the dressing room was 
75 by 190 feet. : 


Q: I’ve heard that. Kanses was 
once a prett, good show state. Did 
any shows actually quarter there? 


A: All told something like 26 shows 
of various sizes either originated in 
Kansas or made their winter quar- 
ters in this state. The following is 
a list of some of them: The McMa- 
hon Circus, Welch Brces. Wild West 
Circus, Marrow Bros. Cireus, Harry 
Hill’s Wild West Cireus, Doe Cra- 
mers Circus, Lucky Tull Circus, Wi- 
nona Bird’s Circus, Slocum’s Medi- 
cine Show, Mary Franks Players, 
Roy Bible Circus, Bud E. Anderson 
Circus, Lemen Bros. Circus, Lucky 
Lynn White Wagon Show, Adam For- 


paugh and Sells, Walter J. McDonald, 
George Rehn, America’s Favorite Pa- 
villion, Colorado Grant, Sells and 
Downs, Franklin Dog and Pony Cir- 
eus, Cullins Bros. Circus, Patterson 
Shows, Nelsons Wild West Circus, 
J. E. Henry and Weidemann Bros. 


Q: What was the Bostock Collec- 
tion of circus material? 

A: It was just that. It was one 
of the most celebrated circusiana col- 
lections in the country. Claude W. Bos- 
tock, radio and motion picture writer 
was the owner of the collection and 
it is said that he once turned down 
$30,000 for some of the rare pieces 
in the collection. The collection was 
unique in that it was made up pri- 
marily of articles associated with the 
Bostock family in England and in 
the United States. 


Q: When did Bette Leonard start 
her circus career? 

A: Bette began her circus career 
in 1917, when she became associated 
with the J. Augustus Jones Cole Show. 
She was given the Powers Posing 
Act, which consisted of a white pos- 
ing horse, four dogs and a troupe of 
monkeys. Later Bette worked animal 
acts in Cristy Bros.’ Circus, Sells- 
Floto, Hagenbeck-Wallace, and the 
Cole and Rogers Show. 


Q@: What are quarter poles? 


A: The quarter poles cf a circus 
tent are those spars between the cen- 
ter poles and the poles which hold 
up the side walls. The quarter poles 
keep a circus tent from collapsing. 


Q: When did performers start us- 
ing tights in riding acts, aerial acts, 
and other such acts? 


A: The use of tights is said to go 
back to the year 1848. Before that 
most performers wore short jackets, 
knee breeches and stcekings. The 
story goes that a performer with the 
John Robinson show misplaced his 
riding outfit and had to go on in his 
underwear. The freedom of action af- 
forded him by the underwear so 
pleased him that he never went back 
to the old outfit. Other performers 
soon imitated him. From this hapit 
tights were evolved. 
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
